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The EDITOR to the READER. 


N the Preface to the Firſt Volume, the Editor hath endeavoured to expiain the Me- 
1 thod of paſſing our antient Acts of Parliament, and to reconcite ſome contradic- 

tory Authorities on that Subject. He hath likewiſe offered ſome general Obſerva- 
tions on the Statute Laws of this Kingdom; and concluded with ſpecifying the Plan 
he propoſed to purſue throughout the Courle of the Work : From which he hath found 
no Reaſon to make any Deviation. It now only remains therefore to take Notice of 
ſuch Matter as hath ſince occurred in his Progreſs through theſe Volumes; as alſo more 
particularly to explain the Method which hath been purſued in the Arrangement of the 
Table; and laſtly, to give ſome Account of the Statutes which are printed ſeparately 
in the Appendix. 


Sick the Preface was written, it hath occurred that in the fourth Section of the 
18 Ed. I. flat. 4. there is an Error in the Tranſlation which runs through all the 
Editions now extant ; wherein the Conuſors are made to acknowledge the Man- 
nor of B. with the Appurtenances, to be the Right of our Lord the King, which 
he hath of their Gift, &c. Whereas it ought to be that the Conuſors acknowledge the 
Mannor, &c. to be the Right of R. that is, of Sir Robert the Conuſee. By this 
Statute, which preſcribes the Method of paſſing Fines, the firſt Thing to be done is 
for the Pleader to aſk of the Juſtice Conge de accorder, or Licence to agree. To which 
the Juſtice anſwers, naming one of the Parties, hat will dir R. give *? (that is, what 
will he pay for the Fine to the King?) © Then when they be agreed of the Sum of Money 
e that muſt be given to the King, the Juſtice ſhall ſay, Cry the Peace : And after the. 
% Pleader ſhall ſay, Inſomuch as Peace is licenſed unto you, that W. S. and A. bis 
« Wife, (the Conuſors) that here be, do acknielege the Manor of B. with the Appurts, to

ſtands who? Beſide, the Queſtion Lat will Sir Robert give? ſeems more naturally to precede the next 
Section; which ſuppoſes the Sum given to be agreed on, in conſequence of that Queſtion: And it may be 
added, that this is the Queſtion now aſked on acknowleging a Fine at Bar. 
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« fe the Right of R. (the Conuſce) which he bath f their Gift.” Now there can be no 
Pretence to ſuppoſe the King's Right to the Premites to be acknowledged in this Place, 
for it is evident the King here can have no Claim but for the Fine upon the Licence, 
which is called Finis pro Licentia concordand! * And the Foundation of this Claim t 
the Fine is, that by reaſon of the Concord between the Parties, the King loſeth the 


Fines or Amerciaments upon the Judgmenf or Nonſuit, with other Advantages, As 


the Act ſtands in the old Tranſlations, it is wholly unintelligible ; and it is the more 
neceſſary to ate it in a perſpicuous Light, as it 1s of great Ute, not only in explain- 
ing the ſubſequent Acts of Henry the VIIth and Henry the VIIIth, Sc. but alſo to- 


ward enabling the Student to form a right Underſtanding of the preſent Method of 


acknowleging Fines at Bar. 


Here likewiſe may be noted a material Error in the gr Elis. c. 7. againſt 
the erecting and maintaining Cottages, which is corrected by a marginal Note. 
In the later Editions it is ſaid that no Cottage ſhall be built, &c. unleſs the Cot- 
tager do lay to the ſame four Acres of Ground at the leaſt, being his or her 
own Freehold or Inheritance, lying near the ſame Cottage, &c. But in Rafe! and 
other old Editions, and likewiſe in 2 Vi. the Words are © his or her own Freehold 
„and Inheritance; and upon examining the Record they appear to be right, 


Tur Miſtake of printing this Clauſe in the Digunctive might probably influence a late 
Adjudication in the Caſe of the King againſt Savory, which was to this Effect. The 
Biſhop of Norwzch demiſed to Savory eighty Acres, to hold to him and his Heirs for three 
Lives: Savory erected a Cottage on the Land, and was indicted for having erected the 
ſame without having laid thereto four Acres of his own Freehold and Inheritance : 
But the later Editions being referred to, where the Words are in the D:gun#rive, the 
Court held that the Defendant had complied with the Terms of the Statute; and he 
was accordingly acquitted. Taking the Clauſe however in the Copulative, as it ſtands 
in the Record, it ſhould ſeem according to Lord Cote's Comment, that © neither 
«© Grounds holden by Copy, or for Life or Lives, or for any Number of Years, will

An Error which makes a very material Variation in the Senſe, 


AmoxG the Acts of the preſent King the following Errors likewiſe deſerve Notice, 
In the 2 Geo. 3. c. 21. for Paving the Streets, &c. there is a Reference at Clauſe 44. 
to an Act made in the twelfth of King George the Second; whereas the Act referred 
to was made in the twelfth of George the Fir/f. In the 2 Geo. 3. c. 25. for natura- 
lizing joreign Proteſtants, there is likewiſe a Reference, at Clauſe 2, to an Act 
made in the fourth of George the Fir/}, whereas the Act referred to was made in

the pg Fire in contradiſtinction from the primer Fine, or Prefine in the Hamper; for in every Real Action 
of Lands and Tenements of the yearly Value of five Marks, there is due upon the Original, for every five 
Marks, 65. 8d to the Hamper or Haniper: And a Writ of Covenant is held to be a real Writ for which 
fuch Fine is paid. But the 29% Fine is not due until the Conge d accorder or Licenſe to agree be granted by the 
Court, and it amounts to as much as the primer Fine, and half as much more.

the Editor having carefully conſulted the Parliament Rolls, wherewith the printed 
Statute correſponds. He therefore thought it did not become him to correct theſe 
Miſtakes in the Text, but he hath rectified them in the Margin. For other more 
trivial Inaccuracies the Reader is referred to the Liſt of Errata hereto ſubjoined. 


W1TH regard to the TABLE, it is near a third more copious than any now extant, 
Among the Heads which have received the moſt conſiderable Additions are Certicrari, 
Cofts, Cuſtoms, Damages, Excije, Exchequer, Felony, General Iſſue, Scotlind, Seamen and 
Ships. Under Title Feliny, there is added a Liſt of Felonies both within and with- 
out Clergy, alphabetically claſſed; ſo that the Reader may at one View fee what Of- 
fences belong to either Claſs *. Several new Heads are likewiſe added; and ſome 
Alterations have been made in the Diſpoſition of the Articles, with a view to aſſiſt the 
Reader in the Courſe of his Reſearches, For this Purpoſe the Editor has been parti- 
cularly attentive to ſpecify all the relative Titles under each Head; and to facilitate 
the referring from the various Articles of one Head to thoſe in another, each Article 
is numbered. As there are ſcveral Articles which may, without Impropriety, be 
claſſed under ſeveral general Heads, and as theſe will occur differently to different Rea- 
ders, they who do not find the Matter they are in ſearch of under the Head to which 
they reſort, will be referred to the Title under which it is claſſed, and directed to the 
very Article by Means of this numerical Arrangement. For Example, ſuppoſe the 
Reader ſhould have occaſion to ſearch for the Act obliging Maſters of Ships in the 
Plantations to carry Seamen for his Majeſty's Service; he will not find the defired 
Information under the Titles Ss or Plantations, But under each of theſe Titles he 
will meet with a Reference directing him to Title Seamen, Art. 54. where he will ſee 
an Abſtract of the very Clauſe which is the Object of his Enquiry, 


Turs numerical Arrangement will alſo be found extremely uſeful, where the Rela- 
tion between the Titles is not fo obvious. It is moreover to be obſerved that in 
ſome Caſes the Article referred to does not, at firſt Sight, appear to have any Relation 
whatever with the Title from whence the Reference is made. But if the Reader 
will conſult the Clauſe of the Statute quoted, he will diſcover the Connexion. Thus, 
under the Title Alebouſes, there is a Reference to the Title Coee, Art. 14. in which 
Article there is no Expreſſion which implies any Relation with the Title Alehouſes, 
but by peruſing the Clauſe of the Statute, the Connexion will evidently appear. In 
this Caſe therefore the Figures are likewiſe of fingular Uſe, for without ſuch nume- 
rical Direction, the Reader might peruſe every Article without diſcovering that in 
which the Relation is to be found. | 


In ſome Inſtances however, References are made to the correlative Titles, without 
any numerical Direction to particular Articles. This happens where the Relation is fo 
very intimate, that all or the greater Part of the Articles under the Head referred to, 
| have an obvious and reciprocal Connexion with the Head from whence the Reference 
is made. References are allo, in ſome Inſtances, made to correlative Heads, mecriy 
with a View of aſſiſting the young Student to form an Analyfis of the Subject before 
him. Thus, under the Title Purchaſers, the Reader is directed to Bankrupt, Charie 
table Uſes, Fraud, Judgments, Recegnigauces, Recovery, &c.

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Wir regard to the Acts printed ſeparately in the Appendix, the firſt which appears moſt 
worthy of Obſervation, is the famous Dictum de Kenelworth, made in the 51 of Henry 
III. containing the Award made between the King and his Commons, which affords 
a ſtriking Picture of the miſerable State of Government among our feudal Anceſtors, 
The Intent of this Award, for it ſeems to be improperly called a Statute, was appa- 
rently to quiet thoſe who feared to be difinherited, on account of the Part they took 
againſt the King in the Civil Wars, and to aſcertain what the Offenders were to pay 
for their Ranſom. Among the reſt we meet with the following curious Clauſe, the 
Purport of which is, that“ Knights and Eſquires who were Robbers, and among 


ce the principal Robbers in Wars and Plunderings, if they have no Lands but have 


« Goods, ſhall pay half of their Goods for their Redemption; and figd ſufficient 
« Sureties henceforth * to keep the Peace of the King and the Kingdom.” How deplo- 
rable muſt have been the Poverty of theſe Times, and the Weakneſs of civil Inſti- 


tutions ! 


Tur next Act which merits particular Notice, is the Statute of 16 Eg. II. revoking 
an Eſtabliſhment of the Houſehold, as being too reſtrictive on his Majeſty, and againſt 
the Dignity of his Crown. The Eſtabliſhment hereby revoked was made in the 3d 
of Edw. II. in Eaſe of the People oppreſſed with Purveyance ; and about this Time 
the King's Houſe was new formed, and every Officer's Charge and Salary was li- 
mited +. In theſe early Times the King's Houſehold was frequently reformed at the 
Petition of the People. It underwent a Reformation in 36 Edw. III. and again in the 
Iſt of Richard Il, ouch Liberties were taken with that weak Prince, that a Com- 
miſſion 4 was granted, at the Petition of the Commons, to ſurvey and abate the Houſe- 
hold, which not having the deſired Effect, the Commons ſoon after petitioned that the 
exceſſive Number of his menial Servants might be reduced, and that his Houſehold 
might not exceed the ordinary Revenues of the Realm. In the 4th of Hen. IV. like- 
wiſe a Reformation was made in the Houſehold, whereby the Charge was limited to 
1600 Marks. And Ea, the IVth, in the twelfth Year of his Reign, ſettled a new 
Form, which, as Sir Robert Cotton faith, is extant in many Hands, intitled, Ord:- 
nances for the King's Houſe. This Book, he tells us, was amended by Cardinal Moſſey, 
and was, in the Time of this great Antiquarian, the Groundwork of the then Eſta- 
bliſhment. He obſerves, however, that it was much corrupted, and propoſes either to 
put down the Tables, and leave all Attendants to Allowance of Money, or elſe by 
reſtoring the Hall again, to reduce the Houſehold to the moſt magnificent Order. 
So all Things, he adds, being ſpent in Publick, will be to the King's Honour, and 
ſecret Waſte will be prevented. For he concludes, that every Back-door in the Court 
coſts the King 2000 J. yearly. 


IT is to be obſerved likewiſe, that to eaſe the Charge of the King's Houſchold, the 
Queens in former Times have allowed a Portion of their Jointure adequate to their own

Expence: And, among others, the Queen of Henry VI. allowed 2000/, a Year out of 
her Jointure for this Purpoſe *. 


In this Place likewiſe the famous Statute of the 4th of Hen. VII. c. 19. inflicting the Pe- 
nalty for decaying of Houſes of Huſbandry, or not laying of convenient Land for the 


Maintenance of the ſame, deſerves particular Attention. About this Time, ſays Lord 


Bacon +, Incloſures began to be frequent, whereby arable Land, which could not be ma- 
nured without many Hands, was turned into Paſture, which was eaſily managed by a 
few Herdſmen; and the Tenancies for Years, Lives, and at Will, on which moſt of the 
Yeomanry ſubſiſted, were turned into Demeſnes, This bred a Decay of People, and 
by conſequence, a Decay of Towns, Churches, Tythes, and the like. This, in the 
End, was attended with a Diminution of Subſidies and Taxes : For the more Gentry, 
the lower is the Book of Subſidies. To remedy this Inconvenience, the Legiſlature 
deviſed a very prudent Expedient. They did not abſolutely fosbid Encloſures, for 
that would have been forbidding Men to improve their Patrimony: Neither did they 
compel Tillage, for that would have been to ſtrive againſt Nature : But they took a 
Mid- way, which redreſſed the Grievance by way of Conſequence. For they enacted, 
« That all Houſes of Huſbandry, which were uſed with twenty Acres of Ground and 
« upward, ſhould be maintained and kept up for ever, together with a competent 
«© Proportion of Land to be uſed and occupied with them,” By this Means the Houtes 
being kept up, did of neceſſity enforce Inhabitants ; and the Proportion of Land to 
be occupied with them, did require ſuch Inhabitant to be a Man of Subſtance, who 
might keep Servants, and contribute to the Improvement of Agriculture. This 
tended greatly to increaſe the Military Strength of the Nation; as by Means of theſe 
Farms, a great Part of the Lands of the Kingdom were thrown into the Hands of the 
Yeomanry or middle People, who were of a Condition between Gentlemen and Peaſants, 
and made excellent Infantry J. Harrington and other Political Writers, very juſtly 
conſider this Act among the principal Cauſes which concurred to throw the Power 
into the Hands of the People. Indeed it was the ruling Policy of this Prince, to 
raiſe the Commons by depreſſing the Nobility, With this View were the Statutes 
made againſt Retainers, which deprived the Lords of their Dependants, being moſtly 
young Gentlemen of Family, who made excellent Horſemen. Thus, as by theſe 
Laws the Nobility loſt their Cavalry, ſo by the Statute before mentioned, they were 
alſo deprived of their Infantry: And the Weight of both was thereby thrown into the 


popular Scale. | 


Wr proceed, in chronological Order, to the memorable Act of the 4th of Hen. VIII. 
c. 8. concerning Richard Strode. This has been marked, both by Mr. Hawkins and Mr, 
Cay, as a Private Act. Nevertheleſs it has been by great Authorities conſidered as a 


general Law. Lord Coke ſays, that the latter Branch of the ſecond Clauſe is general,

I lt is ſubmitted to Public Conſideration, whether ſome Proviſion is not requiſite at this Time, to pre- 
vent the engrofling of large Farms into one Hand: For though it may be more for the preſent Eaſe and Be- 
nefit of the Landlord to have one overgrown opulent Tenant, than to have ſeveral of moderate Circum- 
ſtances z yet ſuch a monopolizing of Farms ſeems to have a manifeſt Tendency to depopulate the Kingdom.

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and declaratory of the antient Law and Cuſtom of Parliament &; and this Opinion is 
ſupported by the following Reſolution of the Houſe of Lords: 


© RRNSOL VND, Cc. that the Act of Parliament 4 Her. VIII. commonly intitled, An 
Act concerning Richard Stroud, © is a general Law, extending to indemnify all and 
every of the Members of both Houſes of Parliament, in all Parliaments touching 
any Bills, ſpeaking, reaſoning, and declaring, of any Matter or Matters concerning 
the Parliament to be communed and treated of, and is a declaratory Law of the antient 
and neceſſary Rights and Privileges of Parliament *.” The Commons likewiſe, on the 


Conſideration of this Act, held, that whatever concerns Privilege of Parliament, mult 


be a general Law . 


Bur with regard to Lord Coke, it muſt be obſerved, that he has miſquoted the 
Words of the Statute. He ſays, it is enacted, That * all Suits, &c. from that Time 
and thenceforth, to be put and had upon any Member, either of that preſent 
Parliament, or at any Parliament at any Time after that Act to be holden, for any 
«© Bills, ſpeaking, reaſoning, or declaring, of any Matter or Matters concerning the 
& Parliament to be communed or treated of, be utterly void, &c.” Now the Words 
of the Act are, that all Suits, &c. put or had, or hereafter to be put or had unto or 


= upon the ſaid Richard, and to every other of the Perſon er Perſons above ſpecified, that 


nov be of this preſent Parliament, or that of any Parliament thereaſter, ſhall be, &c.” 


Tris Act, it muſt be confeſſed, is not very accurately worded. But the Proviſion 


of the foregoing Clauſe is evidently retroſpective, and by grammatical Conſtruction 


ſeems confined to Richard Strode, and to every other of the Perſon or Perſons ABOvE 


- SPECIFIED: that is, to the Perſons who agreed with him in bringing in certain Bills to 
Parliament concerning the Tinners, which made him obnoxious to the Stannary 
Court, by the Authority of which he was condemned and impriſoned, &c. 


IT is true that the Words, or that of any Parliament thereafter, ſhall be, Sc.“ do 
ſeem to intend a general Import: But to make the Clauſe general, ſomething muſt 
be ſupplied, and it muſt be amplified thus That all ſuch Suits, &c. put upon 


the ſaid Richard, and every other of the Perſon or Perſons before ſpecified, or here- 


after to be put on any other Member or Members, that now be, or bereafter ſhall be, 
e. | 


IT is to be cbſerved likewiſe, that it was conſidered in a reſtrictive Senſe by the 
Judges in the 5 of Car. I. to whom a Queſtion was propounded by the Attorney Ge- 


neral upon this Act, and they reſolved that this Statute !“ was a particular Act of Par- 


« liament, and extended only to Richard Strode and to thoſe Perſons that had joined 


with him to prefer a Bill to the Houſe of Commons concerning the Tinners :”> But 


they added © that although the Act be private, and extendeth to them alme, yet it 


© was no more than all other Parliament Men, by Privilege of Houſe, ought to have, 
Sc.“ vis. Freedom of Speech concerning the Matters debated in Parliament, in a 


parliamentary Courſe 1.

With 
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W1TH regard to the Reſolutions of the two Houſes, it muſt be remembered that 
they were formed flagrante ira, on occaſion of the Debate concerning the arbitrary Pro- 
ceedings againſt Sir John Elliot, Denzill Hollis, &c. A Time when the Conteſts be- 
tween Privilege and Prerogative were carried to the moſt deſperate Extremes; and 
when many unwarrantable Claims were aſſerted on each Side, and endeavoured to be 
ſupported by ſtraining and perverting every kind of Evidence which could give Colour 
to unjuſtifiable Concluſions, 


Tus Point however, concerning the Freedom of parliamentary Debate, was hap- 

pily adjuſted at the late Revolution; and it is declared by the Bill of Rights—* That 
« the Freedom of Speech, and Debates or Proceedings in Parliament, ought not to 
be impeached or queſtioned in any Court or Place out of Parliament.“ 


PARTICULAR Notice likewiſe is due to the 28th Hen. VIII. c. 7. concerning the 
Succeſſion of the Crown: This is not inſerted in the Editions of Serjeant Hawkins, or 
Mr. Cay. They both conſider it as repealed by 1 Mary, Se}. 2. c. I. which is allo printed 
in this Appendix. But the Serjeant has added, that it is revived by 1 Eliz. c. 1. Dr. 
Gibſon likewiſe ſpeaks of it as repealed , but in the Caſe of Harriſon and Burwell g, 
Vaughan argues on a Suppoſition of its being unrepealed. Suppoling it however to 
be repealed by 1 Mary, Se}. 2. c. 1. it does not appear to be revived by 1 Eliz. c. 1. as 
the Serjeant ſuppoſes. But indeed it may very well be doubted whether it be wholly 
repealed by the Statute of Mary: For after reciting the 25 and 28 of Hen. it is by the 
third Clauſe of that Statute enacted, That as well the ſaid Act of Parliament inti- 
ce tled, An Act declaring the Eſtabliſhment of the Succeſſion, &c. made in the 2 5th 
© Year of your Father, be repealed, as alſo all and every ſuch Clauſes, Articles, 
t Branches, and Matters, contained and expreſſed in the aforeſaid Act of Parliament, 
© made in the ſaid 28th Year, or in any other Act or Acts of Parliament, as whereby 
ce your Highneſs is declared to be illegitimate, &c. ſhall be repealed.” Hereby the Act 
of the 25th is wholly repealed, and the Act of the 28th ſeems to be no farther re- 
pealed, than with reſpect to thoſe Clauſes which declare the illegitimacy of Mary. 
Therefore it may reaſonably be ſuppoſed to ſtand in Force as to other Points which do 
not regard that Subject; and it contains ſome Clauſes concerning the Degrees of Mar- 
riage prohibited by God's Law, and againſt the Power of diſpenſing with Marriages 
within ſuch Degrees, which are well worthy of obſervation. lt is happy for the Cauſe 
of Religion and Liberty, that this Prince found the Pope refractory. Had the Pope 
favoured Henry's Inconſtancy, he probably would never have diſputed, the Validity of 
his Holineſs's Diſpenſations. For that he had no Averſion to Papiſtical Tenets, may 
be collected from the ſucceeding Act in this Appendix, viz. 


Tux 31 Hen. VIII. c. 14. © For aboliſhing Diverſity of Opinions in certain Articles 
© concerning Chriſtian Religion.” This and ſome other very ſingular Acts of this 
Reign, ſeem to be levelled more againſt the Pope than againſt Popery. By this Act it 
is moſt ſolemnly reſolved and agreed, that Prieſts may not marry, and that private 
Maſſes, and auricular Confeſſion, are expedient, and neceſſary to be retained : Wil! 
other extraordinary Reſolutions, which it is made Felony without Clergy to contradict.

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Or a Piece with theſe Reſolutions, are ſeveral Clauſes of this Act, which confound 
all Degrees of Offence, and all Diſtinctions of Morality. By the 8th Clauſe it is en- 
ated, „ That if any Prieſt keep or uſe any Woman, to whom he is, or hath been 
« married, or with whom he hath contracted Matrimony ; every ſuch carnal Uſe, 
e open Converſation, &c. ſhall be adjudged Felony, as well againſt the Man, as 


cc againſt the Woman.” But, 


By the gth Clauſe it is enated, © That if any Prieſt do carnally uſe, and accuſtom 
« any Woman, or keep her as his Concubine, as by paying for her Board, maintaining 
« her with Money, Array, or any Gifts, &c. that then he ſhall forfeit all his Goods, 
« Chattels, and Benefices, c. and ſuffer Impriſonment: And offending after Con- 


« viction, ſhall be adjudged guilty of Felony.” 


Tarts we find that a Prieſt cohabiting with a Wiſe, [the Malum Prohibitum by this 
Statute] was deemed guilty of Felony in the it Inſtance: Whereas by cohabiting 
with a Concubine, he only incurred the Forfeiture of Goods and Impriſonment for the 
firit Offence; and was not deemed. guilty of Felony until the ſecond. So that an 
Otfence againſt the Reſolutions of the Convocation and Parliament, was deemed of a. 
more heinous Nature than a Violation of the Laws of Religion and Morality, 


Wr now come to the Conſideration of the Firſt of Edward VI. for the Puniſhment 
of Vagabonds, and for the Relief of poor and impotent Perſons. The Preamble re- 
cites, That idle and vagabond Perſons, being unprofitable Members, or rather Ene- 
mies of the Commonwealth, have been ſuffered to remain and increaſe, whom, / they 
& ſhould be puniſhed with DEATH, Whipping, Impriſomment, and other corporal Pain, it 
« were not without their Deſerts, for the Example of others,” Having in this Manner 
declared, that theſe wretched Vagabonds deſerved Death, &c. (though their Idleneſs 
was probably more the Fault of the State than of themſelves) the Enacting- part 
of this ſevere Statute was doubtleſs deemed merciful: For it only enacts, that 
the Offender there deſcribed to be an idle Perſon, ſhall be taken before a Juſtice of 
Peace, who ſhall cauſe him to be marked with a hot Iron in the Breaſt, the Mark V, 
and adjudge him to be a Slave to the Perſon preſenting him for two Years, to be fed 
with Bread and Water, and to be put to Work (how vile ſoever it be) by beating, 
chaining, &c. and if he runs away, the Juſtice, on Conviction, ſhall cauſe ſuch Slave 
to be marked on the Forehead, or Ball of the Cheek, with the Sign of an &, and ſhall 
farther adjudge him to be his Maſter's Slave for ever: And if he again run away, he 
ſhall ſuffer Death as a Felon. There is likewiſe a Proviſo in this Act, by which they 
might be ſold or bequeathed by Will, as any other moveable Goods or Chattles. By 
the 39 Eliz. c. 4. allo printed in this Appendix, they were to be whipped until their 
Bodies were bloody, or to be baniſhed the Kingdom, or adjudged perpetually to the 
Gallies of the Realm. | | : 


Tux Editor however is fenſible that the Inhumanity of theſe Laws will admit of ſome 
Palliation, when we conſider the Time when they were made, which was ſoon after the 
Diſſolution of the religious Houſes, which afforded an Aſylum for all poor and impo- 
tent People. When theſe therefore were ſet at large, without the Means of gaining a 
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Livelihood, and deftitute of any Retreat where they might hope for a Proviſion, the 
Miſchicf to be apprehended from Vagrants, muſt certainly have been very alarming. 


Wu ar next Claims our Obſervation is the memorable Act of 13 Car. 2. c. 33. in- 
titled, © An Act for preventing Abuſes, in printing ſeditious, treaſonable and unlicenſed 
Books and Pamphlets; and for regulating Printing and Printing Preſſes,” By this Act 
Printers are forbidden to publiſh any heretical, ſeditious, ſchiſinatical or oFFENSIve A 
Books, and all Books and Pamphlets are to be licenſed by particular Licenſers ap- 

inted according to the Nature of the Subject, and the Number of Printing Preſſes are 


hereby limited. | 


Tux Troubles which had ſubſiſted in the late Reign, had given Birth to a free 
Spirit of political Inquiry, which this Statute was calculated to ſuppreſs; And 
it is obſervable, that this Act is founded on a Decree of the Star Chamber *, made 
in the Year 1637, which it copies without any material Variation, except, that by 
the Decree Offenders are to be puniſhed as by the Honourable Court of Star Chamber, 
or the High Commiſſion Court, ſhall be thought fit; whereas by the Act they are to be 
puniſhed by Diſability to exerciſe their Profeſſion, and ſuch farther Puniſhment, not 
extending to Life or Limb, as the Juſtices of the King's Bench, or of Oyer and Ter- 
miner, Sc. ſhall think fit. It is remarkable alſo, that the Preamble to this Decree 
of the Star Chamber takes Notice of divers Decrees and Ordinances made for regulat- 
ing Printers and Printing, in the Reign of Queen Eligabetb, which are ſaid to have 
been defective in fome Particulars. From hence we may ſee what early Attempts 
were made to reſtrain this invaluable Liberty. So intolerant is the Nature of Power, 
wherever lodged, that they who have loudeſt exclaimed againſt ſuch Reſtriction as a 
Badge of Slavery, were no ſooner inveſted with full Sway, than they began to work 
on the ſame Principles of Oppreſſion. About the Year 1644, the Parliament made 
Ordinances for reſtraining the Preſs, which were framed on the Plan of the above 
Star Chamber Decree ; and againſt which Milton publiſhed a Treatiſe, called Arecpa- 


gitica Fe 
Tu1s Act was laſt continued by 1 ac. 2. c. 17, for ſeven Years from June 168 5 


but being incompatible with the noble Principles of the Revolution, it has never ſince 
been, and it is to be hoped never will be, revived 4. 


Tur Appendix likewiſe contains ſome very curious Acts never before printed, to 
the Editor's Knowledge. Of theſe the firſt is, the Second of Henry V, for the Union

II It is impoſſible, however, on this Occaſion to avoid lamenting the many flagrant Inftances, wherein 
the Liberty of the Prefs has been lately abuſed. by ſuch wanton and mdiſcriminate Scurtility, as tends to 
make publick Cenſure loſe its Effect, and render Men callous to the Stings of Repreof, 
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of the Rights and Poſſeſſions of the Earldom of Hereford to the Dutchy of Lancaſter. 


Theſe Poſſeſſions of the Earl of Hereford deſcended to Henry V. as Heir to his Mo- 
ther, who was the Daughter and Heireſs of Humphry Bobun, Earl of Hereford, HEſſex 
and Northumberland, and Conſtable of England: And without this Act the King 
would have been ſeized thereof in Jure Corone ; therefore this Act was neceſſary to 
ſever them from the Crown, which was done by annexing them to the Dutchy of 
Lancaſter, which had been ſevered before. 


Tuls Act is immediately followed by 3 Hen. V. confirming the King's Letters Pa- 
tent, reſpecting the Dutchy of Lancaſter and its Stewards; which provides, that the 
Stewards of the ſaid Dutchy ſhall be Juſtices of Peace within their Circuit; and that 
no Grant of any thing from the ſaid Dutchy ſhould paſs but under the uſual Seal. 


Fo the better underſtanding theſe Statutes, it is to be obſerved with regard to theDutchy 
of Lancaſter, that it was firſt erected into a County Palatine * by the 50 Ed. III. who 
honoured his Son John of Gaunt with it for the Term of his Life. It afterwards deſcended 
to Henry IV. in Right of his Mother. This politic Prince knew that his Title to the 


Dutchy was ſure and indefeazible, and that he ſhould be ſeized thereof as King, not as 


Duke: He knew likewiſe, that his regal Title was unjuſtly founded, and that he 
held the Scepter by a precarious Tenure ; therefore, to avoid involving his patrimonial 
with his regal Rights, he very prudently paſſed a Charter by Authority of Parliament, 
by which the Poſſeſſions of the Dutchy were ſevered from the Crown; and thus it 
continued for ſome Time. But it is ſaid, that the Poſſeſſions of the Duke of Lan- 
coſter were not made a Ducatus until the 2 Hen. V. for in the Parliament Roll of this 
Year, it is entered Quod figilla pro ducatu Lancaſtrie allcentur, and that it ſhould be 


governed per miniſtros ducatus f. 


Tux next memorable Statutes relative to this Dutchy, are two Acts paſſed in the 
1 Edio. IV. being, among other Things, Acts of Forfeiture and Attainder againſt 
Henry VI. his Queen Margaret, and a great Number of Noblemen and Gentlemen 
of the Lancaſtrian Party. By theſe Acts the Dutchy of Lancaſter and the County 


Palatine are united, being aſſured to Edw. IV. and his Heirs, Kings of England: And 


this was neceſſary, for without a Saving Statute, the County Palatine might have de- 
termined by the Attainder. Before theſe Acts, the Dutchy and the County Palatine 
were diſtinct Bodies, but they are hereby made one; and a Superiority is given to the 
Dutchy, as the ſupreme Name of Corporation. It is curious to obſerve in the Recitals 
to the firſt of theſe Acts, how minutely every Circumſtance of Devaſtation and Cru- 
elty, neceſſarily attendant on Civil Wars, is here enumerated and imputed wholly to 
the vanquiſhed Party. 


* Counties Palatine are certain Counties which have Jura Regalia for the Adminiſtration of Juſtice, &c, 
within themſelves. They are either by Preſcription, ſuch as Che/ter ; or by Statute, as this of Lancaſter. 
Theſe Palatinates had their Foundation in good Policy; for it is reaſonably ſuppoſed, that Lancaſter, Dur- 
ham and Cheſter were ſo made, becauſe they were adjacent to Enemies Countries, v/z. the two firſt to Scot- 
land, and Chefter to Males. So that the Inhabitants having Adminiſtration of Juſtice at home, and not being 
obliged to attend other Courts, thoſe Parts were not left deſtitute of Men, who might ſecure the Country 


from Incurſions. The Power of theſe Counties Palatine was antiently very exorbitant, but was greatly 


abridged by 27 Hen. 8. c. 24.

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Tux Hiſtory of this Dutchy is farther illuſtrated by the Act of 1 Henry VII. for 
veſting the Dutchies of Lancaſter and Cornwall, Sc. in Henry VII. and his Heirs, 
without ſaying Kings of England, and for ſettling the Dutchy of Cornwal on the firſt 
born Son of the ſaid Henry. It is obſervable, that Henry VII. derived his Title under 
Henry IV. and that he copied the Policy of that Prince by ſeparating the Dutchy again 


from the Crown, 


Tart Reader will alſo find a very ſingular Act of the 1 Eliz. giving Authority 
to the Queen's Majeſty upon the Avoidance of any Archbiſhoprick or Biſhoprick, 
to take into her Hands certain of the temporal Poſſeſſions thereof; recompenſing the 
ſame with Parſonages impropriate, and Tenths. This indeed was an effectual way of 
ſecuring the Revenue; and ſuch a ſhort and peremptory Expedient as was very con- 


ſiſtent with the Policy of this Princeſs. 


Tux laſt of the Acts which, to the Editor's Knowlege, have never been in Print 
before, is the Statute of 13 Car. II. „t. 1. for the Regulation of the publick Office of 
the Maſters in Chancery ; by which the Fees are ſettled and the Hours of Attendance 


aſcertained. 


THERE are likewiſe ſeveral other Statutes in this Appendix, which do not require 
any Explanation or Comment ; but which nevertheleſs contain not only Subjects of 
Curioſity to the Antiquarian, but Matter of Information to the Hiſtorian and Philo- 
ſopher; who from thence may diſcover the Cauſes of many ſucceſſive Changes 
which the Conſtitution hath undergone : And there cannot be a more pleaſing and uſe- 
ful Exerciſe of the Mind, than to trace the Progreſs toward Refinement, through all 
the rude Stages of civil Policy. From ſuch an Inveſtigation, however, we ſhall be 
led to conclude, that fortuitous Events have often contributed, more than human 


Foreſight, toward its Improvement “.

* However the Statute Law of this Kingdom may fall ſhort of Perfection, which no human Inſtitutions 
can attain, yet it ought to be prized by every Friend of our excellent Conſtitution ; as among other Excel- 
lencies, it contains the valuable Charters by which we hold that Liberty which is our peculiar Boaſt. With 
regard to the Great Charter, though it is obſolete, ſo far as it regards the feudal Regulations; the 29th 

' Clauſe, nevertheleſs, which contains general Proviſions for the Preſervation of publick Freedom, and the 
Security of Property, is ſtill in force. The Liberties of the Subject, however, are farther and more parti- 
cularly aſcertained by the famous Petition of Right of the 3 Car. I. whereby the Lords and Commons, among 
other Things, claim, that no Man be compelled to make or yield any Loan, Tax, or ſuch like Charge, 
but by Conſent of Parliament: That no Freeman be impriſoned for ſuch Refuſal : That no Soldiers or Ma- 


riners be quartered upon the People, &c. 


It is obſervable, that when the Commons had framed this Petition, and preſented it to the Lords for their 
Concurrence, the latter thought proper to make the following Addition in the Conclufion : 


e We preſent this our humble Petition to your Majeſty, with the Care not only of preſerving our own 
& Liberties, but with due regard to leave entire that Szwerezgn Power wherewith your Majeſty is truſted for 


& the Protection, Safety and Happineſs of the People.” 


This Addition produced a Conference between the two Houſes, wherein the Commons objected againſt 


the dangerous Saving included in thoſe Words Sovereign Power; and their Arguments were ſo cogent and

It is worthy of Remark, with how much Difficulty his Majeſty was brought to give a ſatisfactory Anſwer 
to this Petition.

<* Cuſtoms of the Realm, &c.” But this not being thought ſufficiently clear and preciſe, the Commons 
preſſed his Majeſty to be more explicit: To which he replied, * The Anſwer J have already given you, 
«© was made with ſo good Deliberation, and approved by the Judgments of ſs many wiſe Men, that I could 
© not have imagined, but it ſhould have given you full Satisfaction; but to avoid all ambiguous Interpreta- 


tions, and to ſhew you there is no Doubleneſs in my Meaning, I am willing to pleaſure you in Words as 


& well as Subſtance: Read your Petition, and you ſhall have an Anſwer that I am ſure will pleaſe you.” 
Whereupon the Petition being read, the King returned the Anſwer, which the Reader will find in the

But the laſt and moſt glorious Charters, by which our Liberty is ſecured, are the Bill of Rights, and the 


7 of Settlement. By theſe there is an actual Compact eſtabliſhed between the King and the Subject. The 


Rights of the People are enumerated and aſſerted, the Crown is tendered and accepted, on the Condition of 
the King's preſerving the Rights ſo aſſerted, from Violation: And publick Liberty is not left to be ſup- 
ported by obſolete Precedents or litigated Interpretations. 


+ In the 34th and 35th of Henry the Eighth, which is the firſt Act againſt Bankrupts, and which in this 
Edition is printed at large, there is a Clauſe which appears to be unrepealed ; and which is as follows: 


And be it enacted, That if any ſuch Perſon or Perſons, which ſhall be indebted, do withdraw 
* himſelf out of this Realm, or other the King's Dominions, into any foreign Realm or Country, to the 
de Intent thereby to abide and remain in Defraud of his Creditors; that then, upon Complaint in 
« Writing, concerning the Premiſes thereof, made to the ſaid Lords, having Authority as is aforeſaid, 
<« the ſame Lords ſhall, by Virtue and Authority of this preſent Act, have full Power and Authority 
« to award Proclamations to be made in ſuch Places as to them ſhall be thought meet and conve-

Tux Editor, in ſhort, hath been careful to inſert all ſuch Statutes, however antiquated, 
as appeared to him to contain any uſeful Information, or which might afford any 
Infight into the Conſtitution; and he hath, upon the whole, endeavoured to render 
this Collection as compleat as his Abilities and Power of Attention would allow him +. 
They who are beſt acquainted with the Difficulty of executing an Undertaking like 

This, will be moſt indulgent to its Defects. 


This Clauſe ſeems to have provided againſt a Conſequence not within the Letter of the ſubſequent Sta- 
tutes: For thoſe Statutes only make it an Act of Bankruptcy to depart the Realm with Intent to defraud 
Creditors ; but if a Debtor ſhould go abroad without ſuch fraudulent Intent, and with the Knowledge and 
Conſent of his Creditors ; and ſhould afterwards remain there, and grow in opulent Circumſtances, with- 
out paying any Regard to his Creditors : In this Caſe it might be doubted, whether he were a Bankrupt 
within the Deſcription of theſe Acts. But the Clauſe above mentioned provides a Remedy againſt ſuch, as 
having withdrawn themſelves out of the Realm, remain there with Intent to defraud their Creditors ; and 
in this Reſpect is more full than the ſubſequent Statutes,

+ Among the various Propoſals which have been ſuggeſted for the Improvement of this Edition, one of our 
Correſpondents propoſed our printing all the Acts relating to particular Manors. But ſuch a Plan would 
have enlarged this Collection to a very inconvenient Size: As the Statute Laws of this Kingdom are now 
become ſo exceedingly voluminous, and are daily increaſing, both in Number and Extent, it is almoſt im- 
practicable to retain thoſe Acts which are merely local.

f GzoRGE the Firit, intituled, An At for the Improvement of his Majęſtiy's Revenues of Cu- 
* floms, Exciſe, and Inland Duties, the Commiſſioners of thoſe Revenues are reſpectively impowered 
and directed to cauſe all Tea, Coffee, Foreign Brandy, Rum or other Foreign exciſeable Liquors, 
which ſhall be ſeized by any Officers of the Cuſtoms or Exciſe, after Condemnation, to be pub— 
lickly fold to the beſt Bidder, at ſuch Places as the ſaid Commiſſioners ſhall tiink proper; and 
to allow the Officers making ſuch Seizures, for their Encouragement one third Part of the full 
Sum ariſing from the publick Sale of all ſuch Tea, Coffee, Foreign Brandy, Rum or other ex- 
ciſcable Liquors, tree from all Charges of Condemnation and Sale; and to cauſe the remaining 
Part of the Produce of ſuch Sales, after paying the Reward to the Officer, and the Charges of 
Condemnation and Sale for ſuch Seizures, to be paid into the Receipt of his Majeſty's Exchequer, 
in Lieu of his Majeſty's Moiety, as was then practiſed : And whereas by ſeveral ſubſequent Acts

An Act for the better eſtabliſhing a Manufactory of Cambricks and Lawns, or Goods 
of the Kind uſually known under thoſe Denominations, now carrying on at Winchelſea, 
in the County of Suſſex; and for improving, regulating and extending the Manufac- 
ture of Cambricks and Lawns, or Goods of the Kind uſually known under thoſe 
Denominations, in that Part of Great Britain called England. | 


HEREAS the eſtabliſhing a Manufacture of Linens in Ergladd, of the Kind uſually 
known under the Denomination of Cambricks and French Lawns, will be of great Utility 
to this Kingdom, as well by the Employment of a great Number of Poor, as by preventing the 
illegal Importation of foreign Cambricks and French Lawns: And whereas a Manufattury or 
Cambricks and Lawns hath been already ſet up at Minchelſea in the County of Sue, and large 
Quantities of ſuch Goods have bien made there, and may be made in other Parts of this King - 
dom, equal, if not ſuperior, in Quality to thoſe made in foreign Parts; and many Perſons are de- 
ſirous of ſubſcribing large Sums — the Support and Extenſion of the ſaid Manufattury (for 
the eſtectual carrying on of which a large Fund will be neceſſary) but are apprehenſive that Diffi- 
culties may ariſe, as well in recovering Debts which may grow due to the Proprietors of the ſaid 
Manufactury, as in defending Suits or Actions which may be brought or co::menced againſt them

in the ſame Act, and being of all perfectneſs of making, alſo compriſed in the ſame Act, ſhould be, clothes. 
from the Feaſt called S. Peter ad vincula, which was in the year of our Lord God 1465. ſealed with a geale. 
double print in Lead, to be deviſed and ordained by the I reaſurer of England for the time being, teſti- Ieafurer of 
fying the true length and breadth, and lawful making. Alfo by the ſame Act it was ordained, among England. 
other things, that the Treaſurer of England for the time being, ſhould have power and authority to 

make ſuch and as many keepers of the ſame Seals, as he ſhall think neceſſary; So that no ſtrangers born 

ſhould be made any of the ſame keepers: And that every of the ſaid keepers ſu to be made, ſhall 

yearly accompt of the revenues of their ſaid offices in the King's Eichequer before the Treafurer of 
England and the Barons there for the time being, ſhewing in the ſame accompts the number of all the 
Cloths, half Clothes, Streits and Kerſies ſealed by them, with the names of the owners thereof; Every 

of the ſaid keepers to be rewarded yearly at his faid accompt for his labour and diligence had in this

Nor none vnder the fame 
degree weare any damaſke or ſatten in their gownes, but onely Ejquires fir the Kings body, upon peine to 
forteit for every default xl. S. And that no Yeoman of the Crowne, nor none other ſhall vader the de- 
gree of an Eſquire or Gentleman, weare in their doublets damaſke or ſatten, nor gownes of chamlet, 
vpon peine to forfeit for euery default fourtie ſhillings. And that none vnder the eſtate of a Lord,

Nor that any of the ſaid ſcruants or labourers, ſhall 
ſuffer their wiues to weare any clothing of higher price then is before limited to their huſbands. Nor 
they ſhall not ſuffer their wiues to weare any reile cal}:d a kercheffe, whoſe price exceeceth twentie 
pence, Nor none of the ſaid feruants or labourers, ſhall weare any hoſen, whereof the payre ſhall paſſe. 
eighteene pence, vpon peine to forfeit for euery default three ſhillings foure pence. Moreoucr, it is or- 
deined, that the Juſtices of peace in eucry Countie, Maiors, Shiriffes, Bail.ffes, maſters, and other chicte 
officers of cities, boroughs, townes of the fiue ports, and other corporate townes within this Realme, 
ſhall! have power and authoritie to enquire, heare and determine all the ſaid defaults and forteitures 2::4 
eucry of them, to be made and had within their ſeverall Juriſdictions, aſwell by enquirie as by due ex- 
amination, and the matters and cauſes concerning the {aid offences and ſorfeitures to determine h, like 
proces and judgement, and in like maner and forme before attainder in this behalte, as is before the ju- 
ſtices of peace commonly vſed of treſpaſſe done with force and Armes againſt the Kings peace, and after 
the attainder like execution.

Statutes made at Weſtminſter in the firſt Year of King HiNRy the ſeventh, and in 
the Year of our Lord, 1485. 


HE King our Sovereign Lord Henry the ſeventh after the Conqueſt, by the Grace of 
God, King of England and of France, and Lord of Ireland, at his Parliament holden 
at Weſtminſter the ſeventh Day of November, in the firſt year of his Reign, to the 


honour of God and holy Church, and for the common profit of this Realm, by the aſſent 
of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and the Commons in the ſaid Parliament aſſembled, 


and by Authority of the ſaid Parliament, hath done to be made certain Statutes. and Or- 
dinances, in manner and form following. | 5 


CAP. I, 


An Act to maintain a Formedon againſt the Pernor of the Profits of Lands enfeoffed to uſe, 
F IRS T, That where divers of the Kings ſubjects having cauſe of Action by Formedon in the deſcen- 


der, or elſe in the remainder, by force of any tail for Lands and Tenements, be defrauded and de- 

layed of their ſaid Actions, and oftentimes without remedy, becauſe of Feoffments made of the 
ſame Lands and Tenements to perſons unknown, to the intent that the demandants would not know 
againſt whom they ſhall take their actions: It is ordeined, eſtabliſhed and enacted by the advice of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and the Commons in the ſaid Parliament aſſembled, and by authority of 
the ſame, That the demandant in every ſuch caſe have his action againſt the Pernor or Pernors of the 
profits of the Lands or Tenements demanded, whereof any perſon or perſons been enfeoffed to his or 
their uſe, and the ſame Pernor or Pernors named as Tenant or Tenants in the ſaid action, have the ſama 
vouchers, and their lien thereupon, aid prayer, and all other advantages, as the ſame Pernor or Pernors 
ſhould have had, if they were Tenants indeed, or as their feoffees ſhould have had, if the fame action 
had. been conceived againſt them. And if it fortune any perſon to deceaſe ſo having feoffees to the uſe 
of him or of his heirs, the ſaid heir being within age, againſt whom ſuch action is brought as Pernor; 
then the ſame heir ſhall have his age in the ſaid action conceived againſt him, and all other advantages, 
as if the anceſtor had died ſeiſed of the ſaid Lands and Tenements fo in demand. And allo it is ordained 
by the ſaid Authority, That all recoveries as ſhall be in any ſuch actions againſt ſuch Pernor or Per- 
nors, and their heirs, and their ſaid feoffees and their heirs, and the co-feoffees of the ſaid Pernors and 
their heirs, ſhall be as — to the recoverers and their heirs, as though the ſaid Pernor or Pernors were 
Tenants indeed, or feoffees to their uſe, or their heirs, as is aboveſaid, of the freehold of the ſaid Lands

ral, and the Commons aſſembled in the ſaid Parliament, and by authority of the ſame, hath ordain- 

ed and enacted, That every Merchant, as well Denizen as Stranger, which ſhall bring from henceforth 

any manner of Goods into any Port within this Realm by way of Merchandiſe, and there do enter 

the ſaid Goods or Merchandiſes in the Books of the Cuſtomers of the ſaid Port where the Goods and Cuſtomert. 

Merchandiſes ſhall firſt come to, and the King's duty thereof, the ſaid Cuſtomers contented, or therefore 

with him agreed, and afterward that done, will convey or carry the ſame Goods or Merchandiſes from 

thence in any other Port within the ſaid Realm: That then the owner of the ſaid Goods and Merchan- 

diſes, his Factor or Atturney, ſhall bring from the Cuſtomers of the Port where the ſaid Goods or Mer- 

chandiſes be ſo entred, a Certificate under the ſame Cuſtomers Seals, directed to the Cuſtomers of the Certificates. 

Port whereto the ſaid Goods or Merchandiſes ſhall be conveyed or carried, making mention within the 

ſame Certificate, as well of the natural colour, length, and valure of all Merchandiles ſo entred, uſed to 

be meaſured with Eln or Yard, as of the natural weight, content or valure of all manner other Mer- 

chandiſes, uſed-to be weighed or valured : And that the ſame Certificate ſo made be delivered to the ſaid 

Cuſtomers, before the ſaid Goods be diſcharged, ſo that they may ſee whether the nature, colour, or 

length, valure, content, or — of the ſame, do agree with the Aid Certificate, ſo that the King be 

not deceived of his Cuſtoms and Subſidies thereof due. And if any Certificate from henceforth be made 

by any Cuſtomer of any Port whereto any ſuch Merchandiſes or Goods fhall be firſt brought, and there 

in their Books entred, not making mention according as is aforeſaid : that then the ſaid Cuſtomer or 

Cuſtomers, for their misbehaving, ſhall loſe their Office, and make fine with the King for the ſame at 

his pleaſure. And furthermore, if any ſuch Goods or Merchandiſes, or any parcel thereof be diſcharg- 

ed, unpacked, or put to ſale within any Port than within the ſame where _ ſhall be firſt entred, be- 

fore the ſaid Certificate ſhall be delivered, and the ſame Goods and Merchandiſes ſeen, according as 

above is expreſſed : that then all the ſaid Goods or Merchandiſes be — to the King our Sovereign 

Lord; the one half thereof to remain to his Highneſs, and the other half fo him or them which ſhall | 
prove any ſuch Goods or Merchandiſes fo forfeited.

waters in the faid river of Thames, divers breaches iſſues and creekes, haue beene and growen out ot 
the faid river of Thames, and by the fame divers paſtures, medowes, and grounds of diuers perſons 
beene drowned and ouerflowen: In which breaches iſſues and creekes, and ground drowned, the frye 
and brood of fiſh for the moſt part reſteth, and in the ſame place the ſaid frye and broode in great multi- 
tude daily is taken by the ſaide fiſhers there, with vnlawfull engines and nettes for baite of Eeles and 
Coddes, and alſo for the feeding of their Hogges, to the vtter deſtruction of the faid frye and broode,

T EM, where by a Statute made at Marlebridge, it was ordained, that when tenants made Feoffe- 
ments in fraud to make the Lords of the fee to loſe their wardes, the Lords ſhould haue writs to re- 
couer their wardes againſt ſuch Feoffes, as in the ſayd Statute among other things appeareth more plaine- 
ly at large : Sith the making of which Statute many imaginations haue beene had, and yet been vied, as 
welt by Feoftements, fines, and recoueries, as otherwiſe, to put Lords from their Wardes of Lands 
holden of them by Xnights fervice: It is therefore ordained, ſtabliſhed, and enacted by authoritie of the 
fad preſent Parliament, that the ſaid Statute of Marlebourgh be obſerued and kept in all manner oi 
things, after the forme and effect thereof, And ouer that it is ordained and enacted, by the ſaid autho- 
rite, that if auy perſon or perſons, of what eſtate, degree, or condition he or they be of, or hereafter

TE M, the King our Soueraigne Lord, hauing a ſingular pteaſure aboue all things to auoide ſuch enor- 
mities and miſchiefes, as bee hurttull and preiudiciall to the common weale of this his land and his 8 
fubiects of the ſame, remembreth that among all other things great inconueniences daily doe increaſe by pant. 
deſolation and pulling downe, and wilfull waſte of houſes and townes within this Realme, and laying to 
aſture lands, which cuſtomably haue beene vſed in _— whereby. idleneſſe, which is the ground and 
— of all miſchiefes, baile doth encreaſe. For where in ſome townes two hundred perſons were 
occupied and liued by their lawfull labours, now there are occupied two or three heardmen, and the 
reſidue fall into idleneſſe, the husbandrie which is one of the greateſt commodities of this Realme is 
greatly decayed, Churches deſtroyed, the ſervice of God withdrawen, the bodies there buried not pray- 
ed for, the Patrons and Curates wronged, the defence of this land againſt our enemies outward, 
feebled and impaired, to the great diſpleaſure of God, to the ſubuerſion of the pollicie and good rule of 
this land, if remedie be not rr Wherefore the King our Soueraigne Lord by the aduice of the 
Lords ſpirituall and temporall, and the Commons in this faid Parliament aſſembled, and by authority of 
the ſame, hath ordained, enacted and ſtabliſhed, that no perſon, of what eſtate degree or condition that

HEREAS, robberies, murders, and fellonies daily increaſe more and more, and bee com- 

W mitted and done in more heinous open and deteſtable wife then harh beene oft teche in 
times paſt, and the perſons ſo offending little regard the puniſhment thereof, by the cou, 

of the commen Jaw, ue by reaſon of any Statute heeretofore made, but beare them bold ot their 
Clergie, and imagining and pleading of fained and vntrue forreine Plees, triable in forreine Countigs, 
to the intent to be remooued from place to place, by colourable and vntrue ſuggeſtions, and for to |; 
© yntruely acquit by fauour, might, and corruption, fo that they liue in maner without feare or dreac, 
For retornution whereof, and for the common wealth of this Realme, and to put the ſaid murderc;, 
lellons, and offendors in more feare and dread ſo to offend : be it ordained, eftabliſhed and enatted b, 
tie Kiug our Sovereigne Lord, the Lords Spirituall and "T'emporall, and the commons in this prelent 
Parliament aſſembled, and by authoritie of the ſame, that all perſon or perſons hereafter committing

. W HERE at a Parliament holden in the twelfth year of the Reign of King EDw ARD the Fourth, 
: amongſt other it was ordained, eſtabliſhed, and enacted, Phat the Collectors of the Subſidy, 
© and the Comptrollers ſhould at all times be ready when they {ſhould be required, to ſeal any manner of 
Cloth of Gold, Silver, Baudekin, Velvet, Damaſk, Saten, Sarfenet, Tartron, Chamblet, and every 
© other cloth of Silk, and every corſe of Silk and Gold, and every corſe of Silk of the making beyond 
the Sea, and the fame merchandiſes ſhould fea] at every time when they ſhould be required, without 
delay, tarrying or any thing tor their ſealing to take by any mean, upon the pain of forfeiture to the 
- owner of ſuch merchandiles xx. s, by every ot the ſaid Collectors and Comptrollers at every time when 
they refuſe to ſcal any tuch merchandites, after ſuch requeſt made, or take any thing tor ſealing of any 
juch merchandites, as by the ſame Act amongęſt other things more plainly appeereth. Sithen the nak— 
ng of which Act the ſaid Collectors and Comptrollers, and their Clerks, not fearing the penalty limited 
in the ſame Act. have uſed, and daily ute to take for ſealing of every piece of the fame merchandile3 
above rehearied, ij. d. to the great Joſs, hurt and damage of the Merchants owners of the ſame : For 
the fame Merchants at many times bring and convey in one Ship 1jj. or ji. M. pieces of the fame mer- 
chandiſes, which amount<th to xxx. or xl. Ii. after the rate of ij. d. a piece, And foraſmuch as the fore- 
taid penalty exprefed in the {aid Statute is but xxs, therefore the faid Collectors, Comptrollers, nor 
© their Clerks fear not to run in the jeopardy of the fame ?? wherefore be it ordained and enacted by 
hie King our Sovereign Lord, the Lords ſpiritual and temporal, and the Commons in this preſent Farlia- 
ment atemblel, and by the Authority of the fame, That from henceforth the Collectors and Comptrol— 
lors of the laid Sublidy, nor their Clerks nor any of them, take for the ſealing of any piece of the ſaid 
Merchandiſes {above rchewied) any thing, upon pain of forfeiture at every time, xx. li.

T Amentably complaineth and ſheweth vnto your moſt diſcreete wiſdomes in this preſent Parliament 
0 L aſſembled, Richard Strode Gentleman of the countie of Deuon.ſhire, one ot the burgeſſes of this 
* honorable houſe tor the Burgh of Plimton in the Countie aforefaid, that where the ſaid Richard con- 
* deſcended and agreed with other of this houſe, to put foorth certaine Bils in this preſent Parliament 
© againſt certai: e perſons, named 'T'inners in the Countie aforefaid, for the retormation of the perithing, 

hurting, and deſtroying of divers Ports, Hauens, and Creeks, and other bils tor the common weale of 
the ſaid Countic, the which herein this high Court of Parliament ſhould and ought to be communed 
and treated ot. 

And for becauſe the ſaid Richard is a Tinner, for the cauſes & matters afore rehearſed, one Jahn 
Furſe Tinner, Vnder- ſteward of the Steimerie in the ſaid countie, in & at foure Courts of the ſaid 
Steimerie at d:uers places and times before him ſeuerally holden in the ſaid Countie, he and other haue 
condemned the ſaid Richard in the ſum of one hundred and threeſcore poundes : that is to wit, at euery 
Court day furty poundes, and by the procurement of the ſaid In Fur/e, at the ſaid foure ſeuerall 
Courts and Lawdates, in the ſaid Steimerie, by him holden, in this maner publiſhed and faid, that the 
ſame Richard at the laſt Parliament holden at Weſtminſter, would have auoided and vtterly deſtroyed 
all liberties, priuileges, and franchiſes concerning the Steimerie : by reaſon whereof the ſaid Richard, 
vpon foure bils had and made thereof by the ſaid In Fr/e and other, cauſed that the ſaid Richard 
was preſented and founden guiltie of the premiſſes in euery of the ſaid Courts in fortie pounds to 
be loſt and forfeit by him, by reaſon of an Act and Ordinance by Tinners made and had at a place in 
the ſaid countie called Crokereator : the tenor of the which Ade appeareth in a Scedule to his Bill 
annexed : to the which the ſaid Richard was neuer warned nor called to make anſwere to the premiſſes, 
contrary to all lawes, right, reaſon, and good conſcience. And for the execution of the ſame, one [zh 
A;wiliam vpon a ſurmiſe by him made to the Kings highneſſe to the ſaid condemnation to be to his 
grace forfeit, thereof atteined a Bill aligned of twentie pounds parcell of the ſaid hundred and three- 
{core poundes, to be to him granted by the faid Kings highneſſe: whereupon the ſaid Ihn Agwillam 
and other cauſed the ſaide Richard to be taken and impritoned in a dungeon and a-deepe pit vnder 
the ground in the Caſtle of Lidford in the ſaid Countie, and there and elſewhere remained by 
the ſpace of three weekes and more, vnto ſuch time he was delivered by a Writ of Priuiledge out of 
the Kings Exchequer at Weſtminſter, for that hee was one of the Collectours in the faid Countie for 
the firſt of the two Qxindeims granted at and in this preſent Parliament: the which priſon is one of the 
moſt hanious, contagious, and deteſtable places within this Realme ; fo that by reaton of the ſame im- 
priſonment he was put in great perill and jeoperdie of his lite, and the ſaid R:ch4rd fo being in priſon 
and the ſaid hn Agibilliam ſeeing the fame eruell impriſonment of the {aid Ricard, intreated an- 
inſtantly defired one Philip Furſe (then being keeper of the taid priſon) fireifily to keepe the faid Ki- 
chard in priſon, and to put irons vpon him to his more greater paine and ieopard:e, and to giue him but 
bread and water onley, to the intent to cauſe the faid Richard to be faine to content and pay him the 
ſaid twentie poundes.

* priſoner during the time it ſhall pleaſe the King to have him prilerer an the Caitie ot £77/ord, and 
* alſo to do nothing, whereby he ſhall in the Law be deemed our of prion, and other articles comprited 
in the ſaid condition, the which the ſaid Richard pertectly remembereth not: \Wheretore the pre- 
miſſes by your great wiſedomes tenderly conſidered, the faid Rickard humbly prayeti, that it may bee 
ordeined, e(tablithed and enacted, by the King our Soveraigne Lord, and by the Lords ſpirituall and 
temporall, and the Commons in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, aud by the Authoritie of the 
game, that the ſaid condemnation and condenmations ot the 1aid Hundred and threeicore pounds, and 
every parcell thereof, and iudgements and executions had or to be had for the premiſſes, or any oi them, 
to bee viterly voyde againſt the faid Richard and of none effect. 
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II. And ouer that it bee enacted by the ſaid authoritic, that all ſuites, aceuſements, condemnations, exe- Fines for Pa la-

Ill. And ouer that it be enacted by the laid authorite, that if the faid Richard Strade, or any of all the

ſo letteth, vexeth or troubleth any ſuch perſon or perions ſhall fall in the penaltie ot fortie poundes 35 
oft as he ſo vexeth or troubleth: the one halfe to my Lord Prince, and the other halfe to him that 
was ſo letted, vexed, or troubled, And a Heri. factas to be awarded, aſwell for my Lord Prince as for 
the partie, if one Richard Strode of Plimton Tinner, at the Parliament holden at Weſtminſter the fourth 
day of Februarie laſt paſt, letted, vexed, and troubled one Milliam Read the yonger, and El's L 
Tinner. and all other Tinners in the ſame Parliament for digging of Linne in the ſeuerall ſoile of the 
© ſaid Richard and other pertons contrary to this our Act made. 
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T a Parliament holden the ſixteenth day of Tanuarie, Anno Viceſimo ſecundo HExs ic 
oftaui, after divers prorogations at Weſtminſter, and there continued till the laſt day 
of March, and then proroged, vntill the xxiij. day of Oclober then next following. 


CAP. I. | 
An Act concerning the triall of forren pleas pleaded by Felons. 


\ \ THERE among other things it was conſidered by the whole Court of Parliament of our moſt 

excellent Soueraigne Lord the King, holden in the fourth yeere of his noble reigne, that mur— 
derers and felons, lawfully arreigned of their deteſtahle offences, bare them bold vpon imagining and 
pleading of fained and vntrue forren pleas, triable in forren counties, to the intent to be remoued from 
place to place by colourable and vntrue ſuggeſtions, and for to be vntruly acquit by fauor, might 
or corruption, ſo that they llued in a maner without teare or dread: for reformation whereof, and tor 
the commonwealth of this realme, it was cnncted by authority of the ſaid Parliament, that if any mur- 
derer or felon vpon his arreignement fro' theacetorth did alledge, that he had taken any Church or 
Churchyard for murder or felonie, or other place priuileged for the tame in a forren countie, & againſt 
his wil was taken out therof : that ien the Kings atturnie, or any other perſon that would ſue or 
alledge for the King, that the ſaid murderer or felon fo arreigned, was taken at large in the ſame Shire, 
where he is arreigned, that then the fame allegeance and iſſue thuuld be tried t y-the inqueſt that ſhould 
trie the ſaid murder or felonie within the ſame Shire, and betore the tame lIuſtices where the ſaid 
murderer or felon is arreigned, as though the faid forren plea had not beene pleaded by the ſaid Felon, 
And that if it were found by the ſame inqueſt, that the ſaid murderer or felon was taken within the 
ſame Shire, as is aforeſaid, that then he to haue no aduantage or benefit of the matter alleadged by him 
for taking out of the Church or Churchyard, or other place priuiledged in any forren Shire, and that 
the faid Act ſhould endure to the next Parliament from thence inſuing, as by the ſame Act made in 
the- ſaid fourth yeere maniteſtly appeareth. And foraſmuch as ſince the time of expiration of the ſaid 
Act made in the ſaid fourth yeere many abominable murders, as well of Prieſts as of other perſons, 
robberies of Churches, and robberies of perſons in their houſes, as well by day as by night, and other 
moſt deteſtable murders and felonies haue been committed & done within this Realm: and the 
more and more oiten becauſe that the ſaid ſtatute hath bin expired and ended from and ſince the 
beginning of the Parliament of our ſaid Soueraigne Lord, holden in the ſixt yeere of his moſt noble 
reigne :* It is ordained and enacted by authoritie of this preſent Parliament, that the ſaid Act 
made in the ſaid fourth yeere, and euery thing therein contaiues, concerning the ſaid forren pleas and 
replications thereunto be made, and trials thereof thall now be reuiued, and ſhall ſtand in full force and 
etfect, and ſhia continue aud endure from hencefoorth for ever, as if the lame Acte had been originally 
Fade perpetuall and not deteruunable. |

An Act concerning Reſtraint of Payment of Amates to the See of Nome. 


c ORASMUCH as it is well perceived, by long approved experience, that great and ineſtima- 
4 ble Sums of Money have been daily conveyed out of this Realm, to the impoveriſhment of the 
* 


ſame; and eſpecially ſuch Sums of Mony as the Pope's Holineſs, his Predeceſſors, and the. 
© Court of Rome, by long time have heretofore taken of all and ſingular thoſe Spiritual Perſons which 
© have been Named, Elected, Preſented, or Poſtulated to be Archbithops or Biſhops within this Realm 
of England, under the Title of Annates, otherwiſe called Firſt- Fruits. Which Aunates, or Firſt-Fruits, 
have been taken of every Archbiſhoprick, or Biſhoprick, within this Realm, by reſtraint of the Pope's 
Bulls, for Confirmations, Elections, Admiſſions, Poſtulations, Proviſions, — Diſpobtions, 
Inſtiturions, Inſtallations, Inveſtitures, Orders, Holy Benedictions, Palles, or other things requiſite 
and neceſſary to the attaining of thoſe their Promotions; and have been compelled to pay, before they 
could attain the fame, great Sums of Mony, before they. might receive any part of the Fruits of the 
ſaid Archbiſhoprick, or Biſhoprick, whereunto they were named, elected, pretented, or poſtulated ; by 
occaſion whereof, not only the Treaſure of this Realm hath been greatly conveighed out of the ſame, 
but allo it hath happened many times, by occaſion of Death, unto ſuch Archbiſhops, and Biſhops, 
ſo newly promoted, within two or three years after his or their Conſecration, that his or their Friends, 
by whom he or they have been holpen to advance and make paiment of the {aid Au, or Firſt-Fruits, 
have been thereby utterly undone and impoveriſhed. And for becauſe the ſaid Annates have riten, 
grown and. encreaſed, by an uncharitable Cuſtom, grounded upon no juſt or good title, and the pai- 
ments thereof obtained by reſtraint of Bulls, until the ſame Annates, or Firſt-Fruits, have been paid, 
or Surety made for the ſame; which declareth the ſaid Payments to be exacted, and taken by conſtraint, 
againſt all equity and juſtice. The Noble Men therefore of the Realm, and the wiſe, ſage, politick 
Commons of the ſame, aſſembled in this preſent Parliament, conſidering that the Court of Rzme 
ceaſeth not to tax, take, and exact the ſaid great Sums of Money, under the Title of Aunates, or Firſt- 
Fruits, as is aforeſaid, to the great damage of the ſaid Prelates, and this Realm; which Arnates, or 
Firſt-Fruits, were firſt ſuffered to be taken within the ſame Realm, for the only defence ot Chriſtian 
People againſt the Infidels, and now they be claimed and demanded as mere duty, only fer lucre, 
againſt all right and conſcience, Inſomuch that it is evidently known, that there hath paſſed out 
of this Realm unto the Court of Rome, ſithen the ſecond year of the Reign of the moſt Noble 
Prince, of famous memory, King HENRY the Seventh, unto this preſent time, under the name of Au- 
nates, or Firſt-Fruits, payed for the expedition of Bulls of Archbiſhopricks and Biſhopricks, the ſum of 
eight hundred thouſand — amounting in Sterling Mony, at the leaſt, to eightſcore thoutand pounds, 
beſides other great and intolerable Sums which have yearly been conveighed to the ſaid Court of R:me, 
by many other ways and means, to the great unpoverithment of this Realm. And albeit, that our faid 
Sovereign the King, and all his natural Subjects, as well Spiritual as "Temporal, been as obedient, 
devout, Ca'holick and humble Children of God, and Holy Church, as any People be within any 
Realm chriſtned; yet the ſaid exactions of Aunates, or Firſt-Fruits, be fo intollerable and importable 
to this Realm, that it is confidered and declared, by the whole Body of this Realm now reprelented by 
all the Eftates of the ſame aſſembled in this pretent Parliament, that the King's Highneſs, before Al- 
mighty God, is bound, as by the duty of a good Chrittian Prince, for the contervition and prefervati n 
of the good Eftate and Common- wealth of this his Realm, to do all that in him is to obviate, repreſs, 
and redreſs the ſaid abuſions and exactions of Anzates, or Firit-Fruits. And becauſe that divers Pre- 
lates of this Realm, being now in extream Age, and in other debilities of their Bodies, fo that of 
likelihood, bodily death in ſhort time ſhall or may ſucceed unto them; by reaſon whereof great ſums 
of Mony ſhall ſhortly after their deaths, be conveighed unto the Court of Rome, for the unreaſon- 
able and uncharitable Cauſes aboveſaid, to the univerſal damage, prejudice, and impoveritkment of 
this Realm, if ſpeedy remedy be not in due time provided :* 
II. It is therefore ordained, eſtabliſhed, and enacted, by Authority of this preſent Parliament, 
That the unlawful paiment of Aunates, or Firſt-Fruits, and all manmer Contributions for the fame, for 
any Archbiſhoprick, or Bithoprick, or for any Bulls hereafter to be obtauncd from the Court of Rare, to or 
for the aforeſaid purpoſe and intent, ſhall from henceforth utterly ceaſe, and no fuch herestter to be 
payed for any Archbiſhoprick, or Biſhoprick, within this Realm, other or otherwiſe than hereafter in 
this preſent Act is declared; And that no manner perſon, nor perſons hereatter to be named, elected, 
preſented, or poſtulated to any Archbithoprick, or Biſhoprick, within this Realm, ſhall pay the ſa d 
Aunates, or Firſt-Fruits, tor the ſaid Archbithoprick, or .Biſhoprick, nor atiy other manner of Sum or 
Sums of Mony, Penſions or Arnites for the fame, or tor any other like exaction, or cauſe, upon pain 
to forteit to our ſaid Sovereign Lord the King, his Heirs and Succetlors, all manner his Goods and 
Chattels for ever, and all the Temporal Lands and Pottethions of the tame Archbiſhoprick, or Bithoprick, 
during the time that he or they which ſhall offend, contrary to this preſent Act, fhall have, poſtets, 
or enjoy, the Archbiſhoprick, or Biſhoprick, whereiore he thall fo oftend contrary to the form aforetaid, 
And furthermore it is enacted, by Authority of this preteat Parliament, That it any Perſon hereatter 
named and preſented to the Court of Rome by the King, or any of his Heirs or Succeſſors, to be Bi- 
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Mop of any See or Dioceſs within this Realm hereafter, ſhall be letted, deferred, or delayed at the Court 
of Rome from any ſuch Biſhoprick, whereunto he {hall be fo repreſented, by means of reſtraint of Bulls 
Apoſtolick, and other things requiſite to the ſame ; or ſhall be denied, at the Court of Rome, upon 
convenient. ſuit made, any manner Bulls requiſite for any of the Caules aforeſaid, any fuch perſon or 
perſons ſo preſented, may be, and ſhall be, conſecrated here in England e Archibiſhop, in whoſe pro- 
vince the ſaid Biſhoprick ſhall be, fo alway that the ſame perſon ſhall be named and preſented by the 
King for the time being to the ſame Archbithop : And if any perſons being named and preſented, as 
+tore{1id, to any Archbithoprick of this Realm, making convenient ſuit, as is aforeſaid, thall happen to 
be letted, deferred, delayed, or otherwiſe diſturbed from the ſame Archbiſhoprick, tor lack of Pall, 
Bulls, or other to him requiſite, to be obtained in the Court of Rome in that behalf, that then every 
uch perſon named and preſented to be Archbiſhop, may be, and thall be, conſecrated and inveſted, 
after preſentation made, as is aforeſaid, by any other two Biſhops within this Realm, whom the King's 
Highneſs, or any of his Heirs or Succeſſors, Kings of Englund tor the time being, will aſſign and appoint 
for the ſame, according and in like manner as divers other Archbiſhops and Biſtops have been heretofore, - 
in ancient time, by ſundry the King's moſt noble Progenitors, made, conſecrated, and inveſted within this 
Realm : And that every Archbiſhop and Biſhop hereatter, being named and preſented by the King's 
Highneſs, his Heirs or Succeſſors, Kings of England, and being conſecrated and inveſted, as is afore- 
faid, thall be inſtalled accordingly, and thall be accepted, taken, reputed, uſed, and obeyed, as an 
Archbiſhop or Biſhop of the Dignity, See or Place whereunto he ſo ſhall be named, preſented, and con- 
ſecrated, requireth ; and as other like Prelates of that Province, See, or Dioceſs, have been uſed, ac- 
cepted, taken, and obeyed, which have had, and obtained compleatly, their Bulls, and other things 
requiſite in that behalf from the Court of Rome. And allo ſhall fully and entirely have and enjoy all tlie 
Spiritualities and Temporalities of the ſaid Archbiſhoprick, or Bithoprick, in as large, ample, and be- 
neficial manner, as any of his or their Predeceſſors had, or enjoyed in the ſaid Archbiſhoprick, or Bi- 
thoprick, ſatisfy ing — yielding unto the King our Sovereign Lord, and to his Heirs and Succeſſors 
Kings of England, all ſuch Duties, Rights and Intereſts, as before this time had been accuſtomed to be 

aid for any iuch Archbiſhoprick, or Biſhoprick, according to the Ancient Laws and Cuſtoms of this 
— and the King's prerogative Royal. | 

III. And to the intent our ſaid Holy Father the Pope, and the Court of Rome, ſhall not think that 
© the pains and labours taken, and hereafter to be taken, about the writing, ſealing, obtaining, and 
© other buſineſſes ſuſtained, and hereafter to be ſuſtained, by the Offices of the ſaid Court of Rome, for 
© and about the Expedition of any Bulls hereafter to be obtained or had for any ſuch Archbiſhoprick, 


or Bithoprick, ſhall be irremunerated, or thall not be ſufficiently and condignly recompenſed in that 


© behalf; and tor their more ready expedition to be had therein.“ It is therefore enacted by the Autho- 
rity aforeſaid, That every Spiritual Perſon of this Realm, hereafter to be named, preſented, or poſtula- 
ted, to any Archbiſhoprick or Bithoprick of this Realm, thall and may lawfully pay for the writing and 
obtaining of his or their ſaid Bulls, at the Court of Rome, and enſealing the tame with Lead, to be 
had without payment of any Aunates, or Firſt-Fruits, or other charge or exaction by him or them to 
be made, yielded, or paied for the ſame, five pounds Sterling, for and after the rate of the clear and 
whole yearly value of every hundred pounds Sterling, above all charges of any ſuch Archbithoprick, or 
Bithoprick, or other Mony, to the value of the ſaid hve pounds, for the clear yearly value of every hun- 
dreth pounds of every ſuch Archbiſhoprick, or Biſhoprick, and not above, nor in ny otherwiſe, any 


Thing in this prelent Act before written notwithſtanding. And foraſmuch as the King's Highneſs, and 


this his High Court of Parliament, neither have, nor do intend to ule in this, or any other like cauſe, 
any manner of extremity or violence, before gentle courteſie or friendſhip, ways and means firſt approved 
and attempted, and without a very great urgent cauſe and occaſion given to the contrary, but princi- 
pally coveting to diſburden this Realm of the faid great exactions, and intolerable charges of Aunates, 
and Firſt-Fruits, have therefore thought convenient to commit the final order and determination of the 
premiſſes, in all things, unto the King's Highneſs, So that if it may ſeem to his high Wiſdom, and 
m-ſt prudent Diſcretion, meet to move the Pope's Holineſs, and the Court of Nome, amicably, cha— 
ritably, and reaſonably, to compound, other to extinct and make fruſtrate the payments cf the ſaid Au- 
nates, or Pirſt-Fruits, or elſe by ſome friendly, loving, and tolerable compoſition to mode: ate the ſeme 
in ſuch wiſe as may be by this Realm caſily borue and ſuſtained ; That then thoſe ways and compo- 
4tions once taken, concluded, and agreed, between the Pope's Ho'inefs and the King's Highne's, {nal 
fad in ſtrength, force, and effect of Law, inviolably to be oblerved. And it is alſo further vr- 
dained, and enacted by tile Authority of this preſent Parliament, That the King's Highneſs at any time, 
or times, on this ſide the Feaſt of Eater, which ſhall be in the Year of our Lord God, a thouſand tive 
hundred and three and thirty, or at any time on this fide the beginning of the next Parliament, by 
his Letters Patents under his Great Seai, to be made, and to be entered of Record in the Roll of this 
pretent Parliament, may and ſhall have full power and liberty to declare, by the ſaid Letters Patents, 
whether that the premiſſes, or any part, clauſe, or matter thereof, ſhall be obſerved, obeyed, exccuted, 
and take place and effect, as an Act and Statute of this preſent Parliament, or not. So that if his High- 
nels, by his ſaid Letters Patents, before the expiration of the times above-limited, thereby do declare his 
pleaſure to be, That the Premittes, or any part, clauſe, or matter thereof, fall not be put in execution, 
obſerved, continued, nor obeyed, in that caſe all the ſaid preiniſſes, or ſuch part, claulc, or matter, as 
the King's H.ghnels ſo {hall refuſe, difafirm, or not ratifie, ſhall ſtand and be from henceforth utterly 


void and of none effect. And in cate that the King's Highneſs, before the expiration of the times afore- 


pretixed, do declare by his ſaid Letters Patents, his pleaſure and determination to be, that the ſaid pre- 
mities, or every clauſe, ſentence, and part thereof, that is to ſay, the whole, or ſuch part thereof as 1he 
+ | King's 
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King's Highneſs fo ſhall affirm, accept, and ratifie, ſhall in all points ſtand, remain, abide, and be 

ut in due and effectual execution, according to the purport, tenour, effect, and true meaning of the 
lame; and to ſtand and be from henceforth for ever after, as firm, ſtedfaſt, and available in the Law, 
as the ſame had been fully and perfectly eſtabliſhed, enacted, and confirmed, to be in every part thereof, 
immediately, wholly, and entirely executed, in like manner, form, and effect, as other Acts and Laws; 
The which being fully and determinately made, ordained, and enacted in this preſent Parliament: And 
if that upon the aforeſaid reaſonable, amicable and charitable ways and means, by the King's Highneſs 
to be experimented, moved, or compounded, or otherwile approved, it ſhall and may appear, or be 
ſeen unto his Grace, that this Realm ſhall be continually burdened and charged with this, and ſuch 
other intolerable Exactions and Demands, as heretofore it hath been. And that thereupon, for conti- 
nuance of the ſame, our ſaid Holy Father the Pope, or any of his Succeſſors, or the Court of Rome, 
will, or do, or caule to be done at any time hereatter, ſo as is above rehearſed, unjuſtly, uncharitably, 
and unreaſonably vex, inquiet, moleſt, trouble, or grieve our ſaid Sovereign Lord, his Heirs or Suc- 


ceſſors, Kings of End, or any of his or their Spiritual or Lay-Subjects, or this his Realm, by Ex- 


communication, Excomengement, Interdiction ; or by any other Proceſs, Cenſures, Compulſories, 
Ways or Means; Be it enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That the King's Highneſs, his Heirs and 
Succeſſors, Kings of England, and all his Spiritual and Lay-Subjects of the fame, without any ſcruples 


of Conſcience, ſhall and may lawfully, to the honour cf Almighty God, the encreaſe and continuance 


of vertue and good example within this Realm, the ſaid Centures, Excommunications, Interdictions, 
Compulſories, or any of them notwitliſtanding, miniſter, or cauſe to be miniſtered, throughout this 
ſaid Realm, and all other the Dominions or Territories belonging or appertaining thereunto: All and 
all manner of Sacraments, Sacramentals, Ceremonies, or other divine Services of the Holy Church, 
or any other thing or things neceſſary for the health of the Soul of Mankind, as they he-etofore at any 
time or times have been vertuouily uſed or accuſtomed to do within the ſame ; and that no manner 
ſach Cenſures, Excommunications, Interdictions, or any other proceſs or compulſories, ſhall be by any 
of the Prelates, or other Spiritual Fathers of this Region, nor by any of their Miniſters or Subſtitutes, 
be at any time or times hereafter publiſhed, executed, nor divulged, nor ſuffered to be publiſhed, ex- 
ecuted, or divulged in any manner of ways,

and there holden and continued by divers and ſundry prorogations vnto the fifteenth day of [anuar;y 
in the five and twentieth yere of your moſt noble reigne, & then there holden: it was made and or- 
deined an Act concerning amongſt many things, atwell tor ratification and confirmation of your ma- 
riages, then had and ſolemmized betweene your highneile and the late Lady Anne Bullen Marques ot 
Peribroke, as for the limitation of the ſuccctfion of vour imperial! Crowne of tis Realme, to the ilfue 
of your body begotten, and to bee begotten of the bodie or the faid Ladie Arne, with diuers remit, 
ders over for the default of ſuch iſſue, as in the faide A plainely and particularly more at large is 
expreſſed and mentioned, And where alfo by tic laid Act it was ordeined and eſtablitzed, that all and 
{nguler your ſubiects ſhould take a corporall oath, for the fulfilling, mainteming and defending the 
whole effects and contents of the faid Act. And it wes further ordeined by the ſaid Act amongſt 
other things, that if any perſon or perſons, fabiect or 1ehant within this Realm, or within auy your 
graces dominions, after the fuit day of Mor, then next inſuing, by wriung, print, deed or Act pro- 
cared or done, or cauſed to be procured or done any thing or things to the preiudice, flander, di- 
* turbance, or deroyation of the ſaid matrimonie, folemnized between your Majeitie and the ia'd Lady 
* Arine, or to the perill, flander, or diſheriſon ot any the ittues or keires of vour hiahneſſe, being lim. d 
by the ſame Act to inherit and to be inheritable to the Crowne of this Realme, whereby any jus! 
iſſues or heires of your highneſſe miglit bee deſtropcd, diiturbed, or jnterrupted in hodie or Lille ot 
inheritance to the Crowne of this Kceaime, as to them is liniited in the fame Act: that then euer, 
f ſuch perſon and perſons, and their adcurs, countellors, wealitcinors, and abbettors, and every of them, 
tor euery ſuch offence, ſhould be adiudged high traitors, and that every fuch offence ſhould be ad- 
* judged high treaſon. And the offendors, and their aidours, countcllours, maintemours, and abbettors, 
and every of them, being lawtully conuict of ſuch Cifetice by prefeutment, ve. dict, contellion, or 
pIUCCS) 
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proces, according to the cuſtomes and Lawes of this Realme, ſhould ſuffer paine of death, as in caſes 
© of hich treaſon: as in the ſaid Act amongſt many other articles, claufes, and prouifions, is more at 


large mentioned and ſpecified. : 
II. And alſo in the ſaid Parliament holden at JP:/minfter by prorogation on the third day of M- 


dember, in the ſixe and twentieth yeere of your moſt noble reigne, an other Act was made for decla- 
ration and ratification of the ſaid oath, which diuets of your ſubiects then had taken, and all your 
ſubieQts after that were bounde to take for due obſeruation of the ſaid act of the ſaid fucceſſion, as by 
the ſame Act amongſt other things is alſo ſpecified and expreſſed: and albeit moſt dread Soueraigne 
Lord, and that the faide Actes were then made, as it was then thought by your Maieſtie, Noßles 
and Commons vpon a pure perfect and cleere foundation, thinking the ſaid mariage then had betweene 
your highneſſe and the faid Ladie Anne in their confciences to haue beene pure, ſincere, perfect and 
good, and ſo was reputed, accepted, and taken in the Realme, till now of late, that God of his infinit 
goodneſſe (from whom no ſecret things can be hid) hath cauſed to be brought to light euident and 
open knowledge, aſwell certaine, iuſt, true, and lawful impediments vnknowen at the making of the 
ſaid Acts, & ſince that time conteſſed by the faid Aune, before the moſt reuerend father in God Thomas 
Arch Biſhop of Canterbury, metropolitane and primat of all Erg/ond fitting iudiciafly for the ſame : 
by the which plainely appeareth, that the faid mariage betweene your grace and the laid Ladie Anne, 
was neuer good nor conſonant to the Lawes, but vtterly voyde and of none effect: by reaſon whereot 
your highneſſe was and is lawfully diuorſed and ſeparated from the bonds of the 1aid mariage in the 
life of the ſaid Ladie Anne : and this notwithſtanding moſt gratious Soueraigne Lord the Ladie Elixa- 
beth your daughter, being borne vnder the ſaid vnlawfull mariage, by vertue and authoritie of the Act 
of your ſucceſſion aboue remembred, for lacke of heires males of your bodie, ſhould immediately ſuc. 
ceede as your lawfull heire in the moſt royall eſtate of your imperiall Crowne of this Realm, againſt 
all honour, equitie, reaſon, and good conſcience, if remedie ſhould not be prouided for the ſame: 
and ouer this moſt dread Soueraigne Lord, albeit that your Maieſtie not knowing of any vnlawfull im- 
pediments, entred into the bonds of the ſaid vnlawfull mariage, and aduanced the ſame Ladie A»; 
to the honour of the ſoueraigne eſtate of the Queene of this Realme : yet neuertheleſſe ſhe inflamed 
with pride and carnall deſires of her body, putting appart the dread of God and excellent benefits re- 
. ceived of your highnes, confederated her telfe with George Bullen late Lord Rochford her naturall bro- 
ther, Henry Norreis Eſquier, Francis Meęſton Knight, I/liam Brereton Eſquier, Gentleman of your 
Priuie-chamber, and Marge Smet:z: Grome of your ſaid Priuie-chamber, and ſo being confederate, ſhe 
and they moſt traiterouſly committed and perpetrated diuers deteſtable and abhominable treaſons, to 
the moſt fearefull perill and danger of the deſtruction of your moſt royall perſon, and to the vtter loſſe, 
ditheriſon and celolation of this Realme, if God of his goodneſſe had not in due time brought their 
faid reaſons to light: for the which being plainely and manifeſtly prooued, they were conuict, and 
atteinted by the due courle and order of your common lawes of this Realme, and haue ſuffered ac- 
cording to their merits, as by the records thereof more at large may appeare, | 

III. q And albeit moſt gratious and moſt dread Soueraigne Lord, diuers and ſundry honorable juſt, 
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your ſucceſſion, which be very neceſſary and profitable for the commonwealth of this Realme : yet 
neuertheleſſe becauſe certaine articles & clauſes conteined in. the fame, concerning the ratification or 
your ſaid vnlawful mariage, between your highneffe and the ſaid Lady Aue, and the limitation of 
your ſucceſſion to the iſſues of your body had by the faid Lady Anne, and the oath expreſſed and men- 
tioned in both the Acts aboue remembred, for the defending and mainteining the whole effects and 
contents of the ſaid Act, which clauſes and articles be now become of late fo dithonorable, and fo far 
diſtant from the due courſe of your common Lawes of your Realme, and alſo fo much againſt good 
reaton, equitie, and good conſcience, that they cannot be ſuſteined nor tollerated to continue and in- 
dure without great perill of diuiſion hereatter to bee had, by occaſion of the ſame amongſt us vour ſaid 
moſt humble, louing and obedient ſubictts and our poſterities :* It may theretore pleate yo ur highneſe 
of your mcit excellent and accuſtomable goodneſſe, and for the entire joue, fauour and hartie affectio, 
that your maieſtie hath alwayes borne and bevreth the Commonwealth of this your Kealme, and for ti:c 
conſeruation of the good peace, vnitie, and reſt of vs your moſt bounden and obedient ſubiects, and of 
Hur {aid poſterities, that it may be enacted by the authority of tlus preſent Parliament, that the ſaid tao 
Acts and every of them, and all clauſes, articles and prouiſions therein conteined, from the firſt day 


of this preſent Parliament, ſhall bee repealed, adnulled, and made fruſtrate and ot none effect. 


IV. Prouided alway that the ſaid repeale and adnullation of the ſaid Act, which was made for the eſtu— 
bliſhment of your ſucceſſion, ſhall not bee taken, expounded nor vnderſtood, to diſcharge any perſon cr 
perſons, which haue done or committed any offences of treaſon or miſpriſion of treaſon, contrary to the 
fame Act, or any part thereof at any time afore the firſt day of this preſent Parliament: but that ſuch 
oifences I treaſon and miſpriſion of treaſun, done and committed by any perſon or perſons, contrary 
to the jame Act, afore the firſt day of this preſent Parliament, ſhall bee and remaine in the ſame degrce 
and qualitie, to be puniſhed by authoritie of the ſame Act, as if the ſame Act had not beene repealec : 
the repeale and adnallation of the ſame Act by authoritie of this preſent Parliament in any wiſe notwith - 
ſiandiicg. © Neuertheleſſe the Kings moſt royall Maieſtie, moſt gratiouſly conſidering, that diuers and 
* many of his moſt louing and obedient ſubiects now lately afore the beginning of this preſent Parlia- 
ment, haue ſpoken, done, practiſed, procured, and attempted, aſwell by words, writing, and printing, 
* as by exteriour Actes, not onely againſt the faide vnlawfull mariage, ſolemnized betweene his high- 
neſſe and the faid Ladie Aune, and to the preiudice, ſlander, diſturbance, and derogation thereof, but 
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« ynder the ſame mariage, and to the let, diſturbance, and interruption of the ſaid Ladie E/izabeth to 
© the title of the Crowne: and alſo to depriue the ſaide Ladie Aue late Queene, and the faid Ladie 


Elizabeth, and every of them of their dignitic, title, and name of their royall eſtates, contrary to the 


© tenors, 1 prouifions and ordinances, aſwell conteined in the ſaid Act made in the laſt Parlia- 
ment, for the eſtabliſhment of the Kings ſucceſſion, as in an other Act made in the laſt Parliament 
for puniſhment of treaſons. Which words, doings, practiſes, procurements and attempts of his ſaide 
© ſubiects, albeit they proceeded of no malice, but vpon true and iuſt grounds, for puniſhment of the 
© faide Ladie Anne, according to her deſerts, and for reformation of the ſaide vnlawtull mariage for the 
ſuretie of the Kings highneſſe, and for the vnitie and wealth of this Realme : yet neuertheleſſe the 
Kings ſaide ſubiects might hereafter happen to bee impeached, troubled and vexed for ſuch their

Kings highneſſe therefore of his moſt bountifull mercie and benignitie is pleaſed and contented, that it 
bee enacted by authoritie of this preſent Parliament, that all and ſingular his louing ſubiects, which haue 
ſpoken, done, practiſed, committed or attempted, or procured to bee done or attempted directly or 1n- 
liredtly, by words, writings, prints, or any exteriour act, any thing or things whatſoeuer it bee, __ 
the ſaide mariage, ſolemnized betweene his highnes and the ſaid late Queene Anne, or for the ſetting 
foorth or preferment of the diuorſe or diſſolution thereof: or againſt the late ſaide Queene Arne, or the 
faid Ladie Elizabeth, or to any of their ſlanders, perils, or diſheriſons : or have withed, willed or deſired 
by words or writings, or inuented, imagined, practiſed or attempted any bodily harme to the faid late 
Pecs Anne, or Ladie Elizabeth, or to depriue the ſame late Queene Arne, or Ladie Eligabeth, or any 
of them, of the dignitie, title or name of their royall eſtates, or haue ſpoken, done, or procured to 
be done, any other words, writings, printings, wiſhing, willing, thing or things, act or acts againſt the 
ſaid late Queene Anne, or Ladie Elizabeth, which is or might be deemed or interpreted for treaſon, or 
miſpriſion of treaſon by any conſtruction vpon any Statutes of this Realme heretofore made, ſhall bee 
freely and cleerely pardoned, diſcharged, and releaſed by authoritie of this Act, of all thoſe and ſuch 
treaſons and miſpriſions of treaſons aboue mentioned. And that none of his ſaid louing ſubiects for any 


of the ſaid treaſons or miſpriſions of treaſon aboue mentioned and ſpecified, ſhall hereafter at any time, 


by any manner of meanes be impeached, vexed or troubled, in their bodies, lives, lands, goods or chat- 
tels, any thing in this Act, or in any Act or Actes heretofore made for treaſons or miſpriſion of treaſon, 
to the contrary thereof notwithſtanding. | | 
V. And that it bee further enacted by authoritie aforeſaid, that the ſaid late Queene Anne, George 
Ballen, late Lord Rochford, Henrie Norreis Eſquier, Francis Weſtin Knight, William Brereton Eſquier, 
and Marte Smeton, for their abhominable and deteſtable treaſons, by them and euery of them moſt ab- 
hominably and traitorouſly committed and done againſt your Maieſtie and the Realme, ſhall bee by au- 
thoritie of this preſent Parliament conuicted and atteinted of high treaſon, in ſuch maner and forme 
and accordingly as they be, by the due courſe and order of your Lawes of this Realme. And that the 
ſaid late Queene Anne, George Lord Rochford, Henrie Norrets, Francis Weſtin, William Brereton, and 
Harte Sine ton, and every of them, ſhall looſe & forfeit to your highneſſe and to your heires, all ſuch 
their manors, meaſes, lands, tenements, rents, reuerſions, remainders, vſes, poſſeſſions, offices, rights, 
conditions, and all other hereditaments, of what names, natures or qualities ſoeuer they bee, which:

Sauing to every perſon and per- 
ons, and bodies politicke, and to the heires, aſſignes and ſucceſſours of euery of them (other then to 
the laid late Queene Anne, and the other traitors aforenamed, and the heires and aſſignes of every ot 
chem, and all and euery other perſon and perſons claiming by them, or any of them, or to their vies, 
or to the vſes of any of them, or to the vſe of any of their heires) all ſuch right, title, vſe, poſſeſſion, 
intereſt, condition, fees, offices, rents, annuities, commons, and al other commodities and heredita- 
ments, whatſoeuer they or any of them might, thould or ought to haue had, if this Act had neuer bene

2 VI. And ouer this moſt gratious Souereigne Lord, foraſmuch as it hath pleaſed your moſt royall 
: Maieſtie, notwithſtanding the great and intollerable _ and occaſions, which your highneite hat! 
 luffered and ſuſteined, atwell by occaſion of your firſt vnlawfull mariage, ſolemnized betweene your 
* highnes and the Ladie Katharine, late Princes dowager, as by occaſion of the ſaide vnlawfull mariage 
; betwene your highnefſe and the ſaid late Queene Auue, at the moſt humble petition and interceſſion ot 
* your Nobles of this Realme, for the ardent loue and feruent affection, which your highneſſe bearer! 
to the conſeruation of the peace and vnitie of the ſame, and for the good and quiet gouernance thereot, 
of your moſt excellent goodneſſe to enter into mariage againe, and haue choſen and taken a right no- 
a le, vertuous and excellent Ladie 2 line to your true and lawful wife, and haue lawfully cele- 
' brated and ſolemnized mariage with her, according to the lawes of holy Church: who for her conue- 
ment yeeres, excellent beautie, and pureneſſe of fleth and blood, is apt (God willing) to conceiue 
g iſſue by your highneſſe: which mariage is ſo pure and fincere, without ſpot, doubt or impediment, 
. that the iſiue procreated vnder the fame, when it thall pleaſe almightie God to ſend it, eannot be lau- 
fully, truely nor iuſtly interrupted or diſturbed of the right and title in the ſucceſſion of your Crowne -* 


It NN now pleaſe your molt gratious 1 at the moſt humble petition and interceſſian «© 
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vs your Nobles & Commons, aſſembled in this preſent Parliament, aſwell for the clere extinguiſhment 
of all ambiguities & doubts, as for a pure and perfect vnitie of vs your moſt humble and obedient ſub. 
ies, and of all our poſteritics, that it may bee enacted by your moſt gratious and royall Maieſtie, by 
conſent of vs the Lords ſpirituall and temporall, and the Commons in this preſent Parliament aſſem- 
bled, and by authoritie of the ſame in maner and forme as hereafter in articles inſueth. 

VII. Firſt, foraſmuch as the mariage heretofore ſolemnized betweene your highneſſe and the ſaid 
© Ladie Katherine Princes Dowager deceaſed, which afore was lawful wife to your naturall brother Prince

« fitics of Bononie, Padua, Paris, Orleance, Lolouze, Aniou, and diuers other, and allo by a great 
number of priuate writings of many right excellent well learned men:“ Bee it therefore enacted by au- 
thoritie of this preſent Parliament, according as it was ordeined and enacted in the faid Act made jn 
the laſt Parliament for the eſtablithment of your ſucceſſion, that the ſaid mariage heretotore had and ſv. 
lemnized betweene your highneſſe and the faid Ladie Katherine, which was before lawtull wife to the ſaid 
Prince Arthur your elder brother, and by him carnally knowen, as doeth duely appeare by ſufficient 
proofe in a lawfull proces had and made before the {aid moſt reuerend father in God Thomas, by the 
jufferance of God, Archbithop of Canterbury, metropolitan and primat of all Eugland, ſhall be by au— 
thoritie of this preſent Parlament definitively, cleerely and abſolutely declared, deemed and adiudped to 
be againſt the lawes of almightie God, and alſo accepted, reputed and taken of no value nor effect, 
but viterly voyd and adnihiled : and that the ſeparation thereof made by the ſaid Archbiſhop thall be 
good and effectuall to all intents and purpoſes, any licence, diſpenſation, or any other Act or Actes, go- 
ing before and inſuing the ſame, to the contrary thereof in any wiſe notwithſtanding, And that euery 
ſuch licence, diſpenſation, Act or Acis, thing or things, had, made, done or to be done to the contrary 
thereot, ſhall be to all intents void and of none effect, and fo ſhall be reputed and taken by and 
amongſt all vs your true ſubiects and inhabitants, our Hcires and ſucceſſours of and in your Realme and 
dominions for ever. And that the iſſue borne and procreated vnder the fame vnlawtull mariage, made 
and ſolemnized betweene your highneſſe and the faid Ladie Katherine, ſhal be taken, deemed, and ac. 
cepted illegitimat to all intents and purpoſes, and ſhal be vtterly forecloſed, excluded, and barred, t9 
claime; chalenge, or demand any inheritance as lawfull heire to your highneſſe by lineall deſcent. 

VIII. And alſo foraſmuch as the mariage ſolemnized , betweene your highneſſe and the faid late 
* Queene Arne, vpon true and uſt cauſes, was and is deemed and adiudged by the ſaid moſt reuerend 
© father, to bee of no value nor effect, and a divorce and ſeparation thereof had and made, by the due 
order and proceſſe of the lawes of the Church of England before the ſaid reuerend Father :* Be i: 
therefore enacted by the authority of this preſent Parliament, - that the ſame mariage betweene- your 
highneſſe and the ſaid late Queene Anne, ſhall be taken, reputed, deemed and adiudged to be of no 
force, ſtrength, vertue nor effect, and that the ſeparation and diuorce thereof had by the ſentence and 
Judgement of the ſaid moſt reuerend father, ſhal be good and effectuall, and ſo hereafter ſhall be taken 
and reputed for euer by all your ſubiects, their heires and ſucceſſors. And that none appeale, repeale, 
reuocation or adnullation thereof, or any part of the ſame, ſhall hereafter be had, taken, allowed or ad- 
mitted in any behalfe. And that all the iſſues & children borne and procreated vnder the fame mariace, 
betweene your highneſſe and the faid late Queen Anne, ſhall be taken, reputed and accepted to be ile— 
gitimate to all intents and purpoſes, and utterly forecloſed, excluded, and barred to claime, challenge, 
or demand any inheritance as lawtull heire or heires to your highnes by l:neall deſcent, the ſaid former 
Act made in th laſt Parliament, for the eſtabliſhment of your ſucceſſion, or any thing therein conteined, 
or any thing or things to the contrary thereof in any wife notwithſtanding. | 

© IX. And furthermore ſince many inconueniences have fallen, as well within this Realme as in others, 
© by reaſon of the marrying within the degrees of marriage prohibited by Gcds Jawes, that is to ſay, 
the ſunne to marry the mother, or the ſtepmother carnally knowne by his father, the brother the 
« ſiter, the father his ſons daughter, or his daughters daughter: or the ſonne to marry the daughter of 
his father procreat & borne by his ſtepmother : or the ſonne to marry his aunt, being his fathers or 
© mothers ſitter : or to marry his vncles wife carnally knowne by his vncle : or the father to marry his 
ſonnes wife carnally knowne by his ſonne: or the brother to marry his brothers wife carnally knowne 
© by his brother: or any man married, and carnally knowing his wife, to marry his wiues daughter, 

or his wiues ſonnes daughter, or bis wiues daughters daughter, or his wiues tiſter.” 

X. And further to dilate and declare the meaning of theſe prohibitions, it is to be vnderſtood, that 
if it chance any man to know carnally any woman, that then all and ſingular perſons, being in any 
degree of conſanguinity or affinitie, as is aboue written, to any of the parties ſo carnally offending, 
© ſhall be deemed and adiudged to be within the caſes and limits of the ſaid prohibitions of marriage, 
All which marriages albeit they bee plainely prohibited and deteſted by the lawes of God, yet neucr- 
theleſſe at ſometimes they haue W vnder colours of diſpenſations by mans power, which is 
* but vſurped, and of right ought not to be granted, admitted, nor allowed. For no man of what 
© eſtate, degree, or condition ſocuer he be, hath power to diſpence with Gods lawes, as all the Clergy 
© of this Realme in the faid conuocations, and the moſt part of all the Vniuerſities of Chriſtendome, and 
« we aifo dec affirme and thinke.” | 

XI. Be it therefore enacted by authority aforeſaid, according as it is declared and conteined in the 
faide Act, made m the laſt Parliament for the eſtabliſhment of your ſucceſſion, that no perſon or per- 
ens, ſubiects, or reliarits of thus Kcalme, or in any your dominions, of what eſtate, degree or ai

ſoeuer they be, ſhall from henceforth marry within the degrees afore rehearſed, what pretence ſoeuer 
{hall bee made to the contrary thereof. And in caſe any perſon or perſons, of what eſtate, dignitie, de- 
ree or condition ſoeuer they bee, that be heeretofore married within this Realme, or in any other the 
Kings dominions, within any the degrees aboue rehcarſed, and by any the Archbiſhops or miniſters of 
the Church of England bee ſeparate trom the bonds of ſuch vnlawtul marriages : that then every fuch 
ſeparation ſhall be good, lawfull, firme and permanent for ever, and not by any power, authoritie or 
meanes to be reuoked or vndone hereafter. And that the chilgren proceeding or procreat vnder ſuch 
ynlawfull marriage, ſhall not bee lawfull nor legitimate: Any forren lawes, licences, diipeniations, or 
other thing or things to the contrary thereot notwithſtanding. 

XII. And that in caſe there be any perſon or perſons within this Realme, or in any the Kings 
dominions already maried within any of the ſaid degrees aboue ſpecitied, and not yet ſeparate from the 
bonds of ſuch vnlawfull marriage, that then euery ſuch perſon ſo vnlawfully maried, ſhall be feparate by 
the definitiue ſentence and judgements of the Archbiſhops, Biſhops, and other miniſters of the Church 
of England, and in other your dominions, within the limits of their juriſdictions and authorities, and by 
none other power or authority. And that all ſentences and judgements giuen and to be giuen by any 
Archbiſhop, biſhop, of other miniſter of the Church of England, or in any other the Kings dominions, 
within the limits of their iuriſdictions and authoritie, ſhall be definitive, firme, good, and effectuall to 


all intents, and be obſerued and obeyed, without ſuing any prouocations, appeals, prohibitions, or 


other proceſſe from or to the Court of Rome, to the derogation thereof, contrary to the Act made

And alſo be it enacted by authority aforeſaid, that all the iſſue hereafter to bee had and pro- 
creat between your highnes, and your faid moſt deare and intirely beloued lawtul wife Queen {ane, 
ſhal be your lawfull children and heires, and be inheritable and inherite, according to the courle of inhe- 
ritance and lawes of this Realme, the imperiall crowne of the ſame, with all dignities, honors, pre- 
heminences, prerogatiues, authorities and 1uriſdictions, to the fame annexed or belonging, in as large 
and ample maner, as your highneſſe at this preſent time hath the ſame as King of this Realme, tie 
inheritance thereof to be and remaine to your faid children and right heires in maner and forme as hereatter 
mall be declared, that is to ſay. Firſt, the ſaid imperiall Crowne and other the premiſſes, ſhall bee to 
your maieſty and to your heires of your body lawfully begotten, that is to fay, To the firſt ſonne of 
your body betweene your highnes and your ſaid lawtull wife Queene Jane begotten, and to the heires of 
the body of the ſame firſt ſonne lawfully begotten. And for the default of ſuch heires, then to the ſe-

bodies of every ſuch ſonne and heire male lawfully begotten, according to the courſe of inheritance, in

And for default of ſuch ſonnes of your body lawfu'ly begotten, and of the heires of the ſeuerall 
bodies of euery ſuch ſonne lawfully begotten, that then the faid imperial] Crowne, and other the pre- 
miſſes, hal be to the iſſue female between vour majeſty and your ſaide moft deare and intirely beloued 
wife Queene [ane begotten : And for lacke of ſuch iſſue, then to the heires females of your bodie lawfully

Act, that then all and ſingular the offendors in any of the premiſſes, contrary to this Act, and all their 
abbettors, maintainors, fautors, counſellors and aidors therein, ſhall be deemed and adiudged high 
traitors to the Realme. And that euery ſuch offence fhall bee accepted, reputed, and taken to be high 
treaſon, and the offendors therein, their aidors, maintainors, fautors, counſellors, and abbettors, and 
every of them, for cuery ſuch offence ſhall ſuffer ſuch iudgement and peines of death, loſſes and for- 
feitures of lands, goods, and priuiledges of ſanctuary, as in any caſes of high treaſon. And over that 
as wel your faid heires and children, as euery other perſon and perſons, to whom your highneſſe thal 
limit your ſaid Crowne, in forme as is aforeſaid, and every of their heires for euery ſuch offence aboue 
ſpecified, by them or any of them to bee committed, ſhall loſe and forfeit as well all ſuch right, title, 
and intereſt, that they may claime or challenge in or to the Crowne of this Realme, as heires by 


deſcent, or by reaſon of any gift or Act that fhall bee done by your highneſſe, for his or their aduance- 


ment by authority of this Act, or otherwiſe by any maner of meanes or pretence whatſoeuer it * .

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XIX. And be it further enacted by authority aforeſaid, that if 2 or perſons, of what eſtate, 
degree, dignity or condition ſoeuer they be, at any time hereafter, by words, writing, imprinting, or 
by any exterior act or deed, maliciouſly or willingly procure, or doe or cauſe to bee procured or done, 
directly or indirectly, any thing or things, to the peril] of your molt royall perion, or to the perill of 
the perſon of any of your heires or ſucceſſors, hauing the royall eſtate of the Crowne of this Realme : 
or maliciouſly or willingly giue occaſion by words, writing, print, deed or act, whereby your highnes 


or any your ſaid heires or ſucceſſors, hauing the royall eſtate of the crowne of this Realme, might be 


diſturbed or interrupted of the Crowne of this Realme : or by words, writing, print, deed or act, pro- 
cure or doe, or cauſe to be procured or done any thing or things, to or for the interruption, repeale 
or adnullation of this Act, or of any thing therein conteined, or of any thing that ſhall be done by your 
highneſſe in the limitation and diſpoſition of your Crowne by authority of the ſame : or by words, writ- 
ing, print, deed or act procure or caule to be procured or done any thing or things, to the preiudice, 
ſlander, diſturbance or derogation of the ſayde lawfull matrimony, folemnized betweene your maieſty 
and the ſaid Queen aue, or any other lawfull wife or wiues heereafter by your highneſſe to be taken: 
or to the perill, ſlander, or diſheriſon of any of the iſſues and heires of your highneſſe, being limitted by 
this Act to inherite and to be inheritable to the Crowne of this Realme, in ſuch forme as is aforeſaide: 
or to the interruption or diſheriſon of any. tuch perſon or perſons, to whom your highnes thall aſſigne

And it any perſon or perſons by 
writing, Printing, or exterior deed or Act, directly or indirectly, procure or doe, or cauſe to bee pro- 
cured, or done any thing or things, to the let or diſturbance of the ſame : that then euery ſuch offence 
ſhall be high Treaſon, and the oftendors being thereof conuicted, ſhall ſuffer ſuch paines of death and 
loſſe of inheritance, priuileges of Sanctuaries, Freeholds, intereſts, for yeeres, goods, chattels, and 
debts, in ſuch manner and forme as is aboue ſpecified in caſes of treaſon afore mentioned. 

XXI. And for the more ſure eſtabliſhment of the ſucceſſion of your moſt roiall Maieſtie, according 
to rhe tenor and forme of this Act.“ Be it further enacted by authority aforeſaid, That as well all 
the nobles of your Realme ſpirituall and temporall, as all other your ſubiects now liuing and being, or 
that hereafter ſhall bee at their full ages, by the commandement of your Maieſtie, or of your heires or

Sea, and hauing as well out of this Realme as out of Ireland and other the Rings dominions, ycercly 
great ſums of money for maintenance of their liuings, haue vnnaturally and contrary to the dutie of 
their allegiances, ſuſteined and maintained the viurped power and authoritie of the Biſhop of Ke 
lately vied and practiſed within this realme and other the Kings duminions, and haue not onely adhered

tully committed, perpetrared and done diuerſe detetiable and thametuil murders robberics, felonies, 
rieots and routs .

And if any ſuch concealement be found and — by the ſaid Jury ſo charged to inquire of the 
ſame, that then euery one of the ſaid firſt Jury that ſo did conceale the ſame, ſhall leeſe and forfeit for 
euery ſuch concealement of every ſuch offence twenty ſhillings. All which forfeitures and penalties of 


twentie ſhillings for euery ſuch concealement of euery ſuch offence ſo found and preſented before the Forfeit. 


ſame a of Peace, ſhall wholy be leuied and paide to the Kings vie. And the moitie of all the 
ſame forfeitures and penalties of twenty ſhillings ſo found and preſented before the Stewards or Bailiffes 
of any leet or lawday, ſhall be leuied and paid to the vſe of the owner of the ſaid leet or lawday by 
diſtrelſe or action of debt: and the other moitie thereof to be to the partie or parties that will ſue for 
the ſame by action, information, bill or plaint, in any of the Kings Courts, in the which actions, in- 
formations, bils or plaints, no wager of law, eſſoine, nor protection thall be allowed. 

XX. Prouided alwayes, and be it enacted by the authoritie aforeſaid, that if any perſon or perſons 
hereafter in any part doe offend or doe contrary to the puruiew and remedie of this Act, whereupon 
cauſe of action for the ſame offence ſhall be giuen to the King, his heires or ſucceſſors, or to any other 
perſon or perſons that wil! ſue by vertue of this Act for the puniſhment of the ſaid offence or forteitures, 
that if the King our Soueraigne Lord, his heires or ſucceſſors, within one yeere next and immediatly 
after ſuch offences and forfeitures had and made, doe not purſue their action or actions, ſo giuen by 
this Acte, or cauſe examination vpon ſuch defaults and offences to bee had and made before their 
counſell, or other preſentments therof to be had, according to the meaning of the fame Act: and every 
other perſon, which hereafter by vertue of this Act, may haue action or actions, fute or information 
vpon this Statute, within halfe a yeere next and immediatly after ſuch offences or forfeits had and made 
doe not commence their ſutes, informations, actions or preſentments, of and vpon the faid forfeits, by 
action or otherwiſe, as in this preſent Act is limited and declared: that then as well the King our So- 
ueraigne Lord, his heires and ſucceſſors, after one yeere next after ſuch offences and forfeits had and 
made, if no ſute in his or their name be taken, by ation or otherwiſe, as is before expreſſed, before the 
ſame yeere ended and determined, as euery other perſon after halfe a yeere next after like offences and 
forfeits had and done in the forme aforeſaid, if no ſute therupon be taken by none of them, in forme 
aboue declared, be vtterly excluded and debarred of their ſaid ſutes, actions, informations and examina- 
tions to them giuen by vertue of the ſaid Act: and the parties and euery of them ſo offending, thall be 
of all ſuch offences and forfeits cleerely diſcharged and quit: any thing in this Act compriſed to the con- 
trary notwithſtanding. | 

XI. Prouided alwayes, and be it enacted by the authoritie aforeſaid, that this preſent Act, nor any 
thing therein contained, ſhall in any wiſe extend or be preiudiciall vnto the Kings ſubiects reſident or 
inhabiting neere vnto the coſtes of the Sea, in any part of this Realme, their houſes being not aboue 


five miles diſtant from the ſame coaſtes : nor alſo to any of the Kings faide ſubiects, inhabiting within Sea ces, 


twelue miles of the borders of Scetland - nor to any of the Kings ſubiects inhabitants of the Towne 


and Marches of Calis nor to any of the inhabitants of the iſles of Fer/ie, Garneſie, Augleſie, and the Borders, 
iſles of Wight and Man, but that it ſhall be lawfull for euery of the ſaid inhabitants at all times here- Calis. 


after, to haue, exerciſe, and vie their Handguns, Haquebuts, and Demie hakes, of the lengths aboue- 
ſaid, within the limits and iſles aboueſaid, ſo that it be at no maner of Deere, Hearne, Shcuelard, 
Fezant, Partidge, wild Swan, or wild Elke, or any of them: this preſent Act or any thing therein con- 
tained to the contrary notwithſtanding. | 

XXII. Prouided allo, that this Act nor any thing therein contained, be in any wife hurtfull or preiu- 


diciall to any ſeruant or perſon, that heereafter from the ſaid laſt day of Zune, ſhall bend, beare, carrie, Seruant 


charge, vſe or aſſaie, any Croſſebow, or any Handgun, Demie hake or Haquebut, of the lengths aboue- 
ſaid, by the commandement of his Lord or maiſter, ſo that the ſaid ſeruant or perſon doe not thoot at 
any Fowle, Deere, or other Game, of what kind or nature ſoeuer they be: nor alſo to any ſuch ſer- 
uant, perſon or perſons, that ſhal after the faid laſt day of Zune, beare or conuey any Croſſebow, Hand- 
gun, Haquebut, or Demie hake, of the lengths aforeſaid, -to any place or places 4 the commandement 
of his Lord or maiſter, that may ſhoot by authoritie of this Acte, to be amended, repaired, deliuered 
or aſſaid, fo that the ſaide ſeruant or other perſon, ſo bringing or conueying the ſaid Croſſebow, Hand- 
gun, Haquebut, or Demie hake, haue ready to ſhew to euery perſon requiring the fight thereof, one 
licence in writing ſealed or ſubſcribed by his ſaid Lord or maiſter, to carrie and conuey the ſame Croſſe- 
wth, Handgun, Haquebut, or Demie hake, to the intent to be amended, repaired, aſſaid or delivered, 
as is aforeſaid, | 

XXIII. Provided alwayes, that this Act, or any thing therein contained, ſhall not extend to any 


owner of any Ship, for hauing or keeping of any Handgun, Haquebut, or Demie hake of the ſeuerall Owners o! 
lengths in this Act expreſſed, or vnder, onely to be had and occupied within any their ſhip or other -“. 


veſſell, or for the carriage and recarriage of them, or of any of them on land, or keeping of them, for 
the onely exerciſe and occupying of them within their ſaid ſhip or veſſell: any thing in due Act to the 
contrary in any wiſe notwithſtanding,

8 \ \ THERE in the Parliament holden at J/e/tmin/tcr in the 32. yeere of the * of our ſoue- 
a reigne Lord King HENRY the viij. that now 1s, it was amongſt other enacted, that notwith. 
© ftanding eight Countie dayes in one yeere, and nine Countie dayes another yeere, were before that 
time holden and kept within the countie Palatine of Cheſter before the Iuſticer of the ſame county, 
© that from that time forward the ſaid Iuſticer ſhould hold and keepe but only two Seffions euery yeere 
© within the lame county, the one halfe wherof to be kept after Michaelmas, and the other after Eaſy, 
and that from thenceforth all the ſaid Countie daies ſhould cleerly ceaſe and determine for euer, as 
© by the fame Act at large more plainly appeereth. And foraſmuch as within the ſame Countie Pala. 
© tine it hath not bin vſed nor ſcene, that the Shiriffe of the ſame Countie hath kept any Shire Court 
for determination of Plaints, and calling the exigends, as is commonly vſed in other Shires of this 
* Realme, there was therefore neuer ſithens the making of the ſayd Act, any exigend of fellonie or other 
© cauſe proclaimed within the ſayd Countie, to the no little hinderance of Iuſtice, and to the great 
© boldnetſe of offendors.* For reformation whereof, be it enacted by the King our Souereigne Lord, 
by the aſſent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporall, and the commons in this preſent Parliament af. 
ſembled, and by the autlioritie ct rhe fame, that the Shiriffe of the ſame Countie for the time being, 
after the Feaſt of Eaffer next comming, ſhall be bound to keepe his Shire Court in the Shire hall of

II. And be it further enacted by the authoritie aforeſayd, that the ſayd two Seſſions in forme afnre. 
ſaid, to be holden within the ſaid Countie, ſhall and may be holden at fuch time and times, as by the 
ſaid Juſticer or his Deputie ſhall be appointed, as well before the fayd Feaſts of Ea/ter and Michaelnan

And alſo where parcell of the Pariſh of Hawarden is at this day & of old time hath bin ac- 
bs — taken & vſed as part of the ſaid Countie of Flint, & the reſidue of the ſaid Pariſh of Ha- 
© warden is and alwaies hath bin without the precinct, limits and juriſdiction of the ſame Countie. 
Be it alſo enacted by the authoritie aforeſaid, that as well the ſayd Lordſhips, Townes, and Hamlets of 
Hop, Aſſaph, and the ſayd whole Pariſh of Hawarden, together with the Lordſhip of the ſame, as alſo 
the Lordihips, Townes and Pariſhes of Moldiſdale, Mereford and O/eleie, and all the lands, tenements, 
and hereditaments within the precinct and limits of the ſame, or any of them, {hall from henceforth be 
reputed, accepted, taken and adiudged to be within the ſayd Comitie of Hint, as a memher, part and 
parcell of the fame Countie of Hint, and not of or within any ther Countie or Shire, any Sta-

IV. Prouided alwaies, that the inhabitants and tenants of the ſayd Lordſhips, Townes, Hamlets, and 
Pariſhes of Hop, Aſaph, Meldejdale, Mereford and Harbarden, ſhall pay their miffes and tallages, when 
and as off as the tame ſhall be due, with the inhabitants of ſuch Shire or Shires as before time hath 
beene accuſtomed. And that the ſayd Lordſhips of Hep, Moldeſdale, 1 Oſjclere, and Fawarden, 
with the whole and intire Pariſh of Hatwarden, and all the grounds, lands, tenements, and heredita- 
ments within the precinct and limits of the fame, ſhall from henceforth be called, taken and accepted the 
hundreds of Meldeſale in the Countie of Flint. And that the fayd Lordſhip of AMſaph w th all the 
grounds, lands, tenements and hereditaments within the precinct and limits of the ſame, ſhall be taken, 
accepted and adiudged to be as part and parcell of the hundred of Ruthland in the ſame Countie, 
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Statutes made in the Parliament begunne at Meſiminſter, the fourth day of November in the 
firſt yeere of the Raigne of Epwarp the ſixt, late King of England, &c. and from 
thence continued to the 24. day of December then next inſuing, that is to ſay in the firſt 


Seſſion of the ſame Parliament as followeth.

An Ac for the puniſhing of Vagabonds, and for the reliefe of the poore and impotent

Oraſmuch as idleneſſe and vagabondrie is the mother and roote of all thefts, robberies and all 

euill actes and other miſchietes, and the multitude of people giuen thereto hath alwayes bene 
heere within this realme very, great, and more in number (as it may appeare) then in other regions, 
to the great impoueriſhment of the Realme, and danger of the Kings highneſſe ſubiects; the which 
idleneſſe and vagabondry all, the, Kings highneſſe noble progenitours, Kings of this Realme, and this 
high Court of Parliament hath: often and with great trauell gone about and affayed with godly Acts 
and Starutes to repreſſe; yet vatill this our time it hath not had that ſucceſſe which hath beene wiſhed, 
but partly by foolith pitie and mercig of them which ſhould haue ſeene the ſaid. godly Lawes executed, 
partly by the peruerle nature and long accuſtomed idleneſſe of the perſons giuen to loytering, the 
laid godly Statutes hitherto haue had ſinall effect, and idle and vagabond perſons, being vnprofitable 
members, or rather enemies of -the- common wealth, haue bene ſuffred to remaine and increaſe, and 
yet ſo doe, whom if they thou:d be puniſhed by death, whipping, impriſonment, and with other cor- 
poral! paine, it were not without their deſerts for the example of others, and to the benefite of the 
common wealth, yet if they could be brought to be made profitable, and do ſeruice, it were much 
© to be wiſhed and deſired :* Be it therefore enacted by the Kings highneſſe, with the conſent of the 
Lords ſpirituall and temporal, and the Commons in this . aſſembled, and by autho- 
ritie of the ſame ; firſt that all Statutes and Acts of Parliament heretofore made for the puniſhment of 
vagabonds and = beggers, and all articles compriſed in the ſame, ſhall be from hencefoorth re- 
pealed, voyd, and of nonę effect. 

II. Secondly, that whoſoeuer after the firſt day of Aprill next following, man or woman being not 
lame, impotent, or fo aged, or diſeaſed with ſickneſſe, that hee or ſhe cannot worke, nor hauing lands 
or tenements, fees, annuities, or any, other yeerely revenues, or whereon they may finde ſufficiently 
their living, ſhall either like a ſueruing-man wanting a maſter, or like a begger, or after any ſuch other 
ſort be lurking in any houſe or houſes, or loitering, or idle wandering by the high wayes fide, or in 
ſtreetes, cities, townes, or villages, not applying themſelues to ſome honeſt and allowed art, ſcience, 
ſeruice, or labour, and ſo doe continue by the ſpace of three dayes or more together, and not offer 
themſelues to labor with any that will take them, according to their facultie; and if no man, otherwiſe 
wil take them, do not offer themſelues to worke for 'meate and drinke, or after they bee to taken to 
worke, for the ſpace agreed betwixt them and their maſter, doe leaue their worke out of conuenient 
time, or runne away; that then euery ſuch perſon (hall bee taken for a vagabond, and that it ſhalbe 
lawfull for euery ſuch maſter offering ſuch idle perſon ſeruice and labour, and that being by him re— 
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fuſed, or who hath agreed with ſuch idle perſon, and from whom within the ſpace agreed of ſeruice, 


the ſaid loiterer hath runne away, or departed betore the ende of the couenant betweene them, and tv 
any other perſon elpying the ſame, to bring or cauſe to be brought the faid perſon to living idle and 
loiteringly, to two of the next Juſtices of the peace there reſiant or abiding, who hearing the proofe of 
the idle huing of the ſaid perſon by the ſaid 1pace liuing idle, as before ſaid, approoued to them by 
two honeſt witneſſes, or confeſſion of the partie, ſhall immediately caute the ſame loiterer to be marked 
with a hot iron in the breaſt, the marke of V. and adiudge the tame perſon liuing ſo idle, to ſuch pre- 
ſentour, to bee his ſlaue, to haue and to holde the ſaid ſlaue vnto him, his executours, or aſſignes for 
the ſpace of two yeeres then next following, and to order the ſaid flaues as followeth ; that is to fay, 
to take ſuch perſon adiudged a flaue with him, and onely gluing the ſaid ſlaue bread and water, or 
ſmall drinke, and ſuch refſuſe of meate as he iha!l thinke meete, cauſe the ſaid flaue to worke by beat- 
ing, cheining, or otherwiſe, in ſuch worke and labour (how vile foeuer it bee) as hee ſhall put him 
vnto, And if any manner of ſlaue, either for loytering, or for the cauſe before rehearſed ſo ad:udged, 
(hall within the ſpace of the faide two yceeres heere appointed runne away, depart, or abſent him from 
his ſaide maſter by the ſpace oi fourteene dayes together, without licence: it thall not onely bee lawtu!l 
to his ſaid maſter to purſue and fetch him againe by vertue of this Act, but alſo, to punith ſuch taulce 
by cheines or beating as is aiorefaid : and againit the deteinour, if any man doe willingly detcine hum, 
knowing him to be a ſlave, as is aforeſaid, to haue an Action of Treſpaſſe, and recouer thereby in da- 
mages tenne poundes, beſides the coſtes and charges of the ſuite for fo deteining his ſaide laue. And 
further, every ſuch maſter ſhewing and proouing by two ſufficient witneſſes, the ſaide offence and fault 
by his ru: ning away before two Jultices of Peace of the fame Countie, whereot the one to be ot the 


Jucrum, the ſame Juſtices ſhall cauſe ſuch Slave, or loiterer to bee marked on the forehead, or the bel 
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of the cheeke with an hot iron, with the ſigne of an §. that he may bee knowne for a loiterer and a 
run away, and ſhall adiudge the loyterer and run away to be the ſaid maſters ſlaue for euer. And if 
ſuch ſlaue ſhall the ſecond time runne away. or abſent himſelfe, if the ſaid maſter ſhall approoue the 
ſame ſecond running away with two ſufficient witneſſes, before the Juſtices of Peace, in their general] 
and quarter Seſſions, then euery ſuch faulte and runging away to be adiudged felonie and ſuch loyterer 
and runne away to be taken as a felon, and thereof my lawfully indited and atteinted, or otherwiſe, 
condemned, to fuffer paines of death, as other felons ought to doe, 
III. Prouided. alfo, and be it enacted by autharitie aforeſaid, that no Clerke conuicted ſhall hereafter 
make his purgation, and vpon ſuch purgation be delivered, and ſet at large, otherwiſe then is in this 
Statute hereafter expreſſed. 5 

IV. And be it further enacted by authoritie aforeſaid, that euery Clerke conuict, or hereafter to be 
conuicted, which ſhould by the order of the Law inioy the benefit of their purgation, ſhall and may 
trom hencefoorth finde any man (if hee can) who ſhall be bounde with two ſufficient ſureties to the

© not make their purgation, and ſhould perpetually by the ſame remaine in priſon:“ Bee it neuertheleſſe 
enacted by the authoritie aforeſaid, that if there bee any manner of perſon, who will at any time demand 
the fame Clerke conuicted, or atteinted, and be bound to the Ordinarie with two ſufficient ſureties, 
as is aboue written, to keepe the ſame as his ſlaue by the ſpace of five veeres then next following, that 
then the ſame ſhall bee adiudged his ſlaue for like ſpace, with all ſuch orders, lawes & penalties, for 
rarming away, and other orders, as is before expteſſed of àa vagabond, adiudged to any man for a ſlave, 
(the burning in the breaſt onely except) and vpon the adiudgement deliuered to ſuch demandant, the 
Ordinarie from thenſefoorth 4 the keeping of ſuch Clerke conuicted or atteinted, cleerely exonerated, 
and diſcharged by vertue of this Act. | 1 | | 

© VII. And foraſmuch as divers women and men goe on begging waifarmg, of the which ſome bee 


impotent and lame, and ſome able enough to labour, which doe carrie children about with them, 


< ſome foure or five yeeres of age, or yonger or elder, which brought vp in idleneſſe might be fo rooted 
© in it, that hardly they may be brought after to good thrift and labour: or if any child aboue the age 
© of five yeeres, and vnder the age of fourteene yeeres goe idle and wandering about as a vagzbond :' 
Be it enacted by the authoritie aforeſaid, that if any manner of perſon will take any ſuch childe, be it 
male or female, of, and from any ſuch begger being the mother thereof, nouriſher, or keeper, whether 
they bee willing or not, or without any ſuch nurſe, mother or keeper by himſelfe wandering, and bring 
the ſaid child {A taken away before one of the Conſtables of the pariſh, and two other honeſt and dit— 
creete neighbours witneſſes, and before any Juſtice of Peace there reſiant and abiding, and promiſe to 
bring the fame child vp in ſome honeſt labour or occupation, till hee or ſhee come to the age of twentie 


yeeres the woman childe, or foure and twentie the man childe : that then and immediatly the faid u- 


ſtice of Peace and Conſtable ſhall adiudge by vertue of this Act, the ſaide child vnto the ages betore 
' ſpecified, to be ſeruants or apprentices to the faid perſons ſo taking & promiſing to be vſed and ordered 
in all points according as the Law and cuſtome of this Realme is of ſeruants and apprentices, to what 
labour, occupation, or ſeruice ſoeuer the ſaid Maſter ſhall appoint him, or her, during the ſaid time, 
And if it ſhall fortune ſuch childe ſo adiudged to runne away, at any time once, or moe times, from 
his or her Maſter, or Maſters, that then it ſhall be lawful for euery ſuch maſter to take the ſaid child 
againe, and to keepe and puniſh the ſaid childe in chaines or otherwiſe, and vſe him or her as his ſlaue 
in all points for the time before rehearſed, of the age of ſuch childe, that is to ſay, till twentie the wo- 
man child, and the man child foure and twentie. 

VIII. Prouided alwayes, that any Maſter, either of the men, or of the women fo adiudged fſlaues, or 
of the children adiudged apprentices cr ſeruants, may let, ſet foorth, ſell, bequeath, or giue the feruice 
and labour of ſuch ſſaues or ſeruants ſo adiudged, as is aforeſaid, to any perſon or perſons, to whomtc- 
ener he will, vpon ſuch condition, and for ſuch time of yeeres, as the ſaid perſons bee adiudged to him 
for flaues, ſeruants, or apprentices, after ſuch like fort and maner, as he may doe of any other his 
mogueable goods or chattels; and they for the faid ſpace and time to be bound to all points and con- 
ftruftions to ſuch Leer, donee, verde, or afſignee, as they were to their firſt apprehenders and maſters, 
by vertue of this Act. | 

IX. Prouided alwayes, and bee it enacted by authoritie aforſaid, that if any ſuch fNaue or flaues, or 
children ſo adiudged, ſhall at any time after ſuch adiudgement, maime or wounde their Maſters or RIit- 
treſſes, in reſiſting their correction or otherwiſe, or when they bee manumitted or tet againe free, or in 

the 
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the time of their ſeruice, ſhall conſpire with any other, or by themſelues goe about to murder and kill, 
or to maime, wounde, or beate the ſaide Maſter or Miſtre e, or any that was their Maſter or Miſtreſſe, 
or to burne their houſes, barnes, or corne, ſo that their intent come to an Act tending to the effect: 
that then euery ſuch maime or wounde, or the going about to murder, kill, maime, wounde, or beate 
ſuch perſon or perſons, as bee, or were their Maiſter or Miſtreſſes, or to burne their houſes, barnes, or 
corne, ſo that their intent doe come to any Act tending to the ſame effect, as lying in waite with 


weapon, or wy ſuch like, ſhall bee accounted felonie, and they ſhall ſuffer therefore paines of death, 
0 


as in caſe of felonie, except that any ſuch perſon or perſons, as bee, or had beene Maſter or Miſtreſſe 
to any of them, or he refuſing any other, will take ſuch perſon ſo offending to their ſlaues, & then he 
or (he ſo offending, to be adiudged to the perſon ſo willing to take him or her ſo offending ſlaue for 
euer, and thereupon to be diſcharged of the felony. The fame law and order to bee had in all condi- 
tions if it ſhould chaunce the father, mother, nurſe, or other the bearer about of the childe, or any 
other perſon or perſons, to ſteale away ſuch childe adiudged apprentice or ſeruant, that is, to be ſlaue 
to ſuch apprentices or ſeruants maſter, whoſe apprentice or ſeruant was fo ſtollen or intiſed away, for 
euer, and the maſter neuertheleſſe to take and receive his apprentice or ſeruant againe, as if the ſaid 
taking away had neuer beene done. | 

X. Bee it alſo enacted by authoritie aforeſayde, that although there hee no man which ſhall demaund 
ſuch loiterer or loiterers, as before expreſſed, into their ſeruice ; yet neuertheleſſe the Juſtice of Peace 
in that Citie, Borough, Towne, or Hundred dwelling, if any ſuch be, or elle any other Juſtice of Peace 
of the ſame Shire, and alſo there dwelling by his or their office, ſhall bee heereafter bound by vertue of 
this Act, not onely to inquire of all ſuch idle perſons, but alſo if they doe eſpy any fuch vacabonds or 
idle perſons, or if any ſuch bee detected, vnto them, to examine him or her of the time of their vaga-

with his ſeale to the fayde loiterer, of the tenor and forme which here inſueth : 
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* A. B. Iuſtice of Peace in the Countie of S. to the Maior or chiefe officer of the City of 2, (if it a Teimontal 
© be a City) or to the —— Bailife, or Conſtable, or head officer of the towne of ©, (it it be for a Vagabond, 


© a towne) or to the Conſtable or Tithingman of the village of C. (if it be a village) greeting.” Accord- 
© ing to a moſt godly Statute, made in the firſt yere of the reigne of our ſouereign Lord King EDpwaRD 
© the ſixt, &c. e haue taken this bearer J. X. vagarantly, and to the euill example of others, without 
© maſter, ſeruice, or labour, whereby to get his liuing, going loitering idlely about. And becauſe the 
© ſame faith, hee was in C. in the County of S. whereof you are the head officer or Conſtable ; We 
© haue ſent him to you to be ordered, according to the purport and effect of the ſame Statute ;? 


XI. And with this writing ſhall deliver the ſame loiterer to the Conſtables, or other head officer of 
the ſayde City, Towne or Village, wherein ſuch loiterer was taken, to bee ſafely conueied by them to 
the next Conſtable, and ſo from Conſtable to Conſtables, and other head officers, till he or ſhe be 
brought to the place, the which hee or thee hat named themſelues to bee borne in, and then to be de- 
livered to the head officer or Conſtable of that ſame citie, borough or towne, village, hamlet or pariſh, 
there to bee nouriſhed and kept of the ſame citie, towne, or village in chaines, or — either at the 
common workes, in amending high-waies, or other common worke, or from man to man in order, till 
they which may beare bee equally charged, to bee flaue to the corporation of the citie, or to the inha- 
bitants of the tone or village, that hee or ſhee were borne in, after all ſuch forme, condition, ſpace 
of yeeres, orders, puniſhments tor running awaie, and all others, as are expreſſed of a common or pri- 
uate perion, to whom any ſuch loiterer is adiudged a ſlaue. And the ſayde citie, towne, or village 
ſhall '-© the ſaide flaue being able to labor, ſet on worke, and not liue idlie within the ſaide precincts, 
ypo!; peine for euerie ſuch default that the ſaid flaue doth liue idlie, by the default of the city, boroughi, 
towne, or village, by the ſpace of three working daies together, the citie to forfeit fiue pounds: a bo- 
rough or towne incorporate fortie ſhillings : and other towne or village twentie ſhillings : whereof the 
one halfe to the King our Souereigne Lord, the other to him that will ſue for the ſame, in any of the 
Kings Courts of Record, by bill, information, or action of debt, in ſuch ſuites no eſſoine, wager cf 
law, or protection ſhalbe allowed. | 

XII. Prouided and be it enacted, that the citie, towne, and borough corporate, by the conſent of 
the more part ©» the corporation, and the towne and village not corporate, by the confent of the more 
part of tl inhabitants thercot, may ſet, ell or give away, the right, title, and intereſt of the ſaid ſlaue, 
to an» ther perſon, as any other common or priuate perſon may doe with his ſlaue, by the vertue of 
this Act. 

XIII. Pronided alwaies and be it enacted, that if it fortune when the ſaid vagabond is brought to 
the ſaid citie, towne, or village, where the ſaid perſon faid he was borne, to appeare and be maniteſt 
that he or ſhe was not there borne ; that then for ſuch lie, the ſaid vagarant [hall bee marked in the 
face with an S. and bee flaue to the inhabitaunts, or corporation of the citie, tuwne, or village, where 
the ſaid vagarant ſaid he was borne in, for euer, vpon ſuch conditions and orders, in all points as of a 
ſlaue marked in the face is before expreſſed: the ſame law and order in all points to bee had of all 
vagarant perſons and vag bonds, being borne in any other nation or countrie then in this Realme, as 
is before expreſſed of Engli/b idle perions (marking in the breſt or face onely excepted) that is to bee 


had to the next Port, and there to bee kept of the inhabitants of the ſayde next Port in — 
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hbour, and from idleneſſe or otherwiſe, till they may bee conueyed ouer ; and then at the coſts of the 
inhabitaunts of the ſayd Port, to bee conueyed ouer into their countries. | | 

© XIV. And foraſmuch as there is many maimed and otherwiſe lamed, fore, aged, and impotent 
© perions, which reſort to the City of London, and to other cities, townes, and villages, on begging, 
© which comming together and making a number, doe fill the ſtreets or highwaies of diuers cities, 
© townes, markets and faires; who, if they were ſeparated might eaſily bee nourithed in the townes 
© and places wherein they were borne, or where they were, or haue beene moſt conuerſant and abiding, 
© by the ſpace of three yeeres,” Be it therefore enacted by the authoritie atoreſaide, that all and ſin- 
gular Maiors, Shirifs, Bailifs, Conſtables, or other head officers of any citie, towne, or hundred, to 
which ſuch reſort is or ſhall be, ſhall before the feaſt of the Purification of our Lady next following, ſee 
all ſuch idle, impotent, maimed, and aged perſons, who otherwiſe cannot by their diſcretions bee taken 
for vagabonds, which were borne within the ſaid citie, towne, or hundred, or haue beene there moſt 
conuerſant and abiding, by the ſpace of three yeeres, as is aforeſayde, and now decayed, beſtowed and 
prouided for of tenantries, cotages, or other conuenient houſes to bee lodged in, at the coſts and charges 
of the ſayde cities, townes, boroughs, and villages, there to be relieued and cured by the deuotion of 
the good people of the ſayde citie, borough, towne, or village.

and beg abroad within the precin&ts of ſuch cities, townes, villages, or hundreds, vpon peine that euerie 


ſuch Maiors, Shiriffes and Bailiffes, Conſtable, or other officer, by what name ſoeuer hee bee called, 
ſuffering any perſons to beg within the precinct of his or their ſuch juriſdiction, other then is before 
rehearled, for euery three dayes ſhall forfeit ten ſhillings to whomſoeuer will ſue therefore, by bill, in- 
formation, or action of debt, in any court of record, in which ſuites no eſſoine, wager of law nor pro- 
tect:on thalbe allowed.

XVII. Prouided a'waies, that if it ſhall chance any ſuch adiudged apprentice, ſervant, or ſlaue, as 


is before rehearſed, to haue inheritance deſcended vnto him or hir, or any other waies by the Lawes 


of this Realme, Ward, or Bondman, or Neite of bloud, by, or from any of his aunceſtors, to any per— 
fon or perſons, that then it ſhalbe lawfull to any ſuch perſon cr perſons, to whom any ſuch Ward, 
Bondman, or Neite ſhe1] apperteine, to take and ſeiſe ſuch Wards, Bondmen, or Neifes, and them to 
returne and keepe as their Wards, Bondmen, or Neifes. And the ſaid Wards, Bondmen, and Neifes 
Halbe diſcharged of the ſaid ſlauery or other ſeruitude cr bondage aboue rehearied : this ſtatute or any 
thing therein conteined to the contrary in any wiſe notwithſtanding, 

XVIII. And alſo be it enacted, that if any ſuch ſeruant, apprentice, ſlaue, or ſlaues, which ſhall 


haue at any time hecreafter any aduancement or liuing, accrue, come, or growe vnto him, or any of 
them, whereby hee or they may haue a conuenient liuing, that then and from thencefurth hee or they 


fo being aduanced, to bee diſcharged of their ſlauerie, ſeruitude and bondage: this Act or any thing therein 
conteined to the contrarie in any wiſe notwithſtanding. And if any woman being a ſeruant apprentice, or

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flaue, as is aforeſayde, being married within the age of twenty yeres without aſſent of her maſter, vnt!l 
ſhe ſhall accomplith and come to the ſaid age of twenty yeres, only excepted, 

XIX. Be it alſo enacted, That all leprous and poore bedred creatures whatſoeuer they bee, may at their 
owne libertie remaine and continue in ſuch houſes appointed for leprous or bedred people, as they now be 
in, and ſhall not be compelled to repaire into any other countries or places by vertue of this Act: any 
thing therein conteined to the contrary notwithſtanding. And that allo it ſhall bee lawfull vnto the ſayde 
leprous and bedred people, for their better reliefes, to appoint their proctor or proctors, ſo there be not 
appointed aboue the number of two perſons, for any one houſe of leprous, bedred people, to gather the 
charitable almes of all ſuch inhabitants as ſhalbe within the compaſſe of foure miles, ef any of the ſaid 
houſes of leprous and bedred perſons.

| F ORAS MUCH as it is notoriouſly ſeene and knowen, that Vagabonds and Beggers doe daily 


ment aſſembled, and by the authoritie of the ſame :* That the Statute made in the firtt yeere of the Repeale, 


Kings highnes moſt noble reigne concerning idle perſons and Vacabonds in certaine caſes, to be made 
laues and ſo foorth, and all and euery Article, matter, prouiſo, branch, and ſentence therein contain- 
ed, thall be from hencefoorth vtterly repealed, made fruſtrate, voide, and of none effect, 

II. And that the Statute concerning how aged impotent perſons ſhould be ordred for their better re-

and working) cannot but by proceſſe of time breake out and ſhew herſelfe, hoſoeuer for a while 

ſhe may by the iniquitie and frailtie of man be ſuppreſſed and kept cloſe: and being reuealed 
and manifeſted, ought to be imbraced, acknowledged, confeſſed and profeſſed in all cafes and matters 
whatſoeucr, and whomfoever they touch or concerne, without reſpect of perſons, but in ſuch caſes 
and matters ſpecially, as whereby the glory and honour of God in heauen (who is the author of trueth 
it ſclfe) is to be ſpecially ſet forth, and whereby alſo the honour, dignitie, ſurety and preſeruation of 
the Prince, and ruler vnder God in earth dependeth, and the welfare, profit and ſpecial] benefit of the

III. We your highneſſe moſt louing; faithfull and obedient Subiects, vnderſtanding the very trueth of 
the ſtate of Matrimonie betweene the two moſt excellent princes of moſt worthy memory King Henry 
the eight and Queen KATHERINE, his louing godly and lawfull wife, your highneſſe lawfull father 
and mother, cannot but thinke our ſelte moſt bounden, both by our duetie of allegiance to your Ma- 
jeſtie, and of conſcience towards God, to ſhew vnto your highneſſe firſt how that the ſame Matrimonie 
being contracted, ſolemnized and conſummated, by the agreement and aſſent of both their moſt noble 
parents, by the counſel} and aduiſe of the moſt wiſe and graueſt men of both their Realmes, by the deli- 
berate and mature conſieration and conſent of the beit and moſt notable men in learning in thoſe 
dayes of Chriſtendome, did euen ſo continue by the ſpace of twentie yeeres and more betweene them, 
to the pleaſure of Almighty God, and ſatisfaction of the world, the ioy and comfort of all the Sub- 
iects of this Realme, and to their owne repoſe and good contentment, God giuing for a ſure token and 
teſt, monie of his good acceptation of the ſame, not onely godly fruit, your highneſſe moſt noble per- 
ſon (whom we beſeech the Almighty and euerliuing God, long to proſper and preſerue here amongſt 
vs) and other iſſue alſo, whom it hath pleaſed God to take out of this tranſitorie life, vnto his eternal! 
glory, but alſo ſending vs a happy flourithing and moſt proſperous common wealth in all things: and 
then afterward, how that the 6 ne and peruerſe affections of ſome (a very few perſons) enuying 
the great felicitie, wherein by the goodneſſe of God your ſaid moſt noble father as mother, and all 
their good Subiects lived and continued in many yeres, did for their owne fingular glory, and vaine 
reputation conceiue ſundry ſubtil and diſloyall practiſes, for the interruption and breach of the faid 
moſt lawfull and godly concord. And travelling to put the ſame in vre, deuiſed firit to infinuat a 
ſcruple into the King your fathers conſcience, of an vnlawtull mariage betweene him and his moſt 
lawtull wife the Queene, your highnefſe mother, pretending for the ground thereof, that the ſame 
was againſt the word of God, and thereapon ceaſed not to perſwade continually vnto the ſaid King 
your fati:er, that he could not without danger of the loſſe of his ſoule, continue with his ſaid molt 
lawful] wife, but muſt be ſeparated and diuorſ?d from her.

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© intreatings of ſome men of authoritie, ſpecially ſent at that time thither for the ſame purpoſes, and 
how that finally Thomas Cranmer then newly made Archbiſhop of Canterburie, moſt vngodly and 
”m_ all Lawes, equitie and conſcience, proſecuting the faid wicked deuiſe of diuorſe, and ſeparation 
of the ſaid King your father, and Queene your mother, called before him ex icio, the hearing of 
the ſaid matter of mariage, and taking his foundation partly vpon his owne vnaduiſed judgment of the 
Scripture, ioyning therewith the pretended teſtimonies A the ſaid Vniuerſities, and partly ypon bare 
and moſt vntrue coniectures, gathered and admitted by him vpon matters of no ſtrength or effect, but 
only by ſuppoſal, and without admitting or hearing any thing that could be faid by the Queene your 
mother, or by any other on her behalte, in the abſence of the ſaid late Queene your mother, pro- 
ceeded, pronounced, diſcerned, declared and gaue ſentence the fame moſt lawfull and vndoubted ma- 
trimonie to bee nought, and to be contracted againſt Gods Law, and of no value, but lacking the 
ſtrengih of the Law. And the faid moſt noble King your father, and the ſaid noble Queene your mo- 
ther ſo maried together, did ſeparat and diuorſe, and the fame your moſt noble father King Henry 
the eight, and the ſaid noble Queene your mother, from the bands of the fame moſt lawfull matri- 
monie, did pronounce and declare by the fame his vnlawfull ſentence, to be free diſcharged and ſet at 
libertie. Which ſentence and iudgement ſo giuen by vnlawfull and corrupt meanes and wayes, by 
the ſaid Archbiſhop of Canturburie, was afterwards vpon certaine affections ratified and confirmed by 
two ſeuerall Acts, the one made in the 25. yeere of the reigne of the ſaid King your highneſſe fa- 
ther, and Intituled, An Act declaring the ſtabliſhment of the ſucceſſion of the Kings moſt royall Ma- 
ieſtie of the Imperiall Crowne of this Realme.

© by relieued, and now by the meanes that contrary to the ſame laudable cuſtome, divers purueiours

© victuals more ſkant, and much dearer to a notorious decay of Scholers, which alſo daily in this great

An Act of a Subſidie and two Fifteenes and Tenth, by the Temporaltie. 


4 7 Hoke care which we doe perceiue your Maieſtie hath, moſt noble and redoubted Soueraigne, to 
4 


reduce this Realme and the imperiall Crowne thereof now lately fo fore ſhaken, fo impoueriſh- 
© ed, ſo infeebled and weakened, into the former eſtate, ſtrength and glory, doth make vs not onely to 
reioyce much in the great bounteouſneſſe of Almightie God, who hath ſo marueilouſly, and beyond 
© all wordly expectation preſerued your Maieſtie in theſe late difficult and dangerous times, but allo to 
© ſtudie and bend all our wits and — of vnderſtanding, how we may like louing and obedient Subiects, 
* follow our head, in this ſo noble and ſo neceſſary an enterpriſe. And conſidering with our ſelues, 


that the decay hath beene, beſides many other things, eſpecially in theie three: Firſt, waſting 


© of treaſure, abandoning of ſtrength, and in diminiſhing of the ancient authoritie of your imperiall 


-© Crowne. 


II. We doe moſt earneſtly and faithfully promiſe to your highneſſe, that there ſhall lacke no good 
© will, trauell, nor force on our behalfe, to the redreſſe of all this : but we ſhall be readie, with heart, 
© will, ſtrength, bodie, liues and goods, not only to recouer againe that which is thus diminithec. 
but if neede be, to recouer further (as far as right, and the will and pleaſure of God ſhall ſuffer) the old 
* dignitie and renowne of this Realme. The time and place whereof doth not reſt in vs, but, as moit 
* rcalon is, in your moſt noble Maieſtie, with the aduice of your honourable counſell. Neuertheleſſe, 


-* fince it doth fo manifeſtly appeare to vs all what ineſtimable waſting and conſumption of the treaſure and 


ancient revenues of this Realme hath been of late dayes, and what great new charges, and intolle- 


rable expenſes your highneſſe is forced now to ſuſteine, by reaſon of the decay and loſſe of parcell of 


your ancient Crowne : ſo, being not ignorant that no worthie enterpiſe, no noble attempt, no not ſo 


much as the preferuation of a ſtrong and puiſſant eſtate, may be without ſome maſle of "Treaſure pre- 


* ſently to be had, and ready againſt all occurrents. 

III. Theriore we your moſt cbedient & louing Subjects, the Lords ſpirituall & temporall, and the 
commons in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, to thew our willing hearts and good minds, vpon 
© mature co'ſultation had, haue condeſcended and agreed with one voice and molt entire affections, to 
make your highneſſe at this time a preſent, not ſuch in deede as in our affections we doe with it, 
* and as we know moſt certainly ought to be: but yet of your accuſtomed clemencie which you doe thew 
* to all men, we hunibly on our knees pray your Highneſſe not to reiect it, but to accept our good 
* wills and hearty deſires herein, and that this our ſmall gift may be by your Highneſſe, the Lords Spiri- 
* tuall and Temporall, and the Commons in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, and by the authority ot 
© the ſame enacted.” 

IV. And be it enacted, that your Highneſſe towards the ſaid great coſts and ineſtimable charges, fhal! 
haue by au horitie of this preſent Parliament, two whole Fifteens and Tenths to be paid, taken, and 
leuied of the moucable goods, chattels and other things vſuall to ſuch Fifteenes and '['enths, to bee con- 
tributory and chargeable within the Shires, Cities, Borovghs, Townes and other places of this your 
Maicſtics Realme, in manner and forme afore time vſed: Except the ſumme of twelue thouſand ae 
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© thereof fully be deducted, that is to ſay, ſixe thouſand pounds of either of the ſaid whole Fifteenes and 
© Tenths, of the ſumme that one whole Fifteene and Tenth attaineth vnto, in reliefe, comfort and diſ- 
© charge of the poore townes, cities and boroughs of this your ſaid realme waſted, deſolate and deſtroyed, 
© or ouer greatly impoueriſhed, after ſuch rate as was and hath afore this time bin had & made to euery 
© ſhire, and to be diuided in ſuch maner and forme as heretofore for one whole Fifteene and Tenth hata 
© been had and diuided.” And the ſaid two whole Fifteens & Tenths (the exceptions and deductions 
aforeſaid, thereupon had, deducted and allowed) to be paid in maner & forme following: that is to fay, 
the whole firſt Fiftecne and Tenth, except before excepted, to be paid to your Highnes in the receit of 
your Highnes Exchequer, before the tenth day of November next comming. And the ſaid ſecond Fif- 
teene & Tenth, except before excepted, to be paid to your Highneſſe in the receipt of your Exchequer 
before the tenti: day of November, in the yeere & our Lord God, 1560. 

V. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, that the Knights elected and returned, of and 
for the Shires within this Realme for this preſent Parliament, Citizens of Cities, and Burgeſſes of 
Boroughs and Townes, where Collectors haue been vſed to be named and appointed for the collec- 
tion of any Fifteene and Tenth, before this Time granted, ſhall name and appoint yeerely before the 
laſt day of Auguſt, in either of the ſaid two yeeres, ſufficient and able perſons for the collection of the 
ſaid Fitteenes and Tenths, in every of the ſaid Shires, Cities, Boroughs and Townes, the faid perſons 
then hauing lands, tenements, and other hereditaments, in his or their owne right of an eſtate of inhe- 
ritance of the yeerely value of tenne pounds, or in goods worth an hundred pounds at the leaſt. And 
alſo ſuch perſon or perſons ſo by them to bee named and appointed for the collection of either of the faide 
Fitteenes and Tenths, {hall be by them ſeuerally appointed and allotted into Hundreds, Rapes, Wapen- 
takes, Cities, Boroughs and Townes. And alſo the ſaid perſons ſo named and appointed for the collec- 
tion of the ſaid Fifteenes and Tenths, ſhall be charged and chargeable vpon his or their account or 
accounts in the Exchequer to be made, with all ſuch ſumme or ſummes of money, as the Hundreds, 
Rapes, Wapentakes, Cities, Boroughs and Townes, where he or they ſhall ſo happen to be appointed, 
amount vnto, and of no more ſumme or ſummes. And vpon the paiment of ſuch ſummes of money 
as he or they ſhall be charged with, ſhall be diſcharged, and haue his or their Quietus eff, the non ac- 
counting or non paiment of any other of his fellowes, or the inſufficiencie of them or any of them not- 
withſtanding. And the names or ſurnames of every of the ſaid Collectors, for the ſaid Fifteenes and 
Tenths, ** either of the ſaid two yeeres, together with the place allotted to their collection and 
charge, the ſaid Knights, Citizens, and Burgeſſes for the Shires, Cities and Boroughs, whereunto they 
be elected, named and returned, ſhall certify before the Queene in her Chancerie before the thirteenth 
day of O#7ober, in every of the ſame two yeeres, according to the tenor of this Act. And if the default 
of any ſuch certifying be had or made in forme as is aforeſaid, then the Lord Chancellor of England, 
or Keeper of the great Seale for the time being, ſhall immediately aiter name and appoint Collectors, 
for the collection of either of the ſaid Fifteenes and "I'enths, in manner and forme as the ſaid Knights 
of the Shires, Citizens of Cities, and burgeſſes of Boroughs ſhould haue done, and as aforetime haue 
been vſed. The which ſaid Collectors, and euery of them, ſhall haue like allowance upon their accounts, 
for their fees, wages, and rewards, for the collection of the faid Fifteenes and Tenths, in as large 
maner and forme as any Collector or Collectors of Fittcens and Tenths, haue had at any ſeaſon in time 
paſt. And that the Barons of the Queenes Exchequer, for the time being, ſhall and may from time to 
time award ſuch Proceſſe for the ſpeedy paiment thereof againſt the Collector and Collectors for the 
ſame, as by their diſcretions ſhall be thought convenient. ; 

VI. Prouided alwayes, and be it enacted by the authoritie of this preſent Parliament, that the faid 
Lord Chancellor, or Keeper of the great Seale for the time being, Knights of the Shires, Citizens of 
Cities, and Burgeſſes of Boroughs, "Townes, and other places, hauing authority by this preſent Act, 
to name and nominate the ſaid Collectors, of or for the ſaid Fifteenes and Tents, ſhall vpon their 
nomination and election had and made, take by authoritie of this prefent Parliament, ſufficient recogni- 
ſances or obligations, of euery perſon fo by them to be named, to be bound to the Queens Majeſtie in 
the double ſumme of the ſummes of their Collection, and to be indorſed upon ſuch condition, *© that it 
© the ſaid Collector or Collectors, doe truely content and pay, to the vſe of the Queenes highneſſe in 
© her receipt of the Exchequer, before the tenth day of Nevemter, in every of the faid two yeres, fo 
* much of the ſumme of mony allotted and appointed to his collection, as the fame Collector ſhall haue

And furthermore, for the great and welghty conſiderations aforeſaid, we the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and the Commons of this preſent Parliament aſſembled, do by our like affent and au- 
horitie of this Parliament, give ard grant to your highneſſe, our ſaid Souereigne Lady the Queenes 
Maieſtie, your heires and ſucceſſors, one entire Subſidie, to be rated, taxed, leuied and pain at tuo 
ſeuerall paiments, of euery perſon ſpirituall and temporall, of what eſtate or degree he or they be, 
according to the tenor of this Act, in maner and forme following: that is to ſay, aſwell of euery perſon 
borne within this realm of England, Wales, or other the Queens dominions, as of all and every Fra. 
ternity, Guild, Corporation, Myſtery, Brotherhood, and Commonalty, corporated or not corporated, 
within this reahne of England, Hales, or other the Queenes dominions, being worth v. li. tor every 
pound, aſwell in Coyne and the value of every pound, that every ſuch perſon, Fraternity, Guild, Cor. 
poration, Myſtery, 2 Comonaltie, corporate or not corporate, hath of his or their owne, or 
any other to his or their vſe, as alſo Plate, ſtocke of merchandizes, all maner of Corne and blades, 


| houſhold ſtuffe, and of all other goods moueable, aſwell within the Realme as without, and of all ſummes 


of money as to him or them is or ſhal] be owing, whereof he or they truſt in his or their conicience, 
farely to be paid, except and out of the premifles deducted, ſuch ſummes of money as he or they owe, 
and in his or their conſciences intendeth truely to pay: and except allo, the . of ſuch perſons, 
their wives and children belonging to their owne bodies, (ſauing iewels, gold, filuer, ſtone and peœarle, 
mall pay to and for the firſt payment of the ſaid Subſidie, twenty pence of euery om, and to and 
for the tecond paiment of the ſaid Subſidie twelue pence of every pound. And alto every Alien and 
ranger borne out of the Queenes obeiſance, aſwell Denizen as others, inhabiting within this Realnc, 
of every pound that he or they haue in Coine, and the value of euery pound in Plate, Corne, Graine, 
Merchandizes, Houſhold ſtuffe, or other goods. iewels, chattels moueable or vamoueable, as is aforelaid, 
afwell within this Realme as without, and of all ſummes of money to him or them owing, wherot he vr 
they truſt in his or their conſciences to be paid (except out of the ſame premiſſes deducted, euery ſuch 
ſumme or ſummes of money, which he or they doe owe, and in his or their conſcience or conſciences in- 
tend truely to pay) ſhall pay of and for euery pound, to and for the firſt payment of the ſaid Subſidie, 
three ſhillings and foure pence, and to and for the ſecond paiment of the ſaid Subſidie two ſhillings of 
euery pound.

IX. And be it further enacted by the authoritie aforeſaid, that euery perſon borne vnder the Queenes 

obeiſance, and every Corporation, Fraternitie, Guild, Myſtery, Brotherhood, and Commonaltie, corpo- 


rate or not corporate, for every pound that euery of the ſame perſon, & every Corporation, Fraternitie, 


Guild, Myſtery, Brotherhood, & Commonalty, corporat or not corporat, or any other to his or their 
vie, hath in fee imple, fee taile, for terme of life, terine of yeeres, by execution, wardfhip, or by copie 
of Court Roll, of and in any Honors, Caſtles, Manors, Lands, Tenements, Rents, Seruices, Here- 
ditaments, Annuities, Fees, Corrodies, or other yeerely profits, of the yeerly value of twenty thillings, 
aſwell within ancient demeane and other places priuileged, cr elſewhere, and ſo vpwards, ſhall pay to, 
and for the firſt paiment of the ſaid Subſidie two ſhillings eight pence, of and for euery pound: and 
to and for the ſecond paiment of the ſaid Subſidie, fixteen pence, of, and for euery pound. And euery 
Alien borne out of the Queenes obeiſance, in ſuch caſe to pay at the firſt of the ſaid paiments, fiue ſhil- 
lings foure pence of every pound, and at the ſecond paiment two ſhillings eight pence of and for euery 
pound, And that all tummes preſented and chargeable by this Act, either for goods and debts, or either 
of them, or for lands and tenements, and other the premiſſes, as is in this Act conteined, ſhall he at 
either of the ſaid paiments ſet and taxed after the rate and portion, according to the true meaning of 
this Act (lands and tenements chargeable to the Diſmes of the Clergie, and yeerely wages due to ſer- 
uants for their yeerely ſeruice, other then the Queenes ſeruants, taking yeerely wages of fiue pounds or 
aboue, one!y excepted and forepriſed.) And that all Plate, Coyne, lewels, Goods, Debts and chatte!s 
perionals, being in the rule and cuſtodie ot any perſon and pertons, to the vie of any Corporation, Fra- 
ternity, Guild, Myſtery, brotherhood, or any Commonalty, being corporate or not corporate, be and 
Malbe rated, ſet and charged by reaſon of this Act, as the value certified by the preſenters of that certiti- 
cat, to be ſworne of euery pound of goods and dehts, as is aboueſaid.

And the particular ſums of euery Shire, Riding, Borough, 'Fowne and — places aforeſaid, 
with the particular names of ſuch as are chargeable for & to the ſezond paiment of the ſaid Subſidie, to 
be taxed and ſet by the Commiſſioners to the ſame to be limited, or two of them at the leaſt, with the 
names of the high Collectors, and in the ſame forme ſhalbe certified into the Queenes Exchequer, be- 


fore the twentieth day of February, which ſhall bee in the yeere of our Lord God 1559. And the faid 


ſums in maner and forme aforeſaid, to be taxed for the paiment of the ſaid Subſidie, tha!! be paid into 
the Queens receit of her Exchequer aforcſaid, to the vſe of our Souereigne Lady, before the foure and 
twentieth day of June next comming, and the ſaid ſummes in manner and forme aforeſaid, to be taxed 
for the ſecond paiment of the ſaid Subüidie, ſhall be paid into the receipt aforeſaid to the vſe aforeſaid, 
before the firſt day of March, which ſhall be in the yeere of our Lord God 1559. And the ſumme 
aboueſald, of and for the ſaid Subſidie, ſhall be taxed, ſet, aſked, and demanded, taken, gathered, 
leuied and paid to the vie of our Souereigne Lady, her heires and ſucceſſors, in forme abouetaid, aſwell 
within the liberties, Franchiſes, Sanctuaries, ancient Demeane, and other whatſoever place exempt or 
not exempt, as without, Except ſuch Shires, places and perſons, as ſhall be forepriſed in and by this 
preſent Act, any grant, Charter, preſcription, vſe, or libertie, by reaſon of any Letters patents, or other 
priuiledge, preſcription, allowance of the ſame, or whatſoever other matter of diſcharge heretofore to 
the contrary made, granted, vſed or obteined, notwithſtanding. 

XI. And it is further enacted by authority of this preſent Parliament, that euery ſuch perſon, aſwell 
ſuch as be borne vnder the Queenes obeiſance, as euery other ſtranger borne, Denizen or not De- 
nizen, inhabiting within this Realme, or within Vale, or other the Queenes dominions, which at the 
time of the ſaid aſſeilings or taxatio is, or either of them to be had or made, ſhall be out of this Realme, 
and out of //ales, and haue goods or chattels, landes or tenements, fees or annuities or other profits, 


within this Realme, or in /7ales, ſhall be charged and chargeable for the ſame, by the certificate of the 


inhabitants, of the parts where ſuch goods, chattels, lands, tenements, or other the premiſes, then 
ihall be, or in ſuch other place where — perſon or his factor, deputie or atturney, hall haue his moſt 
reſorte vato within this Realme, or in Hales, in like manner as if the ſaid perſon were, or had beene 
at the time of the laid aſſeſſing within this Realme. And that euery perſon abiding or dwelling within 
this Realme or without this Realme, ſhall bee charged or chargeable to the ſame Subſidie graunted by 
this Acte, according and after the rate of ſuch yeercly ſubſtance, or value of lands and tenements, goods 
chattels, and other the premiſſes, as euery perſon ſo to be charged ſhall be ſet at, in the time of the faid 
aſſeſſing or taxation vpon him to be made, and in none otherwiſe. 

XII. And further be it enacted by the authoritie aforeſaid, that for the aſſeſſing and ordering of the 
ſaid Subſidie to bee duely had, the — Chancellor of England, or the Keeper of the great Seale, the 
Lord Treaſurer of England, the Lord Steward of the Queenes Maieſties houſhold, the L. Preſident of the 
_ honourable Councel, & the Lord priuy Seale for the time being, or two of them at the leaft, 
wherof the L. Chancellor of England, or Keeper of the great Seale for the time being to be one, ſhal & 
may name & appoint, of & for every ſhire & riding, & other places aſwel within this realme as in 
IW-ales, & other the Queens dominions, & alſo of & for every citie & towne, being a County in it ſelfe, 
and of & for the Iſle of Might, ſuch certaine number of perſons of every of the ſame Shires, Ridings, 
Lathes, Wapentakes, Rapes, Cities, Townes & Iile of 1/725, and euery other place, and other the in- 
habitants of the ſame, to be Commiſſioners of and within the fame, whereof they be inhabitants. And 
alſo of, & for the honourable houthold of the Queenes Maleſtie in that ſhire, or other places the faid 
houſhold ſhall happen then to be. And the L. Chancellor or Keeper of the great Scale, and other with 
him betore — . in like maner may name and appoint of every ſuch Borough and Towne corpo- 
rate, aſwell in Euglond as in Wales, and other the Queenes dominions, as they {hall thinke requitite, 
ſixe, five, foure, three or two of the head officers, and other ſad honeſt inhabitants of the ſaid Cities, 
Boroughs and Townes corporat, according to the number & multitude of the people being in the fame, 
tie which perſons, if any ſuch be thereunto named, of the ſaid inhabitants of the ſaid Boroughs and 
Townes corporat, not being Counties in themſelues, ſhall be ivined and put in as Commiiſſtoners, with 
the. perſons named for ſuch Shires and Ridings, as the ſaide Boroughs and towns corporat, not being 
Counties in themſelues, be ſet and haue their being, which perſons ſo named for and of the ſaid Bo- 
roughs and townes corporat, not being Counties, by reaſon of their dwelling in the fame, ſhal not take 
vpon them, ne none of them, to put any part of their Commiſſion in execution for the N out 
of the ſaid Boroughs and Townes corporate, wherein they, being fo named onely for the tame, bee 
dwelling. And allo not to execute the ſaid Commiſſion within the Borough or towne corporat where 
they be ſo dwelling, but at ſuch daies & times as the ſaid other Commiſſioners, for the ſame Shire and 
Riding ſhall thereunto limit and appoint within the fame Borough or "Towne corporat, not being County 
corporat, wherof they ſo be, whe not out of ſuch Borough or Towne, and in that maner to be aiding 
and aſſiſting with the ſaid other Commiſſioners, in and for the good executing of the effect of the faid 
Commiſſion, vpon pain of euery of the ſaid Conuniſſioners, ſo named for cuery ſuch Citie, Borough, 
tonne corporat, not being a County, to make ſuch fine as the faid other Commiſſioners in the Com- 
miſſion of and tor the ſaid ſhire or riding ſo named, or three of them at the leaſt, ſhal by their diſcre- 
tions ſet & certitie into the Queens Exchequer, there to be levied to the vſe of the Queens Maieſtie, in 
like maner as ſuch or like ſummes had been ſet and rated upon euery ſuch mn tor the ſaid Subſidy. 
The which Commiſſioners ſo named of and for the ſaid Cities, Boroughs, and townes, not being Coun- 


ties, and only put in the ſaid Commiſſion, by _—_ of their dwelling in the ſame, ſhal not haue any 
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part of the portion of the fees and rewards of the Commiſſioners and their Clerks, in this Act aſter- 
ward ſpecified. And the L, Chancellor of England, or Keeper of the great Seale, for the time being, 
ſhal make & direct out of the Court of Chancerie, vnder the great Seale, ſeueral Commiſſions : that is to 
fay, to euery Shire, Riding, Lath, Wapentake, Rape, City, Towne, Borough, Ifle & houſhold, vnto 
ſuch perſon & perſons, as by his diſcretion & other with him afore-named and appointed in like maner 
and forme as is afore rehcarſed, thalbe thought ſufficient for the ſeſſing and leuying of the ſaid Subſidie, 
in all ſhircs and places, according to the true meaning of this Act; which Commiſſion for the firſt pai- 
ment of the ſaid Subſidie, ſhall be directed and delivered to the ſaid Commiſſioners, or to one of them, 
before the firſt day of April next comming. And the Commiſſion for the ſecond paiment of the ſaid 
Subſidie, thall be directed and delivered to the ſaid Commiſſioners, or one of them before the firſt day 
of January, which ſhalbe in the yere of our Lord God 1559. And to euery of the ſaid Commiſſioners, 
ten ſcedules, conteining in them the tenor of this Act, thall be affiled. By which Commiflion, the 
Commiſſioners in euery ſuch Commiſſion, named according to this Act, & as many of them as ſhalbe 
appointed by the ſaid Commiſſion, ſhal haue ful power and authority to put the effect of the ſame Com- 
miſſion in execution. And that by authoritie of this Act, after ſuch Commiſſions to them directed, they 
may by their aſſents & agreements ſeuer themſelues for the execution of their Commiſſion, in Hundreds, 
Laths, Wards, Rapes, Wapentakes, Townes, Pariſhes & other places, within the limits of their ſaid 
Commiſſion, in ſuch forme as to them ſhall ſeeme expedient to be ordered, and between them to be 
communed and agreed, according to the tenor and etfect of the Commiſſion to them therein directed, 
»pon which ſeuerance, euery perſon of this preſent Parliament, that ſhall bee Commiſſioner, ſhall be 
Viiened in the hundred where he dwelleth. 

XIII. Prouided alwayes, that no perſon be or ſhall be compelled to be any Commiſſioner, to and for 
the execution of this preſent Act, but onely in the Shire where he dwelleth and inhabiteth. And that 
any perſon being aſſigned to the contrary thereof, in any wiſe ſhall not be compelled to put in execution 
the effect of this Act, or any part — And it is alſo enacted by authority of this preſent Parliament, 
that the Commiſſioners and euery of them, which thall be named limited, and _— according to 
this Act, to be Commiſſioners in euery ſuch Shire, Riding, Lath, Wapentake, Rape, City, Towne, 
Borough, Iſle, and the ſaid houſhold or any other place, and none other, ſhal truely, effectually, and 
diligently for their part, execute the effect of this preſent Act, according to the tenor thereof in euery 


behalfe, and none otherwiſe by any other meanes, without omiſſion, tauour, dread, malice, or any 


other thing to be attempted and done by them, or any of them, to the contrary thereof. And the faid 
Commiſſioners, and as many of them as ſhall be appointed by the ſaid Commiſſion, and none other, 
for the execution of the ſaid Commiſſion and Act, ſhal for the taxation of the faid firſt payment of the 
ſaid Subſidy, before the ſixt day of Aprill next comming: and for the taxation of the ſaide ſecond pay- 
ment of the ſaid Subſidy, ſhall before the ſixt day of Fanuery, which ſhall be in the yeere of our Lord 
God 1559, by vertue of the Commiſſions delivered vnto them in forme aboueſaid, direct their ſeverall 
or ioynt precept, vnto eight, ſeuen, ſixe, five, foure, or three or more, as for the number of the In- 
habitants ſhall be requiſite, of the moſt ſubſtantiall, diſcrect and honeſt perſons, Inhabitants, to be 
named by the ſaid Commiſſioners, or by as many of them, as ſhall be appointed by the ſaid Commil- 
fion, of and in Hundreds, Lathes, Rapes, Wapent:kes, Wards, Pariſhes, Townes and other places, 
as well within liberties, franchiſes, ancient demeanes, places exempted, and ſanctuaries, as without, 
within the limits of the Shires, Ridings, Lathes, Wapentakes, Rapes, Cities, Townes, Boroughes or 
Ille aforeſaide, and other places within the limits of their Commiſſion, and to the Conſtables, ſubcon— 
ftables, Bailiffes, and other like o#icers or miniſters of euery of the faid Hundreds, Townes, Wards, 
Lathes, Wapentakes, Pariſhes and other places aforeſaid, as to the faid Commiſſioners, and euery num- 
ber of them, or vnto three or two of them by their diſcretion in diuiſion ſhall ſezme expedient, as by 
the manner and uſe of the parties ſhall be requilite, ſtrictly by the ſame precept charging and command- 
ing the ſame Inhabitants, Conſtables, and other officers fen li to whom ſuch precept ſhall be fo di- 


_ rected, to appeare in their proper perſons, before the ſaid Commiſſioners, or ſuch number of them as 


they ſha}l diuide themſelues, according to the tenor of the ſaid Commiſſion, at certaine dayes and places, 
by the ſaid Commitlioners, or any number of them, as is aforeiaid, within Cities, Boroughes or Townes 
corporate, or without, in any other place, as is aforeſaid, by their ditcretions ſhall bee limitted there- 
unto, to doe and accomplith all that to them on the part of the Queenes Mai:ſtie ſhall be inioyned touch- 
ing this Act, Commanding further by the fame precept, that he to whote hands ſuch precept ſhall 
come, ſhall ſhew or deliuer the ſame to the other inhabitants or officers named in the laid precept, & 
that yo of them faile to accompliſh the ſame, vpon paine of 40. s. to be forfeited to the Queens 
maieſty. | | 

XIV. And it is further ordained. by the authority cf this preſent Parliament, that the ſaid day and 
— prefixed and limited in the ſaid precept, euery of the Commiſſioners then being in the Shire, and 
muing no ſufficient excuſe for his abſence at the day and place pretixed for that part whereunto he was 
limited, ſhall appeare in his proper perſon, that there the ſame Commiſſioners being preſent, or as 
many as ſhall be appointed by the Queenes Maieſties Commiſſion, ſhall call or cauſe to be called before 
them the ſaid inhabitants and officers to whom they haue directed tteir {aide precepts, and which had

XV. And euery other perſon that ſhall appeare there by the ſame precepts, from time to time, ſhall 
make like oath, and vpon the oath ſo taken, as 1s aforeſaid, by the inhabitants and officers of every hun- 
dred, ward, wapentake, towne or other place, the ſaid Commiſſioners ſhall openly there read, or cauſe 
to be read vnto them the ſaid rates, and openly declare the effect of their charge vito them, in what 
manner and forme they ought and ſhould make their certificat, according to the rates and ſummes thereof 
aboueſaid. And of all manner of perſons, as well of aliens, and ſtrangers, denizens, or not denizens, 
inhabiting within this Realme, as of ſuch perſons as be borne vnder the Queenes obeiſance, chargeable 
to this Act. And of the poſſeſſions, goods and chattels, of fraternities, guildes, corporations, brother- 
hoods, myſteries and Commonalties, and other as is aboueſaid, and of perſons being in the parts beyond 
the ſeas, hauing goods or chattels, lands or tenements within this Realme, as is aforeſaid, and of all 
goods being in the cuſtody of any perſon or perſons, to the vie of any other as is aforeiaid, by the 
which information and ſhewing, the ſaid perſons ſhould haue ſuch plaine knowledge of the true intent of 
this preſent Act, and of the manner of their certiticat, that the ſame perſons ſhould haue no reaſonable 
cauſe to excuſe them by ignorance, and after fuch oath, and the Statute of the faid Subſidy, and the 
manner of the ſaid certificat, to be made in writing, containing the names and ſurnames of cuery per- 
ſon, and whether he be borne without the Queenes obeiſance or within, and the beſt value of every 
perſon in every degree, as well of yeerly value ef lands and tenements, and of ſuch like poſſeſſions and 
profits, as the value of goods and chattels, debts, and euery thing to their certificat requiſite and ne- 
ceſſary to them declared, the ſaid Commithoners there being, ſhall by their diſcretions appoint and limit 
vnto the ſaid perſons, an other day and place to appeare before the ſaid Commiſſioners, and charging 
the ſaid perſons that they in the meane time tnall make diligent inquiry, by all wayes and meanes of the

dible perſons there witnefſed bee had. And of fuch as appeare ready to make certificat as is aiorefaid, 
the ſaid Commiſſioners there being, ſhall take and receive the fame ce:tificat and euery part thereof, aud 
the names, values and ſubſtance ct euery perſon fo certified, and if the ſame Commiſſioners ſee caute 
reaſonable, they ſhall examine the ſaid Preſeutors thereof. And therevpon the ſaid Commiſſioners at 
the ſaid dayes and place by their agreement amongſt themſelues, ſhall from time to time openly there 
prefix a day, at a certaine place or places within the limits of their commiſſion, by their diſcretion for 
their further proceeding to the ſaid aſſeſſing of the ſame Subſidy, and therevpon at the ſaid day of the 
ſaid certificat, as is aforeſaid, taken, the ſame Commilſioners hall make their precept or precepts to the

XVII. And if any perſon certified or rated by vertue of this Act, be he Commiſſioner or other, to 
any manner of value doth find himſelfe griened with the ſame preſentment, ſeſſing or taxing, and there- 
upon complaine to the Commiſſioners before whom he ſhall be rated, ſeſſed, or taxed, dr before two 
of them, that then the ſaid Commiſſioners ſhall by all wayes and meanes examine particularly and diſ- 
tinctly the perſon ſo complaining, and other his neighbours by their diſcretion of euery his Lands and 
Tenements aboue ſpecified, and of euery his goods, chattels and debts aboue mentioned and after duc 
examination and perfect knowledge thereof had and perceiued by the ſaid Commiſſioners, which thall 
haue power by the authority aforeſaid, the ſaid Commiſſioners or two of them to whom any ſuch com- 
plaint ſhall bee made, by their diſcretions, vpon the oath of the ſaid perſon ſo complaining, may abate, 
defaulke, increaſe or enlarge the ſame Aﬀefiment; according as it ſhall appeare vnto them 1uſt vpon the 
ſame examination.

Commiſſioner of this Subſidy ſhall bee rated or taxed for his goods or lands, but in the Shire and other 
place where he ſhalt be'Commiſſioner. © And that if any perſon chargeable to this Act, at the time of 
the faid aſſeſſing, happen to be out of this Realme, and out of Wales, or farre from the place where he 
ſhall be knowen, then he to be ſet where he was laſt abiding in this Realme, & within Heer, and bett 
knowen, & after the ſubſtance & value, and other profits of euery perſon knowen by the examination, 
certificat, and other manner of wiſe as is aforeſaid. The ſaide Commiſſioners,” or as many of thein 43 


ſhall be appointed by the Queenes Maieſties Commiſſion, ſhall after the rate aforeſaid, ſet and tane 


cuery perſon according to the rate of the ſubſtance and value of his landes, goods and other protits 
whereby the greateſt and moſt beſt ſumme, according to his moſt ſubſtance, by reaſon of this Act, might 
or may bee ſet or taxed. - | | | 

XIX. Prouided alwayes, that euery ſuch perſon which ſhall be ſet or taxed for payment of and to 


this Subſidy, for and after the yeerely value of his Lands, Tenements and other reall poſſeſſions, cr 


profits, at any of the ſaid raxations, ſhall not be ſet and taxed for his — and chattels, or other 
mooueabie ſubſtance at the ſame taxations. And that hee that ſhall be charged or taxed for the ſame 


dubſi y, for his goods, chattels and other mooueables at any of the faid taxations, ſhall not be charged, 
taxed or chargeable for his lands, or other reall poſſeſſions ànd profits aboueſaid, at the ſame taxations, 
nor that any perfon be double charged for the ſaid Subſidy, neither ſet or taxed at ſeuerall places by 

reaſon of this Act, any thing contained in this preſent Act notwithſtanding. 
XX. And that it be ordained by the ſaid authority of this prefent Parliament, that no perſon having 
two manſions or two places to retort vnto, or calling himſelfe houthold ſeruant, or waiting ſeruant 16 
4 the 
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the Queenes Maieſtie, or other Lord or Lady, maſter or wiſtreſſe, be excuſed vpon his ſaying from the 
taxes of the ſaid Subſidy in either of the places where he may be ſet, vnleſſe he bring a certificat in 
writing from the Commiſſioners where that he is fo ſet in deed at one place. Ard if any perſon that 
ought to be ſet, by reaſon of his remcouing or reſorting to two places, or by reaſon of his aying that 
he elſewhere was taxed, or by reaſon of ay priuiledge by his dwelling or abiding in any place, not be- 
ing forepriſed in this Act, or otherwiſe by his couin or craft happen to eſcape from th< ſaid taxations, 
and be not fet, and that prooued by preſentment, examination or information, before the ſaid Com- 
miſſioners, or as many of them as ſhall be by the fame Commiſſion appointed, or by the Barons of the 
Queenes Maieſties Exchequer, or two Juftices of the peace, of the County where ſuch perſon dwelleth, 
then euery ſuch perſon that by ſuch meanes or otherwiſe willingly by couin ſhall happen to eſcape 
from the Aid taxation or payment aforeſaid, and not be taxed, rated and ct, ſhall be charged vpon the 
knowledge and proofe thereof, with and at the double value that hee ſhould or ought to haue beene fer 
at afore, according to his behauiour, the ſame double value to be leuicd, gathered and paid of his goods 
and chattels, lands and tenements towards the ſaid Subſidy, and further to be — according to 
the diſcretions of the Earons, ſuſtices, and Commiſſioners, before whom he ſhall be conuicted for his 
offence and deceipt in that behalte. 

XXI. And further be it enacted by the authority aforeſaid, that the ſaid Commiſſioners of euery Com- 
miſſion, ſhall according to their diuifions, and after they be diuided, haue full power and authority by 
this Act, to ſet, taxe, and ſeſſe every other Commiiſioner, ioyned with them in euery ſuch Commiſſion 
and diviſion, & ſhall alſo aſſeſſe euery Aſſeſſor, within their diuifion, for his and their Goods, Lande, 
and other the premiſſes, as is aboueſaid. By the which ſaid Commiſſion, the ſaid Commiſſioners fal! 
indifferently ſet, taxe and aſſeiie themſelues, and the faid Aſſeſſors. And that as well the ſummes pon 
euery of the ſaid Commiſſioners and Aſſeſſors fo aſſeſſed, rated and taxed, as the ſummes made and pre- 
ſented by the Preſentors, ſworne as is aboueſaid, ſhall be written, certified, ſet and eſtreated, and the 
eſtreats there? to be made with other the Inhabitants of thoſe parts within the limits of the fame Com- 
miſſion and diuiſion, fo to be gathered and leued, in Ike manner as it ought or ſhould haue beene, if 
the ſaid Commiſſioners had not beene in the taide Commiſſion, And that all perſons of the eſtate of a 
Baron or Barons, and euery eſtate aboue, ſhail bee charged with their freehold and value, as is aboue- 
ſaid, by the Chancellor or Keeper of the great Seale, Treaſurer of England, Lord Preſident of the 
Queenes Maieſties priuy Counſell, and Lord priuy Seale for the time being, or other perſons by the 

Weenes Maieſties authority to be limited, and they to be charged for the ſaid ſeuerall payments of the 
ſaid Subſidy, after the forme of the ſaid Grant, according to the taxation atoreſaid, and the ſummes 
vpon them ſet, with the names of the Collectors appointed for the 2 and paying of the ſame, 
to bee eſtreated, deliuered and certified, at dayes and places aboue ſpecified, by the Lord Chancellor, 
or Keeper of the great Seale, Treaſurer, Lord Preſident of the Counſell, and Lord priuie Seale for the 
time being, or ſuch other perſons as ſhall bee limited by the Queens Maieſtie. And after the taxes and 
aſſeſſes of the ſaid ſummes vpon and by the ſaid atiefing and certiticat, as is aforeſaid, made, the la. d 
Commulſioners, or as many of them as thali be thereunto appainted hy the Queenes !Maiztties Comniil- 
ſion, ſhall with all ſpeed, and without delay, by the writing eſtreated of the laid taxe thereof, vnder the 
Seales and ſignes manuell of the {aid Commiſlioners, or as many of them as ſhall be appointed at the 
lenſt, to be made, be delivered vnto ſufficient and ſubſtantial Inhabitants, Conſtables, ſubconſtables, 
Bailiffes, and other officers, ioyntly, of hundreds, townes, pariſhes, and other places aforeſaid, within 
their limits, or to other ſufficient perſons Inhabitants of the ſame onely, by the diſcretion of the faid 
Commiſſtoners, and as the place and parties ſhall require, as well che particular names and ſarnamcs, 
as the remembrance of all ſummes of money, taxed and ſet, of and vpon every perſon, as wel man 28 
woman, chargeable to this Act, houſeholder, and all other Inhabitants and dwellers within the {aid 
pariſhes, townes and places contributory to this Act of Subſidy. By authority of which writing or 
efireat fo delivered, the ſaid officers and other perions ſo named and depuicd frueraily, ſhall haué full 
power and authority by vertue of this Act, immediately after the deliuery of the ſaid Writing or eſtreat, 
to demaund, leuy, and gather of every perſon therin ſpecified, the ſumme or {ummes in the fame writ- 
ing or eſtrest comprifed, and for non payment thereof, to diftraine the tame perſon or perſons fo being 
behind, by their goods and chattels, and the diſtreſſe io taken, to keepe by the ſpace of eight dayes, 
at the coſtes and charges of the owner thereof. And if the ſaid owner doe not pay ſuch ſumme of mo- 
ney as ſhall be taxed by this Act, within the ſame eight dayes, then the ſame diſtreſſe to be appraiſe 


by foure, three or two of the Inhabitants where ſuch diſtreſſe is taxen, & aiſo to be ſold by the fad 


Conſtable or other Collector, for the pajment of the ſaid money, and the overp!is comming ct the ſale 
and keeping thereof (it any be) to bee im mediatly reſtored to the owner of the ſame diſfreſſe, which 


ſaid officers and other perſons ſo deputed to aſke, take, gather, and leuie, the ſald fammes, thall an- 


ſwere and be charged for the portion only to them aſſigned or limited, to be gathered, leuied, and com- 
priſ-d in the ſaid writing or eitreat ſo to them (as is aforeiaid) delivered, to the vie of our Soueragne 
Lad the Queenes Maieſtie, and her heires, and ſucceſſors. And the jaid ſumme in that writing ar 
eſtreat compriſed, to pay vnto. the high Collector or Collectors of the place for the collection of the 
fame, in maner and forme vnder written, thereunto to be named and, deputed, aud the fame jnhabi- 
tanis and officers ſo gathering the ſame 122 ſummes, for their collection thereof, ſhall retaine for 
euery twenty thillings to by them rcceived and paid, two pence, and that to be allowed at the payment 
of their collection by them to be made to the high Collector or Collectors. i : 
XXII. And further be it evacted by the faid authoritie, that the, ſaid Commiſſoners, or the more par 
of them, as {hall take vpon them the execution and buſineſſe af the faid Commiſſion, ſhall for either of 
the ſame payments of the ſald Subſidie, name ſuchi ſulficient and able perions, which then thall 2 
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poſſeſſed lands, and other hereditaments, in their owne right, of the yeerely value of twentie pounds, or 
oods, to the value of two hundred markes at the leaſt. And the perſons ſeuerally by the diſeretions of 
the ſame Commiſſioners, in Shires, Ridings, Lathes, Wapentakes, Rapes, Cities, Townes corporat, 
and other whatſocuer places, as well within places priuiledged as without not being forepriſed within this 
AQ, to be high Collectors, and haue the collection and receipt of the ſaid ſums, ſet and leuiable within 
the precinct, limit, and bounds where they #ſhall be fo limited to gather and receiue, to euery of the 
which Collectors fo ſeuerally named, the ſaid Commiſſioners, or two of them at the leaſt, ſhall with all 
ſpced & without delay, after the ſaid whole ſum of the ſaid ſubſidie, be ſet by all the limits of the ſame 
— their commiſſion, or in ſuch limits as the high Collectors ſhalbe to ſeuerally aſſigned, ſhall vnder their 
ſeales & ſignes manuell, deliver one eſtreat indented in parchment to euery of the ſaid high Collectors, 
compriſing in it the names of all ſuch perſons as were aſſigned to leuie the ſaid particular ſums, and the 
ſums of euery Hundred, wapentake, towne or other place aforeiaid, with the names and ſurnames of 
the perſons lo chargeable, according to the eſtreat ſo firſt thereof made, as is aforeſaid, and delivered, and 
the Collector to be aſſigned, ſhall be charged to anſwere the whole ſumme compriſed in the ſaid eſtreat 
}:mited to his collection, as is aforeſaid. : f ; 

XXIII. Prouided alwayes, and be it enacted by the authoritie aforeſaid, that the ſaid Commiſſioners 
hauing authority by this Act, to name and nominate the ſaid high Collectors of the faid Subſidie, ſhall 
immediatly vpon the nomination and election, take by authority of this preſent Parliament, ſufficient re- 
cogniſances or obligations, without any fee or reward to be paid therfore of euery perſon fo by them to 
be named to be high Collector, to be bound to the Queens Maieſtie in the double ſumme of the ſumme 

| of his collection, and to bee indorſed and made vpon ſuch condition: that is to ſay, for the Collection 
Te cer.dirions of the ſaid firſt paiment of the ſaid Subſidie, that if the ſaid Collector, his heires or executors do truely 
©; he Reco: Of © content and pay to the vie of the Queens Maieſtie, her heires or executors, in the receipt of the ſaid 
or the Subſidie. Exchequer, before the ſaid foure and twentieth day of June next comming, ſo much of the ſumme 
* of money allotted and appointed to his collection, as he ſhall collect and gather, and content and pay 

the reſidue of his collection and charge, within one moneth next after ſuch time as he hath gathered 
and collected the ſame reſidue, that then the ſaid recogniſance or obligation to be void, or elie to ſtand 
© in full ſtrength and vertue.” And for the collection of the ſecond paiment of the ſaid Subſidie, vpon 

The like for the condition, that if the ſaid Collector, his heires or executors, doe truely content and pay to the vſe of 
ſecond paiment. © the Queens Maieſty, her heires or executors, in her receipt of the Exchequer, before the firſt day of 
March, which ſhalbe in the yere of our Lord God a thouſand five hundred fifty nine, ſo much of the 

© ſaid ſum of mony allotted & appointed to his collection, as he ſhall collect and gather, & content and 

© pay the reſidue of his collection and charge, within one moneth next after ſuch time as he hath ga- 

© thered and collected the ſame reſidue : that then the ſaid recogiſance or obligation to be void, or els to 

© ſtand in full ſtrength and vertue:“ which faid ſeueral recogniſances or obligations fo taken, the faid 
Commiſſioners ſhal ſeuerally certifie & deliver into the 327 Maieſties Exchequer, with the ſeueral 

certificats of the ſaid taxations & rates of the paiments of the ſaid Subſidy, at & by the time to them 

preſcribed & appointed by this Act, for the certificat of the ſaid ſeueral taxations of the ſaid Subſidy, 

vpon pain of forfeiture of x. li. to the Queens Maieſty, for euery recogniſance or obligation not certified, 

And that euery ſuch collector ſo elected named & choſen, vpon requeſt to him made, ſhall knowledge 

& make the ſaid recogniſance or obligation, vpon like paine and forfeiture of x. li. to the Queenes Ma- 

icſtie tor the refuſall thereof, and euery Collector ſo deputed, hauing the faid eſtreat in parchment, as is 

aforeſaid, ſhall haue authority by this Act, to a point dayes and places within the circuit of his Col- 

lection, for the payment of the ſaid Subſidy, to him to be made, and thereof to giue warning by Pro- 

clamation or otherwiſe, to all the Conſtables or other perſons, or Inhabitants, hauing the charge of 

the particular collection, within the Hundreds, Parithes, Townes, or other places by him or them 

limited to make payment for their ſaid particular Collection of every ſumme, as to them ſhall appertaine. 

And if at the ſaid day and place fo limited and prefixed by the faid Collector, the faid Conſtable, Offi- 

cers, or other perſons or inhabitants, as is aforeſaid, for the ſaid particular collection, aſſigned and ap- 

pointed within the Hundred, Citv, Towne, or other place, doe not pay vnto the ſaid Collectors, the 

ſumme within their ſeuerall Hundreds, Townes, Parithes, or other places due and compriſed in the 

ſaid eftreat thereof, to him delivered by the ſaid Commiſſioners, or ſome of them, as is aforefaid, or 

ſo much thereof as they haue by any meane received two pence of cuery pound for the ſaid particular 

collection as is aforeſaid, alwayes to be thereof allowed, excepted and abated, that then it (hall be aw- 

tull to the ſaid high Collectors, and euery of them, and to their aſſignes, to diſtreine euery of the faid 

Conitables, Officers, and other inhabitants, for their ſaid ſeuerall and particular collection of the ſaid 

ſummes compriſed in the ſaid eſtreat and writing thereof, to them and euery of them, as is before ex- 

reſſed, delivered, or foraſmuch of the ſumme as ſo then ſhall happen to be rt and leuyed, and 

e behind and vnpaid, by the goods and chattels of euery of them, ſo being behind. And the dittrefle 
ſo taken, to bee kept 3 and ſolde as is aforeſaid, and thereof to take and leuy the ſummes ſo 
then being behind and vnpaid. And the ouerplus comming of the ſale of the ſaid diſtreſſe (if any be) 
to be reſtored and deliuered unto the owner, in forme aboue remembred. 

XXIV. Prouided alwayes, that no perſon inhabiting in any City, Borough or Towne corporate, 
ſhallbe compelled to be an Aſſeſſor or Collector, of, or for any part of the Subſidy, in any place or 
places out of the ſaid City, Borough or Towne corporate, where he dwelleth. 

XXV. And it is alſo by the ſaid authority enacted, That if any inhabitant or officer, or whatſoeuer 

perion or perſons charged to and for the collection or receipt of any part or portion of the ſaid Subſidie, 
by any maner of meanes, according to this Act, or any perſon or perſons tor themſelves, or as keeper, 


 gardian, deputie, factor or Attourney, of, or for any other perſon or perſons, of any goods and cha 
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tels, whereof the owner thereof, at the time of the ſaid aſſeſſing to bee made, being out of this Realme, 
or in any other parts not knowne, or of and for the goods and chattels of any other perſon or perſons, 
of any corporation, fraternitie, myſterie, or other whatſoeuer comonaltie, being incorporat or not in- 
corporat, and all perſons, hauing in their rule, gouernance and cuſtody, any goods or chattels at the 
time of the ſaid aſſeſſing, or any of them, to be made, or which for any cauſe, for and by collection, 
or for himſelfe, or for any other, or by reaſon that he hath the rule, gouernance or cuſtody of any goods 
or chattels, of any other perſon or perſons, corporation, commonaltie, fraternitie, guild or myſterie, or 
any ſuch other like, or as a factor, deputie or Attourney, of, or for any perfon, ſhalbe taxed, rated, 
valued and ſet to any ſumme or ſummes by reaſon of this Act, and after the taxation or aſſeſſing vpon any 
ſuch perſon or perſons as ſhalbe charged with the receipt of the ſame happen to die, or depart from the 
place where he was fo taxed and ſet, or his goods or chattels be ſo eloyned, or in ſuch priuie and couert 
maner kept, as the faid perſon or perſons, charged with the ſame, by eſtreats, or other writings, from 
the ſaid Commiſſioners, or as many of them as ſhall be there vnto appointed by the ſaid Commiſſion, 
as is aforeſaid, can, nor may leuie the fame ſumme or ſummes, compriſed within the ſame eſtreats, by 
diſtreſſe, within the limits of their collection, as is aforeſaid, or cannot tell ſuch diſtreſſe or diſtreſſes, as 
be taken for any of the ſaid payments, before the time limited to the high collector, for his payment to 
be made in the Queenes Maieſties receipt, then vpon relation thereof, with due examination, by the 
oth or examination of ſuch perſon or perſons, as ſhall be charged with and tor the receipt and collec- 
tion the ſame before the ſaid commiſſioners, or as many of them as by the ſaid commiſſion thal be there- 
unto appointed, where ſuch perſon or perſons, or other as is aforeſaid, their goods and chattels, were 
ſet and taxed, and vpon plaine certificat thereof made in the Queenes Maieſties Excheker by the fame 
commiſſioners, as well of the dwelling place, names, and ſummes of the ſaid perſons, of whom the 
faid ſummes cannot bee leuied and had as is aforeſaid, then aſwell the ,conftables and other inhabitants 
appointed for the ſaid particular collection, againſt the high collector vpdn the account and oth in the ſaid 

xcheker, to bee diſcharged thereof, and proceſſe to bee made for the Queenes Maieſtie out of the ſaid 
Excheker, by the diſcretion of the Barons of the ſaid Excheker againſt ſuch perſon, his heires or execu- 
tours, ſo being behind with his payment. And ouer that the fame commiſſioner to whom any ſuch de- 
claration of the premiſſes ſhall bee made in forme aforeſaid, from time to time, ſhall haue full power 
and authority to direct their precept or precepts vnto the ſaid perſon or perſons charged with any ſumme, 
of, for or vpon any ſuch perſon or perſons, or other as is aforeſaid, or to any other Shiriffe, Seward, 
Bailiffe, or other whatſoever officer, miniſter, perſon or perſons, of ſuch place or places where any 
ſuch perſon or perſons ſo owing ſuch ſumme or ſummes ſhall haue lands and tenements, or other here- 
ditaments, or reall poſſeſſions, goods, and chattels, whereby any fuch perſon or perſons ſo indebted, 
his heires, executours, or aſſignes, or other having the cuſtody, gouernance, or diſpoſition, of any goods, 
chattels, lands, or tenements, or other hereditaments, or which ought or may by this Act lawfully be 
diſtreined, or taken for the ſame, hath and ſhall haue, goods, chattels, lands, tenements, or other poſ- 
ſeſſions, whereof ſuch ſumme or ſummes, which by any ſuch perſon or perſons may or ought to be le- 
vied, be it within the limits of ſuch commiſſion, where ſuch perſon or perſons was and were taxed, or 
without, in any place within this realme of England, Wales, or other the Queenes Maieſties dominions, 
marches or terretories, by which precept aſwell ſuch perſon or perſons, as thall be charged to leuie ſuch 
money, as the officers of the place or places, where ſuch diſtreſſe may be taken, ſhall haue full power 


and authority, to diſtreine euery ſuch perſon indebted, charged, and chargeable by this Act, or his exe- 


cutours or adminiſtrators of his goods and chattels, his gardians, factors, deputies, leaſees, farmors, 
aflignes, and all other perſons, by whoſe hands or out of whofe lands, any ſuch perſon ſhould haue 
rent, fee, annuity, or other profit, or which at any time of the ſaid aſſeſſings, ſhall haue goods or chat- 
tels, or any other thing mooucable, of any ſuch perſon or perſons, being indebted, or owing ſuch 
ſumme, and the diſtreſſe fo taken, cauſed to be kept, appraiſed, and fold, in like maner and forme as is 
aforeſaid, for the diſtreſſe to bee taken vpon ſuch perſons to bee taxed to the faid Subſidie, and being 
ſufficient to diſtreine within the lemits of the collectors, inhabitants, or other officers, charged with, or 
tor the ſame ſummes, ſo vpon them to be taxed. And it any ſuch diſtreſſe for non payment, happen ta 
bee taken out of the limit of the ſaid perſons, charged and athgned to leuie the ſame, the perſons fa 
charged for the leuie of any ſuch ſumme by diſtreſſe, ſhall receiue and take of the ſame diſtreſſe, for the 
labour of every perſon, going for execution thereof, tor euery mile that any ſuch perſon fo laboureth 
for the ſame, two penſe. And euery farmer, tenant, gardian, factor, or other whatſoeuer perſon being 
diſtreined, or otherwiſe charged for paiment of any ſumme or ſummes, or any other ſumme b reaton 
of this Act, ſhall bee of ſuch ſumme or ſummes of him or them to bee leuied and taken, diſcharged and 
acquited at his next day of paiment of the ſame, or at the deliuerie of ſuch goods and chattels, as hee 
that is ſo diſtreined had in his cuſtody and gouernance, againſt him or them that ſhall bee to taxed or let, 
any grant or writing obligatorie, or other whatſocuer matter to the contrary made heeretofore notwith- 
ſtanding. And if any ſuch perſon that ſhould be fo diſtreined, haue no lands or tenements ſufficient 
whereby hee or his tenants and farmours may bee dittreined, or hath eloined, aliened, or hid his goods 
and chattels, whereby hee ſhould or might bee diſtreined, in fuch maner, that ſuch goods and chattels 
thall not bee knowne or found, fo that the fumme, of, or by him to be paid in the ſaid forme, ſhall, 
nor can conueniently be leuicd: then vpon relation thereof to the Commiſſioners, or to as many of 
them as by the ſaid Commition ſhalbe thereunto appointed, where ſuch perſon or perſons was taxed and 
ict, by the oths of him or them that ſhall bee charged with the leuie and payment of that ſumme or 
tummes, the fame Commiſſioners ſhall make a precept in ſuch maner as is aforefaid, for to attach, take, 
and arreſt, the body of ſuch perſon or perſons, that ought to pay the faid fummes, and by this Act tall 
be charged with, and for the ſaid ſumme and ſummes, and them ſo taken, ſafely to keepe in pri on 
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within the Shire or other place, where any ſuch perſon or perſons ſhall be taken and attached, there to re. 
maine without baile or mainpriſe, vntil he hath paid the ſame ſumme or ſums, that ſuch perſon for him. 
ſelfe, or for any other, by this Act ſhall be chargeable or ought to be charged withall. And alſo for the 
fees of euery ſuch arreſt, to him or them that ſhall execute ſuch precept twenty penſe. And that every 
officer vnto whom ſuch precept ſhall be directed, doe his true diligence, and execute the ſame vpon euery 
perſon ſo being indebted, vpon paine to forfeit tc the Qyeenes Maieſtie for every default in that behalfe, 
twenty thillings. And that no keeper of any gaole, from his gaole ſuffer any ſuch perſon to goe at large 
by letting to baile or otherwiſe, to depart out of his priſon, before he haue payed his ſaid debt, and t 

ſaid twenty pence for the ſaid arreſt, vpon pane to forfeit to the Queenes Mateſtie forty ſhillings. And 
the ſame gaoler to pay vnto the Queenes Maieſtie the double value, as well of the rate which the ſaid 
perſon ſo impriſoned was taxed at, as of the ſaid twenty pence for the fees, and like proceſſe and reme- 
dy in like forme ſhall be granted by the faid Commiſſioners, or as many of them as by the faid Com- 
miſſion ſhall be thereunto appointed, at like information of euery perſon or perſons, being charged with 
any ſumme of money, for any other perſon or perſons, by reaſon of the ſaid Subſidie, and not thereof 


payd, but wilfully withdrawne, nor the ſame leuiable without the limits where ſuch perſons were there- 


unto taxed. And if the ſumme or ſummes being behind vnpayd by any perſon or perſons, as is atore- 
faid to be leuied & gathered by force of the ſaid proceſſe, to be made by the faid Commiſſioners, or if 
in default, or for lacke of paiment thereof, the perſon or perſons ſo owing the ſaid ſum or ſums of mo- 


ney, by proceſſe of the ſame Commiſſioners, to be made as is aforeſaid, be committed to priſon in 


forme aboueſaid, that then the ſaid Commiſſioners which ſhall award ſuch proceſſe, ſhall make certificat 
thereof in the ſaid Exchequer, of that ſhalbe done in the premiſſes, in the Terme next following, after 
ſuch ſum or ſums of money ſo being behind, ſhalbe leuied and gathered, or ſuch perſon or perſons for 
non paiment of the ſame committed to priſon. And if it happen any of the ſaid Collectors to be aſſigned, 
or any Maiors, thiriffs, ſteward, conſtable, the headborough, burtholder, bailifle, or any other officer or 
miniſter, or other whatſoeuer perſon or perſons, to diſobey the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any of them, in 
the reaſonable requeſt to them made by the faid Commiſſioners, for execution of the ſaid commiſ- 
ſion, or if any of the officers or other perſons do refuſe that to them ſhall apperteine and belong to doe, 
by reaſon of any precept to him or them to be directed, or any reaſonable commandement, inſtance or re- 
queſt, touching the premiſſes, or other default in any appearance or collection to make, or if any per- 
ſon being ſuſpect, or not to be indifferently taxed, as is aforeſaid, doe refuſe to be examined according 
to the tenor of this Act before the ſaid Commiſſioners, or as many of them as ſhalbe thereunto aſſign- 
ed, as is aforeſaid, or wil not appeare before the fame Commiſſioners, vpon warning to him made, or 
elſe make reſiſtance or reſcous, vpon any diſtreſſe vpon him to be taken for any parcel] of the ſaid Sub- 
ſidie, or commit any misbehauiour in any maner of wiſe, contrary. to this Act, or commit any wilfull 
omiſſion, or other whatſoeuer wilful not doing or miſdoing, contrary to the tenor of this Act or grant, 
the ſame Commiſſioners, and euery number of them aboue remembred, or two of them at the leaſt, 
vpon probable knowledge of any ſuch miſdemeanors had by information or examination, thall and may 
ſet vpon euery fuch offender for euery ſuch offence, in name of a fine by the ſame offender to be for- 
feited fortie ſhillings or vnder, by the diſcretion of the ſame Commiſſioners. 

XVI. And further, the fame Commiſſioners, and euery number of them, or two of them at the 
leaſt, ſhall- haue authoritie by this preſent Act, to puniſh every ſuch offender by impriſonment, there to 
Temaine, and to bee delivered by their diſcretion as ſhall feeme to them conuenient, the ſaid fines, it 
any ſuch bee, to be certified by the ſaid Commiſſioners that fo aſſeſſed the ſame, into the Queens Ma- 
ieſties ſaid Exchequer, there to be leuied & paid by the Collectors of thoſe parts for the ſaid Subſidie, 
returned into the ſaid Exchequer, to be therewith charged with the paiment of the ſaid Subſidie, in ſuch 
maner as if the ſaid fines had bene ſet and taxed vpon the ſaid offenders for the ſaid Subſidy. 

XXVII. It is allo enacted by the faid authority of this Parliament, That euery of the faid high Col- 
lectors, which ſhal accompt for any part of the ſaid Subſidy, in the ſaid Exchequer, vpon their ſeuerall 
faid accompts to be yeelded, thalbe allowed at euery of the ſaid paiments of the ſaid Subfidy, for euery 


pound limited to his colſection, Whercof any ſuch Collector ſhalbe charged, and yeeld accompt vi. d. as 
parcel! of their charge, that is to fay, of every pound thereof, for ſuch perſon as then haue had the par- 
| ticular collection in the townes and other places, as is aforeſaid, ſpecified in his collection, two pence, 


and other two pence of euery pound thereof, euery of the ſaid chiefe Collectors, or their accomptants, 
to reteine to their owne vie tor their labour and charge, in, and about the premiſſes, and two pence of 
every pound reſidue to be delivered, allowed and payd for the ſaid Collectors, ſo being thereof allowed, 
to ſuch of the Commitiioners as (hall take vpon them the buſines and labour, for, and about the pre- 
miſſes (that is to fay) cucry Collector to pay that Commiſſioner or Commiſſioners which had the order- 


ing of the writings, of, and for the ſaid Subiidy, where the ſaid Collector or Collectors had their col- 


lection, for expenles of the faid Commiſſioners, ſo taking vpon them the ſaid bufines, and labour of 
their Clerks, writing the ſaid precepts & eſtreats for the ſaid collections, the ſame laſt two pence of 
cuery pound to be diuded emongit the laid Commiſſioners, hauing regard to their labour and buſines 
taken by them or their faid clerks, in & about the premiſſes, for the which part ſo to the ſaid Commil- 
ſioners aticiuing, the 121d Commiſſioners ſixe, fiue, foure, three, or as many of them as ſhalbe there- 
unto appointed by the {Queenes Maieſties Commiſſion, & every ef them ioyntly and ſeucrally for his and 
their jaid part, may haue his remedy againft the ſaid Collector or Collectors, which thereof bin and 
might haue bin allowed, by Action of debt, in which the defendant thall not wage his Law, neither 
protection, neither Iniunction, or other Eſſoine ſhall be allowed. And that no perſon now being of the 
number of the company of this preſent Parliament, nor any Commiſſioner, ſhal be named or aſſigned to be 


any Collector or ſub-collector or preſentor of the ſaid Subſidy, or of any part thereof, nor no Commiſſion- 
| | ers 
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ers ſhalbe compelled to make any preſentment or certificat, other then in the Queenes Maieſties ſaid Ex- 
chequer, of, for, or concerning the ſaid Subſidy, or any part thereof. And likewif, that none other 
erſon that ſhalbe named or aſſigned to bee Commiſſioners in any place, to & for the execution of this 
Act of Subſidy, be or ſhall be aſſigned or named, head Colletors of any of the payments of the ſaid 
Subſidy, neither of any part thereof. And that every ſuch perſon or perſons, which ſhalbe named and 
appointed as is aforeſaid, to be head Collectors, in and for the firſt paiments of this Subſidy, ſhal not be 
compelled to be Collector for the ſecond paiment of the faid Subſidy, or for any part thereof, And the 
faid Collectors which ſhalbe aſſigned for the collection of the ſaid Subſidy, or for any part thereof, & 
euery of them, be 2nd ſhall be acquited and diſcharged of all maner fees, rewards, & of every other 
charges in the Q. Maieſties Exchequer, or elſewhere, of them or any of them, by reaſon of that col- 
lection, paiment, or :ccompts, or any thing concerning the tame to be asked. And that if any perſon 
receive and take any fces, rewards, or pleaſures of any ſuch accompt, that then he ſhall forfeit to the 
ucenes Maieſtie for cuery peny, or the value of penie fo taken v. s. and ſuffer impriſonment at the 
—— Maieſties pleaſure. And after the taxing and aſſeſſing of the faid Subſidy, as is aforefaid, had or 
made, and the ſaid eſtreates therof in parchment, vnto the Collector in maner and forme before rehearſ- 
ed, deliuered, the faid Commiſſioners which thall take vpon them the execution of this Act, within the 
limits of their commiſſion, by their agreements ſhall haue meeting together, at which meeting cuery of 
the ſayd commiſſioners which then ſhall haue taken vpon them the execution of any part of the fayd 
commiſſion, ſhall by himſelfe, or by his ſufficient Deputie, truly certifie and bring foorth vnto the fad 
commiſſioners named in the fayd commiſſion, the certificate and preſentment made before him, and 
ſuch other commiſſioners as were limited with him in one limit, ſo that the ſame certificate may be ac- 
counted and caſt with the other Certificates of the other limits within the fame Commiſſion : and then the 
ſayd Commiſſioners, and every number of them, vnto two at the leaſt, as is aforeſayd, if any be in life, 
or their executors or adminiſtrators of their goods, if they then be dead, ſhall iointly and ſeuerally as 
they were divided within their limits, vnder their ſeales by their diſcretion, make one or ſcuerall writ- 
ings indented, containing in it aſwell the names of the ſaid collectors by the Commiſſioners, for fuch 
collection and account in the Eſchequer, and paiment in the fayd receipt, deputed and aſſigned, as the 
roſſe and ſeuerall ſummes written vnto euery ſuch collector, to receiue the ſayd Subſidie. And alſo all 
es, amerciaments, and other forfeitures, if any ſuch by reaſon of this Act happen to be within the 
preeinct and limit of their Commiſſion, to be certified into the Queenes Maieſties ſayd Eſchequer by the 
ſayd Commiſſioners, in which writing or writings, indented fo to be certified, ſhall be plainly declared 
and expreſſed, the whole and intire ſumme or ſummes of the ſayd Subſidie, ſeuerally limited to the col- 
lection of the ſayd collector, ſeuerally deputed and affigned to the collection of the ſayd fums, ſo that 


none of the ſayd collectors ſo certified in the ſayd Eſchequer, ſhall be compelled there to account or to 


be charged, but onely to and for the fumme limited to his collection, and not to or for any ſum limited 
to the collection of his fellow, but that euery of them, ſhall be ſeuerally charged for their part, limited 
to their collection. And if the ſayd Commiſſioners ioyned in one commiſſion, amongſt themſelues in 
in that matter cannot agree, or if any of them be' not ready, or refuſe to make Certificate with other 
of the ſame commiſſioners, that then the ſame commiſſioners may make ſeuerall indentures in forme 
aforeſayd, of their ſeuerall limits or ſeparations of collectors, within the limits of their commiſſion, vp- 
on, and in the hundreds, wards, wapentakes, laths, rapes, or ſuch other like diuiſions within their 
ſayd ſeuerall limits of their commiſſion, as the places there ſhall require to be ſeuered and diuided, and 
as the ſame commiſſioners ſhall ſeeme good to make diuiſions of their limits or collections, for the ſeue- 
rall charges of the ſame Collectors. So that alway, one Collector ſhall be charged and account for his 
part to him to be limited onely by himſelfe, and not for any ſumme limited to the part of any of his 
tellowes, and the charges of every of the Collectors, to be ſet and certified ſeuerally vpon them: and 
euery ſuch Collector vpon his account and paiment of the ſumme of money limited within his Collec- 
tion, to be ſeuerally by himſelfe acquited and diſcharged in the ſayd Eſchequer, without paying any ma- 
ner fees or rewards to any perſon or perſons for the ſame, vpon the paine and penaltie laſt aboueſaid, 
and not to be charged for any portion of any other collector. And if any Commilſioner after hee hath 
taken Certificate of them, that, as is aforeſayd, ſhall before any ſuch Commiſſioner be examined, and 
the ſummes rated and ſet, and the bookes and writings thereof being in his hands, or if any Collector 
or other perſon charged with any receipt of any part of the ſaid Subſidie, or any other perſon taxed, or 
otherwiſe by this Act charged with, and for any parcell of the ſayd Subſidie, or with any other ſummes, 
or fines, amerciament, penaltie, or other forfeiture, happen to die before the Commiſſioner, Collector, 
or other whatſoeuer perſon or perſons, haue executed, accompliſhed, fatisfied, or ſufficiently diſcharged, 
that which to euery ſuch perſon ſhall appertaine or belong to doe, according to this Act, then the execu- 
tors and heires of euery ſuch perſon, and all other ſeized ot any lands or tenements, that any ſuch perſon 
being charged by this Act, and deceſſing before he be diſcharged thereof, or any other to his vie onely 
had of eſtate of inheritance, at the time that any ſuch perſon was named commiſſioner, colle&tor, or 
otherwiſe charged with and for any maner of thing to be done, ſatisfied, or paid by reafon orf this Act, 
and all thoſe that haue in their poſſeſſions or hands, any goods or chattels, leaſes or other things that 

were to any ſuch perſon or perſons, at the time of his death, or any lands or tenements, that were the 

fame perſons at the time he was, as is aforetayd, charged by this Act, ſhall be by the ſame compelled 

and charged to doe and accompliſh to doe in every caſe, as the ſame perſon fo being charged ſhould have 

done, and might haue beene compelled to doe, if he had beene in plaine life, after ſuch rate of the 

lands and goods of the faid commiſſioner or collector, as the party ſhall haue in his hand: and it the

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Certificate, as is beforeſaid, then the ſayd perſon or perſons, that ſhall firſt ioine together, or he that ſhall 
firſt certifie the ſayd writing indented, as is aforeſaid, thall certified all the names of the commiſſioners of 
that commiſſion, whereupon ſuch writings ſhall be there then to be certified, with diuiſions of the hun. 
dreds, wapentakes, wards, tithings, or other places, to and among ſuch commiſſioners of the ſame 
commiſſion, with the names of the ſame commiliioners, where ſuch ſeparation and diuiſion ſhall be, 


- with the groſſe ſumraes of money, aſwell of and for the ſayd Subſidie, taxed, or ſet, of, or within the ſayd 


hundreds, wards, wapentakes, or other places, to him or them divided or aſſigned, that ſhall ſo certifie 
the ſayd firſt writing, as of fines, amerciaments, penalties, or other forfeitures, it any happen to be 
within the fame limits, whereof the ſame writings ſhall be certified, and after ſuch writing indented, 
which as is aforeſayd, ſhall be certified, and not containe in it the whole and full ſummes, ſet and taxed 
within the limits of the ſame Commillion, the other commiſſioners of the ſame, before the day of pai- 
ment of the ſayd Subſidie, hall certifie vnto the ſayd Eſchequer, by their writing or writings indented, to 


be made as is aforeſayd, the groſſe and ſeuerall ſummes, ſet and taxed within the places to them li- 


mited for the ſaid Subſidie, and other fines, amerciaments, penalties and forfeitures, with the names of 
the hundreds, wards, wapentakes, and other places to them aſſigned, or elſe by their ſayd writings in- 
dented, to certifie at the ſaid place, before the ſayd day of paiment, ſuch reaſonable cauſes for their 
excuſes, why they may not make ſuch certificate, of, and for the ſaid Subſidie, fines, amerciaments, 
and other forfeitures, growing or ſet by reaſon of the cauſes of their leets, or of their non certifying, as 
is aboueſayd, or elle in default thereof, Proceſſe to be made out of the Queenes Maieſties ſayd Ef- 


chequer, againſt the ſayd commiſſioners, and euery of them, not making certificate as is aforeſayd, by 


the difcretion of the treaſuror, or Barons of the layd Eſchequer. : | 
XXVIII. Prouided alwayes, and be it enacted by the authoritie aforeſayd, that the inhabitants of the 


Pariſh of Saint Martin, called Stampford Baron, in the Suburbs of the Borough and Towne of Stampford, in 


the South part of the water there called /Yc!land, which hereafter ſhall be contributorie to the paiment of 
this preſent Subſidie, granted to the Queenes Maieſtie, her heires and ſucceſſors, ſhalbe aſſeſſed, rated, and 
taxed for this time by ſuch commiſſioners which ſhall be appointed for the taxing, rating, and ſelling of 
ſuch Subſidie or taxe within the Countie of Lincolne, and ſhall be for this time contributorie, and pay the 
faid Subſidy to the Collector or collectors, which ſhall be aſſigned and appointed for the leuying and 
gathering of the ſame, with the Aldermen and Burgeſſes of the ſaid Borough and Towne of Stampford.

XXXI. Prouided alſo, that this preſent Act of Subſidy, ne any thing therein contained, extend to any 
of the Exgliſb inhabitants, or reſiants in any of the Counties o Arlen, Cumberland, MWeſimer- 
land, the Fowne of Barwike, the Towne of Newca/te!l upon Tine, and the Biſhopricke of Durham, nor 


to any of them, of, for, or concerning any manors, lands, tenements, or other poſſeſſions, goods, 


chattels, or other moueable {ubſtance, which the ſame inhabitants or dwellers, or any other to their 
viſe, haue wiihin the fayd Counties of Northumberland, Cumberland, Weſtmerland, or the Towne of Bar-

Prouided alſo, that this Act, nor any thing therein contained, ſhall extend to the goods 
or lands of any Colledge, hall, or hoſtel], within the Vniuerſities of Oxfird and Cambridge, or any of 
them, or to the goods or lands of the colledge of Minton, founded by Biſhop J/:ic#ham, or to the goods 
or lands of the colledge of Eaton next MWindſor, or to the goods or lands of any common free Grammer 
ſchoole within the Realme of England or Wales, or to the Goods of any Reader, Schoolemaſter, or 
Scholler, or any Graduat within the ſayd Vniuerſities and colledges, or any of them, there remaining for 
ſtudy, without fraud or couin, or to the goods and lands of any Hoſpitall, megſan de dieu, or Spittell 
houſe, prepared and vſed for the ſuſtentation and reliefe of poore people, any thing in this Act contained 
to the contrary, in any wiſe notwithſtanding.

But the 
ſayd inhabitants and reſiants in the ſayd fiue ports, and their members, be and ſhall be of, and from 
the ſayd grant and paiment of the ſayd Subſidy, during their reſiance there, and no longer, cleerely 
acquitted and diſcharged ; any matter, or whatſocuer thing in this preſent Act had or made to the con- 
trary notwithſtanding,

b OST humbly complaining, ſheweth vnto your Highneſſe, and to your high Court of Parlia- 
g M ment, your obedient ſubiects, the Bowyers, dwelling and inhabiting within the Citie of Lor. 
6 den, and the Suburbs of the fame : That where in the Parliament of the late whe. of moſt 
© famous memorie, King HExRIE the eight, begun and holden at J/:/?min/ter, the xvi. day o fanuary, 
© in the xxxili, yeere of the raigne of the ſayd late King, and there continued vntill the firſt day ct 
HJorill then next following, there was one Act and Statute then made and prouided, intituled : 4 
A for the maintenance of Artillerie, and debarring of onlatwfull games. In which Act and Statute, 
© 2monett other things there is one branch contained and ſpecified : the tenour whereof is, as heere- 
c after followeth. That is to ſay: And to the intent, that euery perſon may haue Bowes of meane price, 
© be it enacted by the authority aforeſaid, that euery Bowyer, dwelling out of the Citie of London, thall 
© after the feaſt of the Purification of our Lady then next comming, for euery Bowe that he maketh ot 
© Ewe, make three other Bowes meet to ſhoote in, of Elme, Witchhaſell, Aſhe, and other wood apt for 
© the ſame, vnder the paine to looſe and forfeit for every ſuch Bow ſo lacking iii s. 4d. And every 


_ © Bowyer dwelling within the Citie and Suburbs of Lenden, ſhall after the ſayd feaſt of the Purification of 


© our Lady then next comming, for euery Bow of Ewe, make two other Bowes apt for ſhooting, of 
£ Aſhe, Elme, Witchhaſell, or other wood, meete for the ſame, vnder like paine and forfeiture, as by 
© the ſayd Statute more plainely it doth and may appeare. And although the faid branch of the ſaid 
© Statute, be needfull and expedient to remaine and continue for ſuch Bowyers as doe dwell and inhabite 
© in the Countrie, and other places out of the Citie of London and the Suburbs of the fame : Yet for as 
much as there be very few or no Bowes of Elme, Witchhaſell, or Aſhe, or of any other wood then 
onely of Ewe, vſed or occupied by any perſon within the ſayd Citie and Suburbes of the ſame, there- 
fore the ſaid branch of the ſaid Act and Statute before rehearſed, was not, nor is needfull to be had 
and made for the Bowyers dwelling within the ſaid Citie and Suburbes. And yo nevertheleſſe, your 
ſayd Subiects, for the auoiding of the danger and penalty contained in the ſaid branch, are daily in- 
forced to make ſuch great number of Bowes of Elme, Witchhaſell, and Aſhe, that they cannot in con- 
uenient time vtter and fel] the ſame, but are conſtrained to keepe ſuch Bowes by them ſo made, vntill 
they be putrified, and not meete for any good viſe or purpoſe. By reaſon whereof, much of the ſayd 
wood of Elme, Witchhaſell, and Aſhe, is daily — and conſumed in making of the ſaid Bowes, 
and your ſaid ſubiects, by ſuch loſſes as they daily ſuſtaine in making ſuch Bowes, greatly impoueriſhed, 
and the common Wealth therby nothing aduanced, but rather hindered. And where alſo in the te- 
uerall Statutes of the noble King of famous memorie, King Epwakp the foorth, made in the xxii. 
yeere of his raigne, and in the third yeere of the raigne of King HENxRIE the ſeuenth, Graundfather to 
our ſaid Soueraigne Lady the Qucenes Maieſtie, and in the ſayd, xxxiii. yeere of the raigne of our ſaid 
late Soueraigne Lord King HEN RIE the eight, Father to our faid Soueraigne Ladie, there is mention 
made of the prices of Bowes, which at thoſe ſeuerall times was appointed to be but iii s. jiii d. and 
not aboue to ſell the beſt. At which ſaid times, ſuch Bowes might well haue beene ſold to any perſon 
or perſons according to the rates and prices expreſſed in the ſayd ſeuerall Actes, vntill now within this 
twentie yeeres, the prices of Bowe ſtaues haue diuerſly beene raiſed and inhaunced from fiue pounds 
a hundred, to twelue pounds, or thereabouts : for which cauſes, the prices contained in the ſayd ſeue- 
rall Statutes cannot be obſerved, and yet your Maieſties ſaid Subiects the Bowers, are preſently in 
danger of the ſaid ſeuerall Statutes concerning the prices of Bowes: which they humbly beſeech your 
Majeſtie, with the aſſent of your high Court of Parliament, may be releaſed vnto them and the penal- 
nalties appointed for the ſame,” 
II. Be it therefore enacted, ordained, and eſtabliſhed by the Queenes Majeſtie our Soueraigne Lady, 
with the aſſent of the Lords Spirituall and Temporal!, and the Commons in this preſent Parliament 
ailembled, and by the authoritie of the ſame, that the ſayd Statutes of King Eoward the foorth, and 
King HENRIE the ſeueuth, concerning the prices of Bowes, and all the branches contained in the ſayd 
Statute of King HENRIE the eight, fo farre foorth as the fame extendeth to the prices of Bowes therein 
expreſſed onely, from the firſt day of this preſent Parliament, and fo for euer, be thereby clearely repeal- 
ed and made voide and fruſtrate, to all intents, conſtructions, and purpoſes: and alſo all and euery 
clauſe and ſentence of the ſaid, Statute of King HEN RIE the cight, before recited, tending to the making 
of Bowes of Eime, Witchhaſſell, Aſhe, and other wood, betides Ewe before rehearſed, or any penaltie 
therein contained for any the ſayd laſt rehearſed premiiſes, from hencefoorth for euer ſhall not be intended, 
conſtrued, or taken to extend to any Bowyer now dwelling or inhabiting, or which ns: {hall

or in the Borough of S»uthwarke, in the Countie of Surrey: The fayd Statutes, or any thing in them, or 
any of them contained in any wile to the contrary, notwithſtanding. : 

III. And be it further enacted by the Authoritie aforeſayd, that all and euery the ſaid Bowyers within 
me ſayd Cities and Suburbs of Loudon and Meſiminſter, and Borough of S:uthwarke, ſhall from hence- 
foorth from time to time, and at all times hereafter, prouide and haue in his or their cuſtodie the 
number of fifty good and able Bowes of Elme, Witchhaſell, or Aſhe at the Jeaſt, well and ſubſtantiall 
made and wrought, vpon paine that cuery of the ſayd Zowyers which by the ſpace of twentie daies ſha 


not haue in his cuſtody ſuch number of the ſaid Bowes 0 itchhaſell, Elme, or Aſhe ready made and 


meete to be ſold and vſed as aforefayd, ſhall heereafter for euery Bowe lacking of the number afore- 
ſayd, forfeit ten ſhillings, the one moietie of which forfeiture, ſhall be to our ſayd Soueraigne Lady 
the Queenes Maieſtie, and the other moitie thereof ſhall be to him or them vſing the Art of Armourour, 
Fletcher, or maker of Bowſtrings, that will ſue for the ſame by Action of Debt, bill, plaint, or other- 
wiſe, in any Court of Record, in which Action and ſute, no protection, or wager of law, ſhall in any 
wiſe be admitted or allowed for the defendant. | 

IV. Prouided allwayes, and be it enacted by the authoritie aforeſaid, that if any Bowyer after the 
firſt day of May next comming, doe ſell any Bowes meete for mens ſhooting, being outlandiſh Ewe, 
and of the beſt fort, ouer and aboue the price of vis. viii, d. or doe ſell any Bowes meete for mens ſhoot- 
ing, being of the ſecond ſort, ouer and aboue the price of iii s. iii d. or ſhall ſell any Bowes meete for 
men, as is aforeſayd, being of the courſe ſort, called liuerie Bowes, for, and aboue the price of iis. a 
peece, or that ſhall after the fayd firſt day of May, ſell any Bowes being Engliſb Ewe, ouer and aboue 
the price of iis. the peece, that then the ſeller or ſellers of ſuch Bowes, ſhall forfeit for every Bowe ſo

An Act for the bringing in of Bow ſtaues, into this Realme, 


HERE as the vſe of Archerie, not onely hath euer beene, but alſo yet is by Gods ſpe- 
ciall gift to the Engli/h nation a ſinguler defence of this Realme, and an occaſion of many 


noble victories, and both very wholeſome exerciſe for the health and ſtrength of mens bodies, 
and a mainteinance of a great Number of the Queenes true ſubiectes and artificers, as Bowyers, 
* Fletchers, Stringers, Arrowhead-makers, and other of this Realme : and for that among other cauſes 
* of the decay of Archerie, one great cauſe is the exceſſiue price of Bow ſtaues, which groweth princi- 
* pally by the ſcarſitie of Bow ſtades brought into the Realme.” For reformation whereot, be it enacted 
by the authority of this preſent Parliament, that all the Statutes made in the twelfth yere of the reigne of 
King EnwarD the fourth, concerning bringing in cf certaine number of Bow ſtaues, according to 
the waight or value of other wares to be brought into this realme, ſhal from henceforth be duly put in 
execution. And be it enacted and declared by this preſent Statute, that all Merchant ſtrangers, viing to 
bring wares into this Realme from the Eaſt parts, aſwel from the Ixxii, hanſe Townes, be compriſed 
and meant vnder the name of, and bound as the Merchants mentioned and bound by the faid Statute, 
to bring in Bow ſtaues, vpon like paines & forteitures as by the faid Statates are appointed. And 
* where the greateſt cauſe of not putting the faid Statute in execution hath beenc, that the tortaitures there- 
by limmitted, are by the ſaid Statute giuen onely to the Queenes Mateltie, her heires, and ſucceſſours, 
without any reward to the perſon that ſhall ſue for the fame :* Bee it enacied that from hencetorth all 
the forfeitures appointed by the ſaid Statutes, ſhall be imploied in forme following, that is to ſay, the one 
halfe thereof to the Queenes Maieſties, her heires, and ſuccefſors, the other halfe to ſuch perion as 
ſhall ſue for the ſame in any Court of Record, wherein no Eſſoine, protection, nor wager of law tor the 
default ſhall be admitted or allowed. And it may pleaſe the Queenes moſt excellent Mmicttie, that it be 
on her highneſſe part Orawghtly charged and commanded, hat all the Statutes now remaining in force, 
for repreſiing of v11!awfull games, and for the mainteinance and vſe of Archerie, ſhall be duely put in 
execution for eur er paines in the laid Statutes conteined.

© in the County of Kent, and for the vſuall High way leading from the market Towne called Midaleton to 
the ſaid Ferry: In and by which Act or Statute for tlie repairing and amending of the ſaid high wa 

© leading from Middleton to the faid Ferry, being in great decay, it is amongſt other things enacted, 
that it ſhould bee lawfull from hencefoorth yeerely during the ſpace of ten yeeres, for three Iuſtices of 
© the peace, whereof one to bee of the Qucrum, next inhabiting to the ſaid Towne of Midaledon within 
© the ſaid County of Kent, reaſonably to aſſeſſe and taxe all and euery land occupiers dwelling out of 
© the ſaid Iſle, and within foure miles diſtand from the ſaid Ferry, as to their diſcretions ſhould ſeeme 
© convenient, not exceeding the ſumme of one pennie, upon euery acre of freſh Marſh and vpland in 
© one ycere, and vpon euery tenne Acres of falt Marſh one penny in one yeere. And foraſmuch as vpon 
© the letter of the ſame braunch ſome doubt and queſtion hath riſen, whether the ſaid Iuſtices could ſeſſe 
any but ſuch as bee land occupiers, and dwelling out of the ſaid Iſle, and within foure miles diſtant of 
© the ſaid Ferry : And that thereby the taxations by them to bee made by the letter of the ſaid law, wil 
© not ſuffice to repaire the ſaid decayed wayes, for that the lands & grounds lying out of the ſaid Iſle, 
© and within foure miles diſtant from the ſaid Ferrie, are for the moſt part poo by ſuch perſons as be 
© inhabiting without the compaſſe of the ſaid foure miles, by reaſon whereof the faid highwayes remaine 
© ftil vnrepaired & not amended & are growen into further decay, then at the time of the making of the ſaid 


© Statute they were, to the great danger and annoiance of the Queenes maieſties ſubiects paſling by & through 


© fame ;* For the better explanation of the faid ſtatute, & tor the redreſſe of the ſaid wayes, be it now 
enacted by the Queene our Soueraigne Ladie, the Lordes Spirituall and Temporall, and the Commons 
in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, and by the authoritie of the ſame, that yerely from henceforth for 
euer, betweene the feaſt of Eaſter and the feaſt of Pentecoſt, it ſhall and may be lawtull to and for ſixe,

II OR the ſuppreſſing of Rogues, Vagabons, and ſturdie Beggers: Bee it enacted by π mitt” 

ritie of this preſent Parliament, that from and after the Feaſt of Eaſter next comming, 2 

tutes heretofore made for the puniſhment of Rogues, Uagabonds, or ſturdic Beggers, or tor t 
erection or maintenaunce of houtes . Correction, or touching the ſame, ſhall for ſo much as concert; 
eth the ſame be vtterly repealed : And that from and after the faid Feaſt of Eaſter, from time to time 
ſhall and may be lawfull to and for the Iuſtices of Peace of anie Countie or Citie in this Realms 
or the Dominions of Wales, aſſembled at any quarter Seſſions of the Peace within the ſame Counts 
Citie, Borough, or Towne corporate, or the more part of them, to ſet downe order to er2ct, a::! 
to cauſe to be erected one or more houſes of Correction within their ſeuerall Counties or Citics : ior the 
doing and performing whereof, and for the prouiding of ſtockes of money, and all other things neceſſary 
for the fame, and for raiſing and governing of the fame, and for correction and punithment of oi- 
fenders thither to be committed, ſuch orders as the ſame Iuſtices or the more part of them thal! from 
time to time take, reforme, or ſet downe in any their ſaid quarter Seſſions in that behalte thatbe or

II. And be it alſo further enacted by the authoritie aforeſaid, That all perſons calling themſelves Scholes 
going about begging, all Sea-faring-men pretending loſſes of their ſhippes or goods on the Sea going 
about the countrie begging, All idle perſons going about in anie countrie either begging or viing any ſub- 
tile craft, or — games and playes, or fayning themſelues to haue knowledge in Phiſiognomie, 
Palmeſtrie, or other like crattie ſcience, or pretending that they can tell deſtenies, fortunes, or ſuch otter 
like fantaſticall imaginations : All perſons that bee, or vtter themſelues to be Proctors, Procurers, Fatent 

atherers, or Collectors for Gaoles, Priſons, or Hoſpitalls: All Fencers, Berewards, common Players ot 

nterludes, and Minſtrells, wandering abroad (other then Players of Enterludes bel-nging to anie Baron 
of this Realme, or anie other honourable perſonage of greater degree, to bee authorited to play under: 
hand and Seale of Armes of ſuch Baron or perſonage) All luglers, Tinckers, Pedlers, and petc: - 
Chapmen wandering abroad, All wandering perſons and common Labourers, being Perions able in body, 
viing loytering, and refuſing to worke tor ſuch reaſonable wages, as is taxed or commonly giuen in 
ſuch parts, where ſuch perſons doe, or ſhall happen to dwell or abide, not hauing liuing otherwite to 
maintaine themſelues, All Perions delivered out of Gaoles that begge for their fees, or otherwite do trauel 
bezging : All ſuch perſons as ſhall wander abroad begging, pretending loſſes by fire, or otherwite : And 
all tuch perſons not being felons, wandering and pretending themſelues to be Egan, or wancering in 
the habite, forme, or attire of counterfeiting £21 p7707:5, ſhall be taken, adiudged, and deemed Rogues, 
Vagabonds, and ſturdie beggers, and ſhall iuftzine ſuch paine and puniihments, as by this Act is in that 
behalfe appointed, 

III. And be it enacted by the authoritic aſoreſaid, that every perſon which is by this preſent Act 
declared to be a Rogue, Vagabond, or ſturdie begger, which thall be at any time after the ſayd Feaſt of 
Enfter next comming, taken begging, vagrant, wandering, or miſordering themſelues in any part of this 
Rea!me, or the Dominion of 7/aler, ſhall vpon their apprehention by the appoyntment of anie Juſtice of 
the Peace, Conſtable, Headborcugh, or Tythingman of the ſame Countie, Hundred, Pariſh, or Tyth- 
ing, where ſuch perſon ſhall bee taken, the Tythineman or Headborovgh, being aſſiſted therein with the 
aduiſe of the Miniſter, and one other of that Parith, bee ſtripped naked from the middle vpwards, and 
hall be openly whipped vnti!l his or her bodice be bloudie : and thall bee forthwith ſent from Hariſh to Pa- 
ieh, by the Officers of eucrie the fame, the next ſtreight way to the Pariſh where he was borne, if the 
lame may be knowne by the parties confeſſion, or otherwiſe. And if the ſame bee not knowne, then to 
the Parith where he or ihe lust dwelt before the fame puniſhment, by the ſpace of one waole veare, there 
to put him, or her ſelfe to labour as a true ſubject ought to doe: Or not being knowne where hee or thee 
was borne cor le{t dwelt, then to the Parih through which hee or thee latt paſſed without puniihment. 
After which whipping the fame perſon ſhall haue a teſtimoniall ſubſcribed with the hand, and ſealed with 
the feale of the tame Juſtice of the Peace, Conſtable, Headborough, or Tythingman, and of the Miniſter 
of the ſame Parith, or anie two of them, teſtifying that the ſame perſon hach beene puniſhed according 
to this Act, and menttoning the day and place oi his or her puniſhment, and the place whereunto 
fuch perſon is lIanited to ge, and by what time the ſaid perſon is limited to paſſe thither at his peril. 
And it the ſaid perſon througi his or her default doe not accompliſh the order appointed by the ſaid tet- 
timoniall, "Then to be eftſoones taken and whipped, and fo as often as any default thall be found in him 
or her, contrary to the forme of this Statute, in everie_place to be whipped, till ſuch perſon be repayred 
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to the place limitted: The ſubſtance of which teſfimoniall ſhall be regiſtred by the Miniſter of that Pa- 
rith, in a booke to be prouided for that purpoſe, vpon payne to forteit five ſhillings for euerie default 
thereof: And the partie ſo whipped and not knowne where hee or ſhe was borne, or Jaſt dwelt by the 
ſpace of a yeare, tha!l by the officers of the ſaid village where he or ſhe ſo laſt paſt through without pu- 
niſhment, be conueied to the houſe of correction of the limit wherein the ſaid village ſtandeth, or to the 
common gaole of that county or place, there to remaine and be employed in worke, vntili he or the 
ſhall be placed in ſome ſeruice, and fo to continue by the ſpace of one yeare, or not being able of 
body vntill he or thee ſhall bee placed, to remaine in ſome Almeſhouſe in the ſame countie or place. 

IV. Prouided alwayes, and be it enacted, if any of the faid Rogues hall appeare to be daungerous to 


the inferiour ſort of people where they ſhall be taken, or otherwiſe be ſuch as will not be reformed of 


their roguiſli kind of life, by the former prouiſions of this Act, That in every ſuch caſe it ſhall and may 
be lawfull to the ſaid Juftices of the limit where any ſuch Rogue (hall be taken, or any two of them, 
whereof one to be of the Quorum, to commit that Rogue to the houſe of Correction, or otherwiſe to the 
gaole of the Countie, there to reinaine vntill their next quarter Seſſions to be holden in that Countie, 
and then ſuch of the fame Rogues ſo committed, as by 1 of the Peace then and there preſent, 
or the moſt part of them, ſhall be thought fit not to be delivered, ſhall and may lawfully by the ſame 
ſuſtices cr the moſt part of them, be baniſhed out of this Realme, and all other the dominions thereof, 
and at the charges of that countrie, ſhall be conueied vnto ſuch rok beyond the Seas, as ſhall be at 
any time hereafter for that purpoſe aſſigned by the priuy Counſel vnto her Maieſty, her heires or ſuc- 
ceifors, or by any 6. or more of them, wherof the L. Chancellor or Lord Keeper of the great Seale, or 
the Lord Treaſurer for the time being to be one, Or otherwiſe be iudged perpetually to the Gallies of 
this Realme, as by the ſame Juſtices or the moſt part of them it ſhall be thought fit and expedient. And 
if any ſuch Rogue fo baniſhed as aforeſaid, ſhall returne againe into any 2 of this Realme or domi- 
nion of Males, without lawfull licence or warrant fo to doe, that in every ſuch caſe ſuch offence ſhall be 
Fellony, and the party offending therein ſuffer death as in caſe of Fellony : The ſaide Fellony to be 
heard and determined in that County of this Realme or Wales, in which the offender ſhall be appre- 

hended. 

V. And be it alſo enacted by the authority aforeſaid, that if any towne, pariſh, or village, the Con- 
ſtable, Headborough, or Tythingman be negligent and doe not his or their beſt endeuours for the ap- 
prehenſion of ſuch vacabond, Rogue, or ſturdy beggar which there ſhall be found contrary to the forme 
of this preſent Act, and to cauſe euery of them to bee punithed and conueighed according to the true 


meaning of this preſent act, that then the ſaid Conſtable, Headborough, or Tythingman, in whom ſuch 


default thall be, thall looſe and forfeit for every ſuch default ten ſhillings, And alſo if any perſon or 
perions doe in any wiſe diſturbe or let the execution of this Law or any part thereof, concerning the pu- 
niſhment or conueying of Rogues, vacabonds, ſturdy beggers, or the reliefe or ſetling of poore impo- 
tent perſons in any maner of wiſe, or make reſcuſſie agamſt any officer or perſon authorized by this pre- 
fent act for the due execution of any the premiſes, the tame perſon ſo offending, ſhall forfeit and loſe 
tor euery ſuch offence the ſumme of five pound, and ſhall be bound to the good behauiour. 

VI. And be it alſo further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, that no perſon or perſons hauing charge 
in any voyage, in paſſing from the Realmes of Ireland or Scotland, or from the Iſle of Man into this 
realme of England, doe wittingly or willingly bring or conuey, or ſuffer to be brought or conueighed in 
any veſſell or boat from and out of the faid realme of Ireland, Scotland, or Ilie of Han, into the realme 
of England or Hales, or any part thereof, any vacabond, rogue, or begger, or any ſuch as ſhall be 
forced or very like to liue by begging within the realme of England or Males, _ borne in the ſame 
realmes or Iſland, on paine of euery ſuch perſon fo offending, to forfeit and looſe for euery ſuch vaca- 
bond, rogue, begger, or other perſon like to Jive by begging, twenty ſhillings, to the vſe of the poore 
of the faid parith in which they were ſet on land. And if any ſuch Manniſke, Sco2ri/h, or 1ri/h rogue, 
vacabond or begger, be already, or ſhall at any time hereafter be ſet on land, or ſhall come into any 
part of E/;nd or Males, the ſame, after hee or ſhee ſhall be puniſhed as aforeſaid, ſhall be conueyed 
to the n->t Port or Pariſh in or neere which they were landed or firſt came, in ſuch ſort as rogues are 
aj-m0mied to be by this preſent act, & from thence to be tranſported at the common charge of the coun- 
trey witere they were fet on land into thoſe parts from whence they came or were brought. And that 
euery Conſtable, Headborough, & Pythingman neglecting the due performance therot (hall forfeit for 
cuery iuch offence X.s. 

VII. Be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, that no diſeaſed or impotent poore perſon ſhall 
at any time reſort or repaire from their dwellin ee to the city of Bathe, or towne of Buxton, or 
either cf them to the Bathes there for the eaſe of their griefes, vnleſſe ſuch perfon doe forbeare to beg, 
and be i.cenfed to paſſe thither by two Juſtices of the Peace of the County where ſuch perſon doth or 
{hall then dwell or remaine, and prouided for to trauaile with ſuch reliefe, for and towards his or her 
maintenance as {hall be nec-flary for the fame perſon, for the time of ſuch his or her trauell, and abode 
at the city of Bath and towne of Buxt9, or either of them, and returne thence, and ſhall returne home 
againe as ſhall be limited by the ſaid licence, vpon paine to be reputed, puniſhed & vſed as rogues, va- 
cabunds and ſturdy beggers declared by this preſent Ace. And that the inhabitants of the tame City 


orf Halle and towne of Buxten. ſhall not in any wiſe be charged by this Acte with the finding or reliefe 


of any ſuch poore people. 

VIII. Provided alwayes, that the Juſtices of Peace within any Countie of this Realme or Walis, ſhall 
not intromit or enter into any City, Borough, or Townes corporate, where be any Juſtice or juſtices 
of Peace tor any ſuch Citie, Borough or Towne corporate for the execution of any branch, article or 
lenence of this Acte, for or concerning any offence, matter or cauſe growing or ariſing within the = 

cincts, 
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eincts, liberties or iuriſdictions of ſuch Citie, borough, or townes corporate, But that it may and thall 
be lawfull to the Juſtice or Juſtices of the Peace, Mayors, Bayliffes, and other head officers of thoſe 
Cities, Boroughes, and townes corporate, where there be ſuch Juſtices of the Peace, to proceed to the 
execution of this Act, within the precinct and compaſſe of their liberties, in ſuch maner and forme as 
the Juſtices of Peace in any County may or ought to doe within the fame County, by vertue of this Ace, 
any thing in this Act to the contrary therof notwithſtanding. 

IX. Prouided alwaies, that this Act, or any thing therein contained, ſhall not extend tc the poore

whoſe direction the ſame was or ſhall be imployed. And to call all and every fuch perſon and perſons, 
and their ſureties, and euery ot their Executors or Adminiſtrators to accompt : And to compe!i them 
and euery of them by attachment of their goods or bodies to appeare before them for the fame, and to 
heare and determine the ſame, and to leuie luch money and things as they ſhall finde not to haue bin 
duly imployed vpon the ſaid Houſes of Correction, or Stocks, or vpon other like vies, hauing in ſuch

Prouided alſo, that this Statute nor any thing therein contained, ſhall extend to any children 
vnder the age of ſeuen yeers, nor to any ſuch glafſemen as thall be of good behauiour, and doe trauelt 
in or through any Countrey without begging, hauing l:cence for their travelling vnder the hands and

An Act for explanation of the Statute made in the third yeere of the reigne of King 
Iauks, intituled, An Al for the bringing of a freſh Streame of running water to the North 
partes of the Citie of London, | 


x HEREAS of late in the Parliament holden at Veſiminſter, in the third yeere of the reigne 
a W of our Souereigne Lord King IAuks, an Act was made for the bringing of a freſh Streame 
8 of running water to the North parts of the Citie of Landen, as by the lame Act appeareth, 
* now, for that ſithence the making of that Law, vpon view of the grounds through which the waters 
© are to paſſe, by men of ſkili, and vpon aduiſed conſideration of the premiſſes, it is thought more con- 
© uenient and leſſe damage to the ground, that the ſame running water bee brought and conueyed in and 
© through a trunke or vault of Bricke or ſtone incloſed, and in fome places where neede is, raifed upon 
© Arches, then in an open Trench or Sewer, which maner of conueyance of the ſame water in a trunke 
© or vault of Bricke or ſtone, is doubtful whether by the words of the former Law it may bee lawfully 
© effected by the Lord Maior and Communalty, and Citizens of the Citie of London, albeit they doe 
© duei'y p:rtorme euery part, clauſe, matter and thing in the ſaid Statute conteined, which on their part 
are by the true intent of that Law to be pertormed :*. 

II. For cleering of which doubt, and plaine declaration of the true meaning of the ſaid Law, bee 
it enacted by our Souzreigne Lord the King, and by the Lords fpiritual! and temporall, and Commons 
of this preſent Parliament afiembied, and by the authorit.e of the fame, that at any time or times after 
the laying out of ſach conuenient limits of ground for the making of the Trench, or conuzyance of 
water to the North partes of the ſaid Citie of Lenden, at the breadth of tenne foote, and not aboue, as 
to the Maior, and Communalty, and Citizens of the Citie of Londen, and their deputies, and worke-

And be it further enacted by the authoritie aforefaid, That it ſhall and may be lawfull to and for 
the ſaide Prouoſt and Fellowes, their Succeſſours, Deputies and Atlignes, from time to time, and at all 
times conuenient, with their men, Horſes, Carts, or other carriages, to haue free entry and paſſage, by, 
cuer, and through any ground or Land, in places, and at times meete and conuenient, for the doing and 


performing of any thing requiſite, for the making of the ſaid ſeuerall paſſages of waters, or for the do-

© a matter of general concernment, and of great advantage, as well for preſervation of Trade and

© for that purpoſe; 

IT. Be 4 dlerefore enacted by the King's moſt excellent Majeſty, and the Lords and Commons in this

and Pacquets whatſoever, which ſhall from time to time be ſent to and from all and every the parts and 
places of England, Scolland and Ireland, and other his Majeſties Dominions, and to and from all and 
every the Kingdoms and Countries beyond the Seas, where he ſhall ſettle or cauſe to be ſettled Poſts or 
Running Meſſengers for that purpoſe ; Except ſuch Letters as ſhall be ſent by Coaches, common known 
Carriers of Goods by Carts, Waggons or Pack-horſes, and ſhall be carried along with their Carts, 


Waggons and Pack-horſes reſpectively ; And except Letters of Merchants and Maiters which ſhall be 


ſent by any Maſters of any Ships, Barques, or other Veſſel of Merchandize, or by any other perſon 
imployed by them for the carriage of ſuch Letters aforeſaid, according to the reſpective directions; And

HEREAS the Office of the Maſters of the Chancery in Ordinary is of very antient Inſtitution 
and of neceſſary uſe and continuall attendance for the Diſpatch of the Buſineſs depending in that 
Court It appezring by ancient Records That the Conſtitution of that Court was long before the Con- 
queſt much of the Duty Paines and Attendance whereof lyeth on the ſaid Maſters And for that it 


conduceth much to the due Adminiſtration of Juſtice That thoſe who exerciſe Places of Truſt _ 
: | lave 
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have Competent and certaine rewards ſuitable to their Paynes and Labour whereby they may in due 
manner ſupport the quallity of their Places And that it is but fitting and neceſſary for the Subject to 
allow a moderate Payment where they receive a proportionable advantage (a Fee of Fower Pence in 
tymes of that Antiquity being as much in Value as I'wo Shillings now) by reaſon whereof in Proceſs 
of Tyme and the improved Rate of all neceſſaries the preſent recompence of thoſe ancient Officers is 
noe way competent and proportionable to their Paynes and Attendance which are likewiſe very much 
increaſed without any increaſe hitherto of what was foe antiently allowed as aforeſaid And for that it ap- 

eares that in all other Courts at Jz/tmin/ter there is Twelve Pence taken for every Affidavitt And 
or that it hath bin found inconvenient for Suiters to put in Anſwers or returne Comiſſions in the 
private Studdyes of the Maſters So that through the Difficulty of finding ſuch Anſweres and Co- 
miſſions (with what Maſter they were left) or through the Maſters abſence at ſuch tyme as they are 
called for It frequently happens the perſons (conceived to be in contempt) are expoſed to much trouble 
and charge thereby And for that it is more proper ſafe and ſatisfactory to the Subject in General! That 
Affidavitts Anſwers Recognizances and Acknowledgments of Deeds ſhould be diſpatched in ſome pub-

< jeſties that it may be Enacted ;* 

II. And be it enacted by the King and Queens moſt Excellent Majeſties, by and with the Advice and 
Conſent of the Lords Spiritual and L'emporal, and Commons in this preſent Parliament Aſſembled, and 
by the Authority of the iame, I hat their Majeſties ſhall have and receive the Rates and Aſſeſſments here-

anſwered and paid in to their Majeſties ; And the Subcollectors thali alſo Levy the other Moiety of the 
faid Pound Rate, charged as aforeſaid, upon or before tue Seventh day of February then next enſuing, 
or within Twenty days after, and thall alſo pay the ſame unto the ſaid Head Collectors upon or before 
the Fourteenth day of February atoreſaid, or within Twenty days after; And tae fa.d Head Collectors 
ſhail make payment thereof to the Receiver General of the ſaid County, City or Place, upon or before 
the Twenty eighth day of February aforeſaid, or within Twenty days after: And the ſaid Receiver Ge— 
neral is alſo required to make payment ct all which he {hall ſo receive, into their Maj -fties Reccipt of 
Exchequer, upon or before the Firit day of March then next enſuing, or within Thirty days after, to 
the end that the ſecond Payment cf the ſaid Pound Rate ſo charged as aforeſaid, may by that time be 
fully anſwered and y_ in to their Majeſties; And all Commithoners, Collectors and Receivers, are 
hereby Required and Enjoyned to apply themſelves with all Diligence to the moſt ſpeedy and effectual 
Execution of their ſeveral and reſpective Duties, that io their Majeſties Service herein may not be de- 
layed or hindred through any of their wilful Neglect or Default. 

X. And it is further Enacied and Declared by the Authority aforefaid, That the Moneys received by 
the Subcollectors within the reſpective Diviſions or Hundreds, ſhall from time to time be duly paid to 
the Head Collector, whoſe Receipt thall be a ſufficient Diſcharge unto every ſuch Subcollector; which 
Subcollector for Gathering the ſaid particular Sums, ſhall retain in his Hands for every Twenty ſhillings 
by him fo paid, I hree pence, as a Reward for his Pains and Service; And the Head Collector ſhall 
accordingly pay over the ſaid Moneys unto the Receiver General of each County, City or Place re- 
ſpectively, in manner aforeſaid ; which Head Collector cr Collectors ſhall be nominated and appointed by 
the Receivers General of the reſpective Counties; which ſaid Receivers General thall be anſwerable for 
all ſuch Sums oi Money as ſhall be by him or them Collected or Received; And that no Subcollector 
ſhall be enforced to travel above the ſpace of Ten miles for the payment of the ſaid Monevs that ſhall 
be by him Coilected or Received; And the ſaid Receiver General's Aquittance ſhall be a ſufficient Diſ- 
charge unto every ſuch Head Collector, who ſhall retain in his Hands for every Twenty ſhillings fo by 
him paid One peny, as a Reward for his Pains and Service; And the Receiver General ſhall pay the 


whole Sums by him Received, into the Receipt of their Majeſties Exchequer, in ſuch Manner, and at 


or befcre ſuch Days and Times as are herein before limited, and ſhall have an Allowance of Two pence 
in the Pound for all Moneys which ſhall be by him paid into the Receipt of Exchequer, upon or be- 
fore the time prefixed in this Act, And for the careful Writing and Tranſcribing the ſaid Warrants, 

; Eſtreats 
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Eſtreats and Duplicates in due time, it is further Enacted, That the Commiſſioners Clerks, who ſhall 
reſpectively perform the ſame, ſhall by Warrant under two or more of the Commiſſioners Hands, have 
and receive from the reſpective Head Collectors, One peny in the Pound of all ſuch Moneys as he or 
they ſhall have received by virtue of fuch Warrants and Eſtreats, who are hereby appointed and allowed 
to pay the ſame accordingly ; And if any Perſon ſhall neglect or refuſe to pay the ſeveral Rates and 
Aſſeſſments wherewith he is Charged by this Act, for or in reſpect of his Goods, Chattels, Perſonal 
Eitate, Offices or Employments, and which he ought to pay, or if the Pound Rate, or any Payment 
thereof, ſo as aforeſaid Charged upon any Manors, Meſſuages, Lands, Tenements, Hereditaments and 
Premiſles ſhall be neglected or refuſed to be paid, Then upon Demand made by the Officer or Col- 
lector of the Place, according to the Precept or Eſtreat to him delivered by the ſaid Commiſſioners, it 
ſhall and may be lawful to and for ſuch Officer or Collector, and they are hereby required for non-pay- 
ment thereof, to Diſtrain the Perſon or Perſons ſo refuſing or neglecting to pay, by his or their Goods 
or Chattels, or to Diſtrain in and upon the Meſſuages, Lands and Tenements ſo Charged; and the 
Goods and Chattels then and there found, and the Diſtreſs ſo taken, to keep by the ſpace of Four days 
at the Coſts and Charges of the Owner thereof; And if the ſaid Owner do not pay the Sum of Money 
due by this Act, within the ſaid Four days, Then the ſaid Diſtreſs to be Apprized by two or three of 
the Inhabitants where the faid Diſtreſs is taken, and there to be ſold by the ſaid Officer or Collector, 
for the payment of the ſaid Money, and the Overplus coming by the ſaid Sale (if any be) over and 
above the Charges of taking and keeping the Diſtreis, to be immediately reſtored to the Owner thereof: 
And moreover, it ſhall be lawful to break open in the day-time any Houſe, and upon Warrant under 
the Hands and Seals of any two or more of the ſaid Commiſſioners, any Cheſt, Trunk or Box, or 
other things where ſuch Goods are, and call to their Atliſtance the Conſtables, Tythingmen, or Head- 
boroughs within the Counties, Towns or Places where any Refuſal, Neglect or Retiitance ſhall be 
made; whic': ſaid Officers are hereby required to be Aiding and Aflilting in the Premiſſes. 

XI. And be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That where any Perſon or Perſons, charge- 

able with any Rates or Aſſeſſments by this Act impoied, ſhall be under the Age of One and twenty 
Years, there, aud in every ſuch Caſe, the Parents, Guardians, or Tutors of ſuch Infants reſpectively, 
upon default of Payment by ſuch infants, ſhall be, and are hereby made liable to and chargeable with 
the Payments which ſuch Infants ought to have made; And if ſuch Parents, or Guardians, or Tutors, 
ſhall neglect or refuſe to pay as aforeſaid, it ſhall and may be lawful. to proceed againſt them in like 
manner, as againſt other Perſon or Perſons making default of Payment, as. herein before appointed: And 
all Parents, Guardians, or Tutors, making Payment as aforeſaid, ſhall be allowed all and every the 
Sums ſo paid for fuch Infants upon his and their Accompt : And the ſeveral and reſpective Tenants of 
all and every the Meſſuages, Manors, Lands, Tenements, Hereditaments and Promiſſes, which by vir- 
tue of this Act ſhall be charged with any Pound Rate, as aforeſaid, are hereby Required and Authorized 
to pay ſuch Sum or Sums of Money, as ſhall be rated upon ſuch Meſſuages, 3 Tenements, Here- 
ditaments and Premiſſes, and to deduct out of the Rents ſo much of the aid Rates as in reſpect of the 
ſaid Rents payable for ſuch Meſſuages, Lands, Tenements, Hereditaments, or Premiſſes the Landlord 
mould and ought to bear; And all Landlords, both mediate and immediate, according to their reſpective 
Intereſts, are hereby required to allow uch Deductions and Payments upon receipt of the reſidue of the 
| Rents; And every FTenunt paying the faid Allsiſinent of the Pound Rate, ſhall be, and is hereby ac- 
quitted and diſcharged for ſo much Money as the taid Aſſeſſment ſhall amount unto, as if the fame had 
been actually paid unto ſuch Perion or Perſons unto whom his Rent ſhould have been due and 
M24yable. 
XII. And be it further Enacted, That every Perſon Rated or Aſſeſſed for his Office or Employment, 
ſhall be Rated, and pay for his faid Office and Employment in the County, City or Place where fuch 
Othce or Employment is executed; And every Perſon who is or ſhall be Rated tor, or in reſpect of any 
Perſonal Eſtate to him any way belonging, ſhall be Rated, and the Sum or Sums on him or her ſet, 
ſhall be Levied at ſuch Places where he or the with his or her Family ſhall be reſident at the time 
of the Execution of this Act; And all Perſons not being Houtholders, nor having a certain Place of 
Refiderice, ſhall be Taxcd at the Place where they are relident, at the time of the Execution of this Act; 
And if any Perſon who ought to be taxed by virtue of this Act, ſhall at the time of his Aﬀeſiment, for 
or in refpe*t of h's ready Moneys, or Perſonal Eſtate, be out of the Realm, ſuch Perſon ſhall be Rated 
therefore in ſuch County, City or Place where he was laſt abiding within the Realm; And every Perſon 
who ſhall be Rated or Aſſeſſed for or in reipect of any Mleſſuages, Manors, Lands, Tenements, Hcre- 
ditaments, or other the Premiſſes, according to the Pound Kate of Twelve pence in every Twenty 
ſhillings yearly, as aforeſaid, hall be Rated and Aſſeſſed in the Place where ſuch Meſſuages, Manors 
Lands, Tenements, Hereditaments and Premiſſes reſpectively do lie, and not elſewhere. 

XII. Provided always, That it any Perſon or Ferions having feveral Manſion Houles or Places of 
Refidence, ſhall be doubly charged by virtue of this Act, for or in reſpect of his or their Perſonal Ef- 
tate, Then upon Certificate made by two or more of the Commiſſioners for the County, City or Place 
(which Certificate the ſaid Commithoners are required to give without Delay, Fee or Reward) of his or 
their laſt Perional Refdence, under their Hands and Seals, of the Sum or Sums charged 22 him or 
them, and in what Capacity or Reſpect he or they were ſo charged: and upon Oath made of fuch Cer- 
tificate before the Commiſſioners to whom ſuch Certificate thall be tendrea (which Oath the ſaid Com- 
miltioners are hereby authoriſed to adminiſter) Ihen the Perſon an Perſons fo doubly charged ſhall, 
tor ſo much as ſhall be fo certified, be diſcharged in every other County, 8 Place. And if any 
Perſon that ought to be Taxcd hy virtue of this Act, for or in reſpect of his Perſonal Eſtate, ſha!l by 


changing his Place of Reſidence, or by any other Fraud or Covin elcape from the Paxation, * 00 
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Taxed, and the fame be proved before the Commiſſioners or any two of them, or before any two Juſ- 
tices: of the Peace, of the County where ſuch Perion dwelleth or reſideth, at any time within Six months 
next enſuing, after ſuch Tax made, every Perſon that ſhall ſo eſcape from the Taxation and Payment, 
ſhall be charged upon Proof thereof, at the double value of ſo much as he ſhould or ought to have been 
Taxed at by this Act; The ſaid double value upon Certificate thereof made into the Exchequer by the 
Commiſſioners or Juſtices before whom ſuch Proof ſhall be made, to be Levied of the Goods, Lands, 
and Tenements of ſuch Perſons towards the Supply aforeſaid. 

XIV. And be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That the Commiſſioners that ſhall be 
within any County, City or Place within their reſpective Limits, or the major part of them, thall Rate, 
Tax and Aſſeſs every other Commiſſioner joyned with them, for and in reſpect of the Goods, Chat- 
tels, and Perſonal Eſtate whereof ſuch Commiſſioner ſhall be poſſeſſed ; And alſo for and in reſpect of 

t fuch Taxation ſhall be held and enjoyed 
by ſuch Commiſſioner, fo as the Reſidence and uſual Dwelling-place of ſuch Commitſioner ſo to be 
Taxed, be within the Diviſion of ſuch Commiſſioners by whom he is Taxed, and fo as the Office or 
Employraent held and enjoyed by ſuch Commiſſioner io to be Taxed, be likewiſe to be exerciſed within 
the Diviſion or Limits of ſuch Commiſſoners, by whbm he is to be Taxed ; And the Commillioners 
within their Diviſion ſhall alſo Aſſeſs every Aſſeſſor within their Diviſion, who ſhall be poſſe ed of any 
Goods and Chattels, or other Perſonal Eſtate, for which by this Act he ought to be Rated and Aſſeſſed; 
And as well all Summons upon every the ſaid Commiſſioners and Aſſeſſors, as the Aſſeilinents made and 
ſet by the Aſſeſſors aforeſaid, ſhall be Written, Eſtreated, Levied and Gathered as it thould and ought 
to have been if the ſaid Commiſſioners had not been named Commiſſioners, _ 

XV. And be it further Enacted and Ordained by the Authority aforeſaid, That all and every Perſon 
and Perſons having any Share or Shares, or Intereſt in the freſh Stream of Running-water brought to the 
North parts of Lenden, commonly called the New River; or in the Thames Water- Works; or in the 
Hyde-Park or Marybone Waters, or any Rents or Profits ariſing thereby; And all Perſon and Perſons 
having any Share or Intereſt in the Stock or Stocks for Printing of Books in or belonging to the Houle 
commonly called the King's Printing-houſe, ſhall pay for the ſame the Sum of One ſhilling for every 
Twenty ſhillings of the clear Yearly Value thereof; And that all Companies of Merchants in Landen 
charged by this Act, ſhall be Aſſeſſed by the Commiſſioners to be nominated and appointed for the ſaid 
City, or any Three of them, for their reſpective joynt Stock and Stocks; And all and every Perion 
and Perſons having any Share or Shares, -or Intereſt in the New River Water brought to the North 
parts of Landon, or in the Thames Water- Works, or the Hyle- part, or Marybone Waters, or any Rents 
or Profits ariſing thereby charged by this Act; And alto the ſaid Stock and Shares for Printing, as afore- 


laid, ſhall be Aſſeſſed for the ſame in like manner by the ſaid Commithoners or any Three of them, 


after the Rates herein contained; And the ſame ſhall be paid to ſuch Perſon or Perſons, as the ſaid Com- 
m ſſioners ſhall appoint, by the Governors and Treaſurers of the ſaid reſpective Companies, and by the 


 'Trea.urers of the ſaid River-Water and Water-works, and Stock for Printing, and be deducted at and 


out of their next Dividends. | 
XVI. Provided always, and it is hereby Declared, That the ſeveral Rates and Taxes, to which the 


Lords and Peers of this Realm, (hall be liable by virtue of this Act, for or in reſpect of their Pe. ſonal 


 Eftates and Offices, ſhall be received by a Collector, to be nominated by the Peers; which ſaid Col- 


lector ſhall cauſe the ſame to be paid into Their Majeſties Receipt of Exchequer at /7:/tm::n/tcr, upon 
or before the Firſt day of December, in the Year of our Lord One thouſand fix hundred eighty nine, or 
within Thirty days after. | 
XVII. Provided alſo, That this Act ſhall not extend to the Inhabitants of Scotland, Ireland, Forſry or 
Guern/cy, for or concerning any ſuch Perſonal Eſtate aforeſaid, which they, or any to their uſe, have 
within the Places aforeſaid, or to any who having been Inhabitants of Jrelind, and have fied into this 
Kingdom, fince the Firſt day of November One thouſand fix hundred eighty eight, for or concerning 
zny Perſonal Eſtate which they, or any to their uſe, have in this Kingdom of £#ngland, or in the {id 
Kingdom of Ireland; And if any Perſon or Perſons Certified, Aſſeſſed or Rated, for or in rc{pcct of any 
Real or Perſonal Eſtate, or for or in reſpect of any Matter or Thing, for which by this Act he or tlizy 
is or may be Rated or Charged, do find him or themſelves agrieved with ſuch Aſſeſſing or Rating, aud 
do within Ten days after Demand thereof made, complain to the Commitſtoners, the faid Commtl- 
fioners, or any two or more of them (whereof one of the Commiſſioners who Signed or Allowed his or 
their Rate to be one) ſhall and may within Fourteen days next after fuch Complaint, particularly Exa- 
mine any Perſon or Perſons upon his or their Oath (other then the Party complaining) touching the

two or more of them, may or ſhall from time to time call for, and require an Accompt from 2 
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ſpective Receiver General, of all the Moneys received by him of the ſaid Head Collectors, and of the 
payment thereof into His Majeſties Receipt of Exchequer, according to the Direction of this Act; And 
in caſe of any failure in the Premiſſes, the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any two or more of them, are hereby 
required to cauſe the ſame to be torthwith Levied, and Paid according to the true intent and meaning 
of this Act; And in caſe of any Controverſie ariſing between the ſaid Commiſſioners, concerning any 
Rates or Aſeſiments to be laid by virtue of this Act, the Commiſſioners that ſhall be concerned therein 
ſhall have no Voice, but ſhall withdraw during the Debate of ſuch Controverſie, until it be determined 
by the reſt of the Commiſſioners ; And all Queſtions and Differences that ſhall ariſe touching any of 
the ſaid Rates, Taxes, Aſſeſſments or Levies, ſhall be heard and finally determined by two or more of 
the Commiſſioners, upon Complaint thereof to them made, by any Perſon or Perſons thereby grieved, 
without further Trouble or Suit in Law; And the ſaid Receivers General ſhall give Acquittances gratis 


to the ſaid Head Collectors, for all Moneys of them received; And the ſaid Head Collectors ſhall alſo 


give Acquittances gratis to the Subcollectors, for all ſuch Moneys as ſhall be paid by them in purſuance 
of this Act; And the ſaid Subcollectors ſhall make and deliver to the ſaid Head Collectors, a perfect 
Schedule fairly written in Parchment under their Hands and Seals, Signed and Allowed by any two or 
more of the reſpective Commiſſioners, containing the Names, Sirnames, and Places of abode, of every 
Perſon within their reſpective Collection, that ſhall make default of payment of any of the Sums that 
ſhall be Rated or Afeſſed on ſuch Perſon by virtue of this Act, where no ſufficient Diſtreſs is to be 
found, and not otherwiſe, and the Sum and Sums charged on every ſuch Perſon : The fame Schedule 
to be delivered by the Head Collector to the Receiver General of the County, City or Place reſpec- 
tively, to be by him Returned into their Majeſties Court of Exchequer, whereupon every Perſon ſo 
making default of payment may be charged by Proceſs of the Court, according to the courſe of the 
Court of Exchequer in ſuch Cafes, 

XIX. And be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That no Letters Patents granted by their 
Majeſties, or any of their Royal Progenitors, to any Perſon or Perſons, Cities, Boroughs or Towns 
Corporate within this Realm of any manner of Liberties, Priviledges, or Exemptions from Subſidies, 
Tolls, "Taxes, Aſſeſſments or Aids, ſhall be conſtrued or taken to exempt any Perſon or Perſons, City, 
Borough or Town Corporate, or any the Inhabitants of the ſame, from the Burthen and Charge of any 
Sum or Sums of Money granted by this Act ; But that all and every ſuch Perſon and Perſons, City, 
Borough and Town Corporate, ſhall pay their Proportions of all Rates and Aſſeſſments by this preſent 
Act impoſed (any ſuch Letters Patents, Gam or Chanory, or any Clauſe of Non ob/tante, matter or 
— -1 wk contained, or any Law, Statute, Cuſtom or Preicription, to the contrary notwith- 

anding. 

XX. Provided alſo, That no Perſon inhabiting in any City, Borough or Town Corporate, ſhall 
be compelled to be any Aſſeſſor or Collector of, or for any part of the Rates and Aſſeſſments hereby 
granted, in any Place or Places out of the Limits of the ſaid Borough or Town Corporate. 

XXI. Provided alſo, That nothing in this Act contained, ſhall be extended to charge any Colledge 
or Hall in either of the Univerſities, or the Colledges of Mindſor, Eaton, Winton or Weſtminſter, or any 
Hoſpitals or Almſhouſes, or any Free School, tor or in reſpect of the Scites of the ſaid Colledges, or 
Halls, or Hoſpitals, or Almſhouſes, or Free School, or any Maſter, Fellow, or Scholar of any ſuch 
Coliedge or Hall, or in any other Free Schools, or any Reader, Officer or Miniſter of the faid Uni- 
verſities, Colledges or Schools, or of any Almſmen of any Hoſpitals or Almſhouſes, for or in reſpect of 
any Stipend, Wages or Profits whatſoever, ariſing or growing due to them in reſpect of the faid ſeveral 
Places and Employments in the (aid Univerſities, Colledges, Halls, Schools, Hoſpitals or Almthouſes, 
nor to charge any of the Houſes or Lands belonging to Chri/t's Hoſpital, or the Hoſpitals of Saint 
Bartholomew, Bridewell, Saint Thomas, and Bethlehem Hoſ ital within the City of Landon and Borough 
of Southwark, or any of them, or to any Colledge or Hall in either of the Univerſities, or to the 
Colledges of Eaton, Wincheſter or Weſtminſter, or to any Hoſpital, Almſhouſe or Free School whatſo- 
ever, for or in reſpect of any Rents or Revenues payable to the ſaid Hoſpitals, being to be Received 
and Diſburſed for the immediate Uſe and Relief of the Poor in the ſaid Hoſpitals. 

XXII. Provided, That no Tenants of any Lands or Houſes, by Leaſe or Grant from any of the ſaid 
Hoſpitals, Colledges, Halls, Almſhouſes or Free Schools ſhall claim or enjoy any Freedom or Exemp- 
tion by this Act, but that all the Houſes and Lands which they ſo hold, ſhall be Rated for ſo much as 
they are yearly worth, over and above the Rents reſerved and payable to the ſaid Hoſpitals, Colledges, 
Halls, Almſhouſes or Free Schools. | 

XXIII. Provided alſo, That where any Perſon inhabiting within the City of Lenden, or any other 
City or Town Corporate, hath his Dwelling-houſe in one ot the Pariſhes and Wards therein, and hath 
any Goods, Wares or Merchandizes chargeable by this Act, in one or more of the other Pariſhes or 
Wards in the ſame City, That then ſuch Perſon ſhall be Charged, Taxed and Aﬀeſſed for ſuch his 
Goods or Merchandizes, in the Pariſh or Ward where he dwelleth, and not eliewhere in the faid 
City. : | : : | 

XXIV. Provided always, and be it further Declared and Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, Tliat 
tor the avoiding all Obſtructions and Delays in Aſſeſſing and Collecting the Sums which by this Act zre 
to be Rated and Aſſeſſed, all Places, Conſtablewicks, Bivigons and Allotments, which have uted to be 
Rated and Ailefſed, ſhall Pay and be Aﬀeſſed in fuch County, Hundred, Rape, \V apentake, Conſtable- 
—— Diviſion, Place and Allotment as the ſame hath heretofore uſually been Aſſeſſed in, and not elſe- 
where. 
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XXV. Provided always, and be it further Enacted, That in caſe any Lands or Houſes in any Pa- 
riſh, Place or Conſtablewick, ſhall lie unoccupied, and no Diſtreſſes can be found on the fame, nor the 
Perſ-n of the true Owner or Proprietor can be tound within the ſaid County, by reaſon whereof the Rate 
and Aſſeſſment upon ſuch unoccupied Lands cannot be Levied, That then upon Complaint thereof 
made to the Commiſſioners, for the County where ſuch Caſe ſhall happen to be, the ſaid Commiſſion- 
ers, or any two or more of them, {hall certitie into their Majeſties Court of Exchequer, the Name of 


the Perſon whoſe Land or Houſe ſo lieth unoccupied, together with the Sum thereupon Aſſeſſed, and

HEREAS the Parliament of Scotland did in the Reign of their late Majeſties King 7/7!- 
liam and xl gn Mary, thew Their Deſire of an Union between the Kingdoms of England 
and Scotland, and in Order thereunto did Paſs an Act, Nominating Commiſſioners to Treat 
concerning the Union of the TWẽ’7SQ Kingdoms. And whereas the Queens moit Excellent Majeſty, out 
of her Princely Zeal and Care for the Welfare and Happineſs of her Subjects, is deſirous of a nearer and 
more Compleat Union between Her TWO Kingdoms of England and Scotland, and hath Recommended 
to Her Parliament of England, from the Throne, to Conſider of Proper Methods for Obtaining the 
fame : To the end therefore that Her Majeſties Royal and Gracious Purpoſes may be Accomplithed, and 
ſuch a farther Union may be Treated and Agreed upon, as may Compleat and Confirm for ever a 
Conſtant Mutual Love and Friendſhip between the Subjects of both Realms; Be it Enacted by the 
Queens moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the Advice and Conſent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
oral, and of the Commons in this preſent Parliament Aſſembled, and by the Authority of the ſame, 
Nhat ſuch Perſons as ſhall be Nominated by Her Majeſty, under Her Great Seal of England, or ſuch 
and ſo many of them, as ſhall in that behalf be Appointed by Her Majeſty to be of the Quorum, ſhall, 
by Force of this Act, have full Power, Commiſſion and Authority, at ſuch time and times, and in ſuch 
Place or Places, as Her Majeſty ſhall Pleaſe to Appoint, to Aſſemble and Meet, and thereupon to Treat 
and Conſult, according to. the Tenor or Purport of their Authority or Commiſſion in that behalf, 
with certain Commiſſioners as ſhall be Authorized by Authority of the Parliament of Scotland, of and 
concerning ſuch an Union of the ſaid Realms of England and Scotland, and of and concerning ſuch other 
Matters, Clauſes and Things whatſoever, as upon Mature Deliberation and Conſideration ot the greateſt 
part of the ſaid Commiſſioners Aſſembled, as aforeſaid, and the Commiſſioners to be Authorized b 
the Parliament of Sc2tland, according to the Tenour or Purport of their Commiſſion in that behalf, 
ſhall in their Wiſdoms think Convenient and Neceſſary, for the Honour of Her Majeſty, and the Weal 
and Common Good of both the ſaid Kingdoms for ever; Which Commiſſioners of both the ſaid King-

miſſioners : That thereupon ſuch further Proceedings may be had, as by Her Majeſty and both the 
ſaid Parliaments ſhall be thought fit and neceſſary, for the Weal and Common Good of both the ſaid 
Kingdoms; to whom the entire Conſideration of the whole, and the Allowing or Diſallowing the 
whole, or any part thereof, as they ſhall think fit, is wholly reſerved, 
II.

An Act to prevent Frauds frequently committed by Bankrupts, 


W HEREAS many Perſons have and do daily become Bankrupt, not ſo much by reaſon of 


Loſſes and Unavoidable Misfortunes, as to the intent to Defraud and Hinder their Creditors 
of their juſt Debts and Duties to them Due and Owing : For the Prevention thereof, Be it 


Enacted by the Queens moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the Advice and Conſent of the Lords Spi- 


ritual and Temporal, and Commons in this preſent Parliament Aſſembled, and by the Authority of 
the ſame, That if any Perſon or Perſons, who from and after the Four and twentieth Day of June, in 
the Year of our Lord, One thouſand ſeven hundred and fix, ſhall become a Bankrupt within the ſe- 
veral Statutes made againſt Bankrupts, or any of them, and againſt whom a Commiſſion of Bankrupts, 
under the Great Seal of England ſhall be Awarded and Iſſued out, ſhall not within Thirty Days next 
after Notice thereof in Writing ſhall be left at the Place of the uſual Abode of ſuch Perſon or Perſons, 
and Notice given in the Gazette, That ſuch Commiſſion or Commiſſions is or are Iſſued forth, and 
of the Time and Place of a Meeting of the ſaid Commiſſioners, Surrender him, her or themſelves to the 
Commiſſioners named in the ſaid Commiſſian, or ſome of them, and ſubmit to be Examined from time

Committed by. Bankrupts, hath nut Antwered the good Intent thereof; but on the contrary, 

many notorious Frauds and Abuſes have been Comniitted, notwithſtanding the Proviſions and Penalties 
in the faid Act: For Prevention whereof tor the future, and for Explaining and Amending the ſaid 
late Act, Be it Enacted by the Queens moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the Advice and Content 
of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons in this preſent Parliament Aſſembled, and by the 
Authority of the ſame, That if any Perſon or Perſons, who ſhall become Bankrupt within the ſeveral 
Statutes made againſt Bankrupts, or any of them, or any other Perſon or Perſons, by or with tis,

be, and to be Recovered by Action of Debt, Bill, Plaint or Information in any of Her Majeſties Courts 
of Record at J/*/tminſter, by ſuch Perfon or Perſons as the ſaid major part of the Creditors thall appcint 
10 Sue for the fame, with full Coſts of Suit, wherein no Priviledge, Protection or Wager of Law, or 
Ron than one Imparlance ſhall be allowed; Any Law, Cuſtom or Uſage to the contrary notwith- 
anding. 
: VI. And be it alfo further EnaQted by the Authority aforeſaid, That ſuch Aſſignee or Aſſignees fo to be 
Choſen, as aforeſaid, or the major part of them, ſhall be and are hereby Impowered to make Con, 
potions with any Perſon Debtor or Accomptaut to ſuch Bankrupt, where the ſame ſhall appear nec 1- 
tary and rcalonable, and to take ſuch reaſonable part as can upon ſuch Compoſition be gotten, in full 
Diſcharge of ſuch Debts or Accompts; Any Law, Cuſtom or Ulage to the contrary notwithſtandiny. 
VII. And for preventing the taking out Commiſſions of Bankrupt Fraudulently or Malicioully, 
Pe it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That no Commiſſion of Bankrupts under theCzreat 


Seal of England, ſhall, after the Fixe and twentieth Day of April, in the Year of our Lord, One 3 
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ſand ſeven hundred and ſeven, be Awarded or Iſſued out againſt any Perſon whatſoever, at the Inſtance, 
or upon the Petition of any one or more Creditor or Creditors, unleſs the Single Debt of ſuch Creditor 
do amount to the Sum of one hundred Pounds or upwards, or unleſs the Debt of Two Cicditors fo Peti- 
tioning, as aforeſaid, ſhall amount to One hundred and fifty Pounds, and upwards, or unleſs the Debt 
of Three or more Creditors ſo Petitioning, as aforeſaid, ſhall amount to Iwo hundred Pounds, and up- 
wards ; And the Creditor or Creditors Petitioning for ſuch Commiſſion, ſhall, before the ſame be Grant- 
ed, give Bond to the Lord Chancellor, Lord Keeper, or Commiſſioners of the Great Seal for the time 
being, in the Penalty of T'wo hundred Pounds, to be Conditioned for Proving his, her their Debts, 
and alſo for Proving the Party a Bankrupt at the time of taking out ſuch Commiſſion ; And if ſuch 
Debt or Debts ſhall not be really due and owing, or if after ſuch Commiſſion taken out it cannot he 
proved that the Party was a Bankrupt at the time, but on the contrary it ſhall appear, that ſuch Con:- 
miſſion was taken out Fraudulently or Maliciouſly, That then the Lond Chancellor, Lord Keepcr, or 
Commiſſioners of the Great Seal, for the time being, ſhall and may, upon Petition of the Party or Par- 
ties grieved, Aſſign fuch Bond to Recompence him, her or them in Damages; Any Law, Cuitum or 
Uſage to the contrary notwithſtanding. : 

VIII. Provided always, and it is hereby further Declared and Enacted by the Authority aforefaid, 
That no Farmer, Grazier or Drover of Cattle, or any Perſon who is or hath been a Receiver Genera! of 
Taxes Granted by Parliament, ſhall be Entitled to any of the Benefits given by this or the faid late 
Act made in the Fourth and Fifth Years of Her Majeſties Reign, nor be Coruna a Bankrupt within the 
. — any former Acts made againſt Bankrupts; Any Law, Cuſtom or Uſage to the contrary not- 
withſtanding. 

IX. And be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That this Act ſhall continue and be in 
Force for che ſpace of TWO Years, and from thence to the end of the next Seſſion of Parliament, and 9 
longer,
